On March 57, 1949, BERTRAM G. COPLON appeared in the Washington 
Field Office at IOjOO AM and he and Special Agent Thomas A* Mendenhall 
proceeded to the subject's residence, Jefferson Hall, McZean Gardens, 

Washington, D. O. share COPLON began removing the subject's -personal 
effects, loading then into his automobile. 

In this connection, COPLON emptied a locker assigned to the subject 
in Agent Mendenhall's presence. This locker contained three valises, two 
being empty, one containing articles of clothing and sons empty booses. 

Ih addition to the above, there was in this locker a cardboard box approximately 
5* X 7* x 8" in wise Which vs|S nearly filled with 5* ‘X 7* shite cards. On 
each of these cards appeared a Russian word, letter, or phrase and what 
appeared to be the English equivalent, the Cards evidently being used in 
connection with the study of the Russian language. 


Shortly after COPLON began packing the subject's things, a Mr. 
THEODORE FREUDENHE2M, who COPLON identified as « friend who had driven 
down from New York with him, appeared on the scene and began to help 
COPLON with packing and loading subject's belongings Into COPLON's auto- 
mobile. FREUDKNHEIM had been visiting relatives in Washington and had been 
delayed. According to COPLON, both hid arrived in lashlngtonat 1*30 AM on 
March 27, 1949 and had stayed at the Raleigh Hotel. 


After finishing loading the subject's possessions, COPLON returned 
to the Washington Field Office with Agent Mendenhall and while awaiting 
the arrival of Mr. JUTMOND WHEARTf of the Department, COPLON began a discussion 
of the circumstances surrounding the subject's arrest. 7n this connection 
COPLON stated that he did not feel that his sister was guilty of espionage; 
that he thought his sister was being used in a game of international politics; 
and that tha whole case was "much ado about nothing*. He stated that he had 
been discussing the case with the subject's attorney and that he had obtained 
the above quoted phrase from him. 


COPLON further expressed the opinion that the subject's meetings 
with GUBITCHSV were completely innocuous and raised the question as to the 
reason for her arrest while material was still in her possession, stating that 
many people carried restricted material around with then. He concluded that if 
the subject were guilty of anything it was of a much lesser offense than 
espionage. 
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At approxiaately 3:00 PM, W* ^HEARTY arrived at the Justice 
Building and furnished COPhON with a portion of Material contained in 
three cardboard folders, which were fj&ed behind a "personal" tab in 
Root 2220 of the building, after whloh COPLON left stating that he was 
in a hurry,, to get back to New loric because of his father’s illness* 

In view of the attitude of COPLON concerning hie slater’s 
guilt expressed by his as set out above, this lnforsntion is being furnished 
for the use of the New fork Office in handling future oontaote with him.

On March 29, 1949 S A STEPHEN A. MC GARR and the writer contacted 
JANE SMALL .at the Blue Cars Continental Limited,, a travel agency, 489 
Lexington Avenue, New -York City. 

Miss SMALL made available a file on COPLON which showed that 'the 
District . of Columbia Motor Club, Pennsylvania Avenue and -17th Street, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. contacted ‘Blue C a rs on April 17, 1948 regarding subject 
COPLON and requested that arrangements be’ made by %ue Cars for a tour to 
be taken by COPLON .from "Paris to Italy and Switzerland .in . June, 1948. The 
correspondence of that day and of subsequent dates indicated that COPLON 
was to leave New York on May 27th or 28th, 1948 on TWA Flight Number 972. 
COPION requested that a hotel ^reservation be made for her in Paris for the 
night of May 28th, which was done, the reservation being at the Hotel 
Lutetia. COPLON indicated further to the district of Colunbi a Motor Club 
that she would-be staying in Paris with a friend, one BEATRICE BRANDY 
(phonetic), an enployee of the American Embassy in -Paris.

The file shows that arrangements -were made for COPLON to take a 
motor coach ‘tour from Paris to .southern France, Florence, Italy, and Switzer- 
land, leaving -Paris on June B, 1948 and extending over»a two-week period. 

The cost :of the European tour was $246.60. However, COPLON was 
later given a refund of $54, making the total cost $192:60. Ai so ,, the file 
showed that COPLON picked Up her ticket at .Blue °ars in New -York on M a y 25. 
1948. On ‘“pxil 23, 1948 the District^! Columbia .Mo tor Club made a $100 
payment by their check to Blue C ara as a deposit. 

HOWARD LYNCH, Reservation Supervisor, TWA, advised that COPLON 
left New York on Flight 972, TWA, , on May 27, 1948. .The reservation was 
made for her by herself in Washington and paid' by her there. No .return 
booking could $e located for her on TWA. 


All of the above information was incorporated into a teletype and 
the Washington Field Office requested to conduct investigation < at the District

Mrs., SATTEN advised that she has known the CCS 5 LON family for • at 
least a period of twenty-seven years. They were neighbors at the address 
1001 Eastern Parkway, Brooklyn,. New York, and in this fashion became acquainted. 
Mrs. SATTEN advised she has known JUDY CCPLON since JUDY was a baby, and that 
It is her recollection that JUDY COPLON was born in the house * at 1001 Eastern 
Parkway. 


Mrs. SATTEN advised that she has lived at the rfollowing residences 
since moving from 1001 Eastern Parkway: 

1690 President Street, Brooklyn, New York 
757 Empire Boulevard, Brooklyn, New York 
388 Midwood Street, Brooklyn, New York 
317 Lefferts Avenue, Brooklyn, New. York 

This latter address is her present address, and she has been h a 
resident at this number for the past seven years. Ihen Mrs. SATTEN moved to 
1690 -President Street, she advised,, the COPLON family moved to a location 
on Avenue S in Brooklyn, and the COPLON family moved from Avenue S to 170 
Ocean Parkway,. Brooklyn, their present address. Mrs. SATTEN was unable to 
approximate the dates of t he * changes inresidence of both -the COPLON “family 
and her own family. 


Mrs. SATTEN stated that over the period of the past twenty-seven

that they had been neighbors, and Mrs* SATTEN stated they are in no way 
related, nor had: they had any other association other than that of ‘mere 
friends. 

Mrs. SATTEN stated that her real name -is SATTEN STEINj that her 
husband's name is SAMUEL SATTENSTEIN, and' he -is presently temporarily em- 
ployed in a clerical capacity at SCHRAEDER & SONS,, Claremont Avenue, Brooklyn. 
She volunteered information that he is quite ill with a heart ailment, and 
his employment has been irregular because of this for some time. She .has a 
son named ALFRED SATTEN, who, she said, has legally changed his name to 
SATTEN from that of SATTBNSTEIN. He resides at 97-17 64th Road, Forest , 
Hills,. Long Island. ALFRED SATTEN is employed as a shoe salesman at LOESER'S 
in Brooklyn, where Mrs. SATTEN works as a saleswoman in the housewares de- 
partment. 

During the war, Mrs. SATTEN stated, she was. quite often engaged in 
bond selling work at LCESER'S. Knowledge of this type of activity on her 
part was naturally known to the COPLON family, with whom she was friendly, 
and to whom she mentioned her employment activities. She stated that Mr. 
COPI£N, on occasions,, -forwarded checks to her with instructions that she 
purchase war bonds for either his daughter, JUDY COPLON, or for his wife. 

Mrs. SATTEN stated that she is i positive that bonds were purchased in JUDY'S 
name on more than one occasion. The checks issued for, payment of the bonds 
were drawn on an Albany bank in which Mr. COPLON maintained an account. The 
exact -name of the bank was unknown to. Mrs. SATTEN. Mrs. SATTEN stated that 
she is absolutely certain that she had never personally sold a bond to JUDY 
COPLON. The last time Mrs. SATTEN saw JUDY COPLON, with the exception of 
at her father's recent -funeral, was when JUDY was in cither her last year 
or next “to her last year in college. 

Mrs. SATTEN advised. In answer to question, that she knew none of 
JUDY COPJXJN'S acquaintances, or anything concerning her activities since 
JUDY became a grown girl. Mrs. SATTEN never 'engaged in any discussions of 
politics or of JUDY'S employment or education with JUDY. It was Mr 3 . SATTEN* S 
opinion. that JUDY COPLON' S father was a strong Republican. 

Mrs. EMILY SATTEN advised that she- was not acquainted with; any 
Individual by. the name of LEAVITT or of WODEN.

Dr., PEPPARD' S i record reflected that COPLON had been to his 
office for an original examination on June 14, 1944. She cane to him after 
having ^read his book, "Sight Without Glasses", and was not referred by 
any other Individual. Dr. PEPPARD said that this is not unusual, as he has 
numbers of people cone to his office for eye examinations; after they have 
read the above entitled book.

Fletcher, I gave the following information to Supervisor Lish Whitson of 
the Bureau concerning the specific requests Mr. Fletcher had made yesterday 
concerning the physical surveillance of GUBITCHEV on January 14, 1949 from 
116th Street and Eighth Avenue to 116th Street and Broadway; the 1 surveillance 
of GUBITCHEV from 125th Street and Eighth Avenue to -his home , on February 18, 
1949, and details concerning the exact location of GUBITCHEV’s home as well 
as the location of the store in which he went on February 18, 1949. 


On January 14, 1949, GUBITCHEV left the Eighth Avenue Subway at 
the 116th Street stop, emerging from the station at the southwest comer of 
116th Street. He walked south on Eighth Avenue and caught a cab between. 

115th Street, and 114th Street. The dab turned right on 113th Street, went 
west to Manhattan Avenue, south on Manhattan Avenue to Cathedral Parkway 
which is also called 110th Street, west on Cathedral Parkway to Homing 3 ide 
Drive, north on Morningside Drive to 11 6th Street, west on 116th Street to 
Broadway and got out of the cab on the northeast corner of that intersection. 
He then entered the subway station entrance which is in the center of Broadway. 


On February 18, 1949, GUBITCHEV left the Eighth Avenue Subway at 
the 125th Street stop. He left the station at the southwest comer of 
125th Street and St. Nicholas Avenue where he stood a few seconds. He then 
crossed 125th Street to the northwest corner, stood a few seconds, then 
crossed St. Nicholas Avenue to the northeast comer and got in a westbound 
taxi. The taxi went west on 125th Street to where it makes a sharp bend to 
the north and becomes LaSalle Street; The cab went about 50 yards on 
LaSalle Street, turned south on Amsterdam Avenue and continued south to 
,110th Street (Cathedral Parkway), west on 110th Street to ^roadway, where 
he got out on the northeast corner of the intersection. GUBITCHEV walked 
around the northeast comer and then north on Broadway. When Agent Malley 
got to Broadway, GUBITCHEV was out of sight. A few moments later, Malley 
observed GUBITCHEV coming out of a store on the east side of Broadway 
between 110th and 111th Streets. GUBITCHEV was carrying a small paper bag 
and Malley was of the opinion that he had come out of ZAEAR’S SUPER MARKET, 
2846 Broadway, which store is located about l/3 of the way from 110th to 
111th Street on the east side of Broadway. GUBITCHEV walked south on 
Broadway to 110th Street, then east on the north side of the street to 
Amsterdam Avenue, crossed to the northeast comer, then crosaod-llGtirHStreet'

Columbus Avenue, crossed Columbus -Avenue and continued' on to Manhattan 
Avenue* He turned south on Manhattan Avenue, crossing to the* east side of 
Manhattan Avenue somewhere between 110 and 108 Streets* Malley had 1 not 
reached Manhattan Avenue when GUBITCHEV crossed ‘the street* Malley then 
.saw GUBITCHEV come out of one of three , small .stores located on ’Manhattan 
Avenue and 108th Street on the northeast corner of Manhattan Avenue and 
108th Street. Malley was approximately two blocks away and could not 
determine which of the three stores GUBITCHEV had* come out of and could 
not observe whether GUBITCHEV was carrying an additional parcel* GUBITCHEV 
then- crossed to the southwest corner of the inter/section and walked west 
on 108th Street to his •home at 64 ^est 108 Street* 

Relative to the location of GUBITCHEV's home, I .advised Mr. Tihitson

The file reflected that Miss COPLCN was bom on May 17# 1921, 
at Brooklyn# Mew Tort# that she was an Amerioan citieen, not married and had 
been in the Die trie t of Columbia for five years* She listed hbr residence 
address as 368U •» 30th Street# S» 1.# and Indicated that she was a member ef 
the Group Health Association# Incorporated.

and that the operation was an appendectomy and an abdominal exploratory 
operation* She told him that subsequent to the operation# she had been 
treated by Dr* HERBERT SCHOENJMLD# and that the treatment consisted of eae-rsy 
treatments to the pituitary gland* Dr* FOGEL said that this treatment Is most 
unusual in a person so young as Miss COPLCN and that for this reason he took 
particular interest in her ease* 


Dr# FOGEL advised as a result of the original contact with 
the Group Health Association he could not resell Miss COPLCN particularly 
but that he did recall the facts surrounding bar particular case because they 
ware so 'unusual. Ho stated that he did not recall when Miss COPLCN cams to 
his attention but that it was probably sometime in the summer of 19h8* He 
advised that 'she first came to him at hie offioe on August 23# 19U8# at which

Dr# FCGKL advised that this partioular operation is 
frequently performed and that there is nothing unusual in connection with 
euch an operation, Subsequent to tbs operation, Hiss CO PLOW came to his 
office three or four times in August and About the same number of times in 
September^ She was last An his office in October, 19h8* She has ainoe 
received several prescriptions from the Doctor** office, some of which were 
mailed to her and others she would pick tip from the receptionist* The pre- 
scriptions were for a thyroid condition. Dr, TOGEL said tost COPLCN had 
an appointment with him on March 10, 19k9i which of course she did not keep. 

Dr# FOQEL advised that Mini C0PLCK*s trouble was connected 
with her personal life and that there was some circumstance surrounding her 
difficulty which he did not feel at liberty to discuss with the agents. He 
said that upon each occasion of a visit to his office by Miss GOPLCN, they 
discussed at length Hiss COPLOT** personal Ufa in an effort to determine 
the reason for her extrema emotional disturbance. After several discussions 
with her. Dr# FOG EL concluded that Miss COPLON was not having a satis factory 
sexual life* He said that after an examination of her, he concluded that 
she had been misfitted with a diaphragm and that he therefore refitted her 
with one which he believed wae properly adjusted* 

Dr# FOG EL advised that one night in the fall of 1&8 
when Hies COPLOtf called him on the telephone at his apartment she sounded 
as though she was very such upset. She was not hysterical but she was very 
disturbed emotionally, Hq requested her to cone to his apartment and he 
advised that she spent ft couple of hours with Mm, He said that during this 
interview. Hiss CQPLOH told Mm that she had only known two men in bar life 
who were able to satisfy her sufficiently. The first man was one whom she 
had met in Italy during her trip to Europe in the summer of lpU8* She said 
tost this individual was both intellectually and sexually suited to her and 
that she had great admiration for Mm, She said that she found as a general 
rule that European men were far superior to American men in these respects.

Dr# FOGEL a aid that he had aekad Kiss CQPLON whether 
or not aha had had sexual relation® with the nan in Hear lark and aha had 
advised that she had* She told Dr* FOG EL that she considered the relation* 
ship with this loan as essential and that the sexual relationship which they 
had “tided her over 11 between visit#* 

Dr* FOGEL wee ware of the fact that Miss CO PLOW* a family 
resided in New Took and Mies COPLCtJ told him that she visited her family 
there, but he said that she indicated that one of the principal reason* 
for her visits was her association with tills man* Dr* FOGEL could not in 
any way identify the man in Hew fork or the men in Italy* Miss COPLOR had 
given him no information oonoemlng them except as set out above*

Dr* FOGEL asked Mss COFLCN whether there ms any man in 
Washington with whan she had sought sexual satisfaction and she replied 
that there was none* She said that she had never beau able to find a man in 
Washington who was capable of satisfying her and as a result of this 
information. Dr* FOGEL reccraaendad to her that she make an effort to locate 
such a man or men in Washington as he believed she was definitely in need of 
more frequent sexual Intimacies than she had been receiving* Ho adviced her 
that it was unwise to depood upon her infrequent visits to hew fork and that 
her failure to find sexual satisfaction in Washington was contributing 
immeasurably to her emotional instability* 

Dr* FOGEL advised that he did not feel free to discuss with 
the agents certain aspects of kiss COPLON»s sexual life but that he did 
believe that he had disclosed all information concerning her which would have 
any bearing whatsoever on the present investigation* He said that the 
information which he had disclosed was considered by him to be extremely 
confidential and he made a special point of stating that he hoped that none of 
the information would appear in the newspapers* Dr. FOGEL stated that he did 
not consider hi self a social acquaintance of Miss COPLCN and that their relation* 
ahip was entirely professional* He said that he was not acquainted with any 
of her social contacts in Washington and that her introduction was by way of 
Group Health Association, of which she was a member and with which he had been 
affiliated as a physician* He further stated that Mias CCPLQK had never in the 
course of his interviews with her discussed her activities at the Department of 
Justice* lie was unacquainted with the nature of her work and she gave him no 
information which has any particular significance in light cf the publicity 
she lias received since her recent arrest*

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On the morning, of April 6, 1949, Mr. H. B., Fletcher ofl 
Bureau called to advise that the Bureau 'desires photostats of the logs of 
the individual agents reflecting, the surveillance of March 4, 1949* These 
are to be fhmished to the Department *, They should be mailed to the: Bureau 
today, April 6. 


Mr. Fletcher further advised that’ the Department desires that 
each agent who worked on any of the surveillances of COPLCN and GUBITCHEV, 
that .is on January 14, February 18 and March 4, prepare in; narrative form 
exactly what they saw each- subject do. There should be no mention of other 
agents or. personnel on the surveillance# The, memorandum should reflect 
only what the agent , saw and exactly where he was when he saw it. The 
purpose of these narrative memos is to -enable the Department to check the 
activities of each agent with the activities as set up'on the chart which 
will be used* at the trial. Some of the initials of the agents on the 
photostatic copies of the logs are not decipherable. Consequently, these 
narrative memos are necessaxy so that the Department .will have .the exact 
movements of the individual agents and . exactly what they can testify to 
insofar as the activities of the subjects are concerned. Inasmuch as 
clerical personnel was also utilized on these surveillances, they should' 
also prepare such memorandum. These should be prepared at once and as soon 
as they are ready, I should be advised as Mr. Fletcher wants to be informed 
telephonicaily of the progress we are making on this.

I first observed JUDITH COPLCN leaving the escalator leading to 
the lower level of Pennsylvania Station from track #11, at approximately 
5:35 PM, March 4, 1949. ^he was wearing a olack cloth coat, figured 
bandanna on her head, carrying a black purse and a red vanity type case. 
Upon leaving the escalator, COPLON proceeded to her right a few steps in 
a southerly^direction. She retraced her steps and proceeded to a bank of 
public lockers where sh9 checked the red vanity type case in locker 
#1035. COPLON the*n walked in a northerly direction and ascended the 
stairs on the north side of Pennsylvania Station to the upper level of 
the station. She then proceeded east through the station at which time I 
discontinued the surveillance. During the above activity I was several 
feet behind COPLON. ' 

At aoout 6:48 FM, March 4, 1949> I saw COPLON walking north on 
the west side of Sroadwayat the corner of 137th Street, fhen I first saw 
her I was in a Bureau automobile and after seeing COPLON at the above 
location, I got out of the car and Continued following COPLON on foot to 
190 th Street, where I discontinued tne surveillance. 

The next time I saw COPLON she was walking south on the east side 
of Broadway at 187th otreet. I surVeillsd CC'PLON wno continued walking 
south on the east side of Broadway to 181st Street, at which point she 
crossed to tne southeast corner, then to the southwest corner of 181st 
Street and Broadway and entered the Bickford Restaurant at approximately 
7:41 PM. In Bickford's Restaurant she went behind a partition, in the rear. 
During the above activity I walked behind her on the opposite side of the 
street and when she went in the restaurant, I also went into the restaurant 
where I sat to the right. At approximately 7:45 PM, I saw COPLON ,~,alk from 
the rear of the restaurant to the street and walk north to the west side of 
Broadway. 
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I next ooserved COPLOH -walking north on the '.vest side of Broadway 
st 187th Street at approximately 7:56 Ft!, and then discontinued the sur- 
veillance. Subsequently, I observed COPLON -v;a Iking east on the south 
side of 190th Street, at a distance of about 15 feet west of 3 road-way. 

I was at that time walkin' north on the west side of Broadway and only 
saw her walk a few steps. I did not see her after that until CGPLGN

walked to the front of the oar, taking a seat on the right-hand side of the 
ear In the very front* I observed this from the front portion of the oar 
immediately behind the one she was in* Bering the trip to the Tines Square 
stop, which con mated about 25 minutes, coplow sat reading a newspaper* At the 
Tints Square stop, at which tine X was In the rear of the oar in which she 
was sitting, 1 observed that she left via the front door of this oar and walked 
toward the rear of the train to the stairway, whioh is located on the northern- 
most point of the platform* fly this stairway she walked up to the Street, 
cowing out on 43d Street at a point about 50 to 75 feet west of the intersection 
of Seventh Avenue. During this time X was following her at a distance varying 
frost 75 to 25 feet, depending upon the crowded conditions of the subway station. 

Upon reaching 42d Street, walked to toe east, or^ the the 

northwest comer. She hesitated while out near the curb of toe northwest comer, 
then turned around and took a position on the Seventh Avenue side of the United 
Cigar store, which is located on the northwest comer of Seventh Avenue and 
421 Street* During these few seconds X was standing in a bus stop on 42d Street 
just to the west of Seventh Avenue* Tram this point I was able to observe 
that COPTjON etood there about one minute, after which toe began strolling north 
on Seventh Avenue toward 43d Street* X* followed her at a distance of 35 to 
$0 feet behind her when she left this corner.

About three-quarters of the way into the block between 42d and 43d 
Streets on Seventh Avenue, COFtCK turned around abruptly and retraced her steps 
toward 42d Street and Seventh Avenue. In so doing she appeared to be scanning 
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the faoes of the people who had been following fee* while she was walking north 
in this block, She returned to the United fjigar store at 42d Street and 
Seventh Avenue and took her original position there* After about a ten minute 
wait, or at about 8i45 p.m. , during which tine I again stood in the bus stop 
to the west of Seventh Avenue on 42d Street, 1 noticed that CQPLOH began 
walking west on 42d Street from Seventh Avenue on the north side of the Street* 

Whereas before she had walked at a slow to moderate pace, ahe now 
appeared to be walking at a fast pace for her. As I neared the subway exit, 
which as described before is located about 50 to 75 foot west of Seventh Avenue 
on 42d Street, 1 noticed GUBITCHHV about 15 feet in, front of me and about 15 
to 25 feet behind C OPTION, The block between Seventh and Eighth Avenues on 42d 
Street was crowded with pedestrians, and I maintained the surveillance of 
QIJBITC-CRV at a distance of about 35 feet. On two occasions In the block 
between Seventh and Eighth Avenues on 42d Street, 1 observed 3U8ITCHKV glancing 
over hie shoulder as if to detect a surveillance. On the second such occasion 
QUBITCHSV slowed almost to a stop and glanced over both shoulders at the people 
behind him* Upon reaching Eighth Avenue, COPLQN proceeded across the inter- 
section followed by 0UBITQHB7. Upon reaching the northwest corner of 42d Street 
and Eighth Avenue, OUBYTCHEV again looked around* The block between Eighth 
and Ninth Avenuee on 42d Street was not heavily traveled at that time, for 
which reason I was about a half a block behind QUBITS) SiV. Just after QUBITCHEV 
passed the marquee of the Holland Hotel, he broke into a run and passed 
(W/W, whvipon seeing him rawing, did likewise. QUBITCHEV boarded a south 
bound bus on Ninth Avenue, which was waiting there, and he was followed Into 
the bus by C0PL0N. At that time 1 was at a point Just west of the Hotel 
Holland on the north aide of 42d Street, and the bus drew away from tho corner 
abiost immediately after C0P10N boarded it. The bus number was 89 and the 
time was about 8i55 p*»* X did not board the bus*

On February 18, 1949, at 6 05 PM, Mis* Judith Coplon was 
first sew in Pennsylvania Station, New York City, alighting fro* 
the "Bxeoutive’frain," which had just arrived from Washington, D. C. 

She was one of the first passenger* off the train, and proceeded fro* 
the platform to the public lookers where .she checked her suitcase in 
locker #1027. she was wearing a full length black fitted ooat, carried 
a black handbag, was batless, and wore black high-heeled ankle strap 
shoes. It was noted that the strap of one of her shoes had snapped, 
presumably while getting off the train, and she showed some concern 
over the same. 


!f ter checking her bag, she proceeded to the Eighth Avenue 
Subway, Pennsylvania station, and boarded the Eighth Avenue uptown 
Express "A H Train. From the tiae she got off the train until the time 
she boarded the subway, her walking habits were observed. She would 
walk rapidly, stop suddenly, look around a* if she were being followed, 
break Into a run, stop short and walk slowly. During the entire pro- 
gress of the surveillanoe, 1 was in the company of Special Agent 
Thomas J, Mo Andrews, end during which we were never more than 15 feet 
away fro* Miss coplon. 

It was noted she waited until just before the subway doors 
closed before she jumped .into the subway oar. She entered the last 
door and l was immediately bohind her. Two stop* past 34th Street, 
she was seated.

From approximately 6 P.M., I ni on duty at Penney lvania 
Station on February 18, 1949 awaiting the expected arrival of J8DITH CQPLOH, 
The train was delayed, and when the train'* arrival time of di55 P*M* was 
announced, ,1 went to the train platform specified. X did not know dUDITH 
COPLOH except from a photograph and did not see her leave the train. I 
did see her on the level above the train tracks, leaving a btok of public 
storage lockers which are adjacent to the wooden benches in the area of 
the train arrival bulletin board. 

JUDITH COPLOH walked at a rapid paoe down the corridor toward 
the corridor running through the lower level of Pennsylvania Station from 
Eighth to Seventh Avenue, She tamed left in this second corridor toward 
Eighth Avenue, She paused several times very briefly to adjust a broken 
ankle strap on one of her shoes which appeared to hamper her movements 
somewhat.

8be removed her bag, a email hrown airplane type oremight oaae 
end left* She took the aame route to the Eighth Arenue subway and walked 
along the platform* She paaaed to the right aide of the newa stand, went 
around it, and atood on the left aide of the platform* 

She boarded an "A* Hxpreaa, southbound, about the middle ef 
the train, and took a double eeat running lengthwise in the oar, The seat 
was next to the rear left doer of her oar* X waa midway in the oar on the 
opposite aide. 

She opened the book she mat carrying and read for a while, 
atopping and oloalng the book when the train wat between the Seat fourth 
and Canal Street stations* 

X kept her under ob serration to the Fulton Street atop where 
I left the train. 

The woman X obaerred, aa abated shore, la identical with 
JUDItH COPLOH «hom I earn In the Hew Tork Offloe ef the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation under arrest on March 4, 194$.

On leaving .the escalator, COPLON walked in a southerly direction 
aoeut 15 or 20 feet, at which point she turned around, retraced her steps 
and walked north to the lockers located near the Savarin .Restaurant on the 
lower level. After checking the red vanity case in locker #1035, COPLON 
ascended tne ste^s on the north end of the station to the upper level. 

Alter walking through the north waiting room of the station, COPLON as- 
cended the escalator to the arcade on the east side of Pennsylvania station, 
ana went out through the Seventh Avenue exit. Vfhen COPLON ascended J, he 
escalator she looked back, apparently observing persons on the escalator, 
as well as on the steps parallel to the escalator. Ihile walking through 
the arcade she stopped and looked in the show windows. 

„ After leaving Pennsylvania station, COPLON walked north on the west 
side of Seventh Avenue to the northwest corner of Seventh Avenue and 34th 
Street. She then crossed to the northeast corner of Seventh Avenue and 
^4tin otreet and continued north to the southeast corner of 37th Street 
and Seventh Avenue, at which point the turned around, retraced her steps

Avenue, and (then walked to the southwest corner of 42nd Street and. Seventh 
Avenue. Thereafter she proceeded along the south side : of ,42nd Street to 
Eighth Avenue and entered the Independent subway s tation at the entrance 
located on tjhe southwest corner of 42nd Street and Eighth Avenue. G-OFLON 
walked down jthe s teps to the subway arcade and after walking around the change 
booth, she walked south toward the downtown turnstiles, turned around and 
walked northj towards the uptown turnstiles. It is possiole that she was 
lost in the station, inasmuch as, after walking north, she stopped a. man 
and asked him a question, apparently directions. CCPL'ON then walked toward 
the turns tiljes leading to the uptown trains and tnen boarded an Eighth 
Avenue, Washington Heights Express at about 6:10 Pi!. 

It is noted that while en route from '.Vsitzman' s Eestaurant to 
the subway station, she stopped to look in three or four store windows, 
but was not noted to have looked back and did not appear to check for a 
surveillancej.

that the Executive would arrive at 60$ P*M* and I prooeeded to the specified 
train platform* 


At approximately 60$ F*M*, I saw JUDITH COPLON. She was 
toon standing in the doorway of a ear on the above-mentioned^ train . She was 
alone and carrying a brown* airplane type* overnight bag* a black purse* and 
a book* She was one of the first persons to -leave the train* At a pace faster 
t ha w an ordinary walk* .she prooeeded to ascend the nearest stairway* 

T observed that she had broken the strap on one of her shoes 
and from time to time* she stopped and examined same* The broken strap apparently 
worried Idas COPLON, and evidently contributed to her rather irregular walking

On her arrival at the lower level* Miss COPLON turned left

At about 7il0 p.uu, at the 190th Street and Overlook Terraoe Station, 
COPLOB left the train. The writer preoeded her In a northerly direction along 
the subway platform. The writer, followed by COPIDH, ascended the stair* from 
the subway platform to the level where the subway elevator was located. COPIDB 
and the writer rods in the subway elevator to the top of Tbrt Tryon Park. CCP10B 
left the subway building and ran through Fort Tryon Park, followed by the writer. 
CCPIA* ran along the parte paths, obviously lost and in what appeared to be an 
agitated frame of wind. (TPLOB doubled beck and approaobed the writer. 


COPLOB asked how she could get to Broadway. The frit e r a dvi sed-; 
CO PITH that he did not know and that he too was looking for 
exclaimed, "Oh Oodl" The writer suggested she retrace her 
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Aren the sufaway ohange clerk. GOfLO* ran into the sufaway building, reentered 
tha subway elsrator, followed closely fay the writer, and desoended to the , 
terwinus of tha elerator. COPIAH aakad the subway change clerk how to gat to 
Broadway. After receiving directions aha ran and walked rapidly through tha 
long tunnel leading tram tha subway station to Bennett Arenas* 

Wien COPIAH merged from the tunnel she turned south on Bennett 
Avenue end walked rapidly to tha intersection of Bennett Arenas and 192*d 
Street. COPIAH turned east on 192nd Street and alternately walked rapidly and 
ran one short block to the corner of 192nd Street and Broadway. Tha writer 
dlacontlnuad tha surveillance at this point, which was approximately 7»17 p*a.

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the following observations of the subjects were wade by the 
writer on January 14, 1949. The tine* Indicated below are very close 
approximates. 

January 14 > 1949 

At approadnately 4*50 p«m. on this date 1 observed JUDITH COPLON 
proceeding up the stairway at Traok Hi, Pennsylvania Station, to the lower 
level. She proceeded to the ladles room on the main level of Pennsylvania 
Station and renamed there from approximately 5*00 p, a. until 5*40 p.m. 

She was carrying a tan airplane type of overnight suitcase and also a black 
pooketbook with gold trim. Upon leaving the ladies room she proceeded on 
foot through the station and entered the Double Day Book Shop in the lower 
level aroade at approximately 5*44 p.m. About six minutes later COPLOH 
left- the book shop and entered the Station Drug Store directly across the 
arcade from the Double Day Book Shop. She waited for about five minutes 
at the lunch counter before obtaining a seat, and then had something to 
eat. At this time she was observed reading the "Hew fork Star* newspaper.

At 6:02 pja. COPDON left - the Station Drug store and proceeded 
in the direction of the IRT subway. She stopped for several minutes on 
the way to observe a toy train display in the arcade. She entered me 
XRT subway and boarded a north bound 7th Avenue Broadway express train. 

At 6*40 p.m. COPJLON left the IRT subway train at 191st Street, Hew lb A 
City station and took the elevator to the street level. She then walked 
north on St. Hicholas Avenue to i'acbrorth Avenue, turned left and followed 
Wadsworth Avenue around a c6rve to the intersection of 192nd Street, "then 
walked east on 192nd Street and back to St. Nicholas Avenue, thereby ^ 
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circling the irregular shaped block by these -streets, COPLON was then K *\ • 

observed walking south on St* Nicholas Avenue to Meet 190th Street, where / A 

she oersted St. Nicholas Avenue and entered the drug store on the northeast ( y / 

comer of this intersection. She left the drug store a couple of minutes 

later aoi walked west on 190th Street to Wadsworth Terrace, turned right 

end walked north to Fairview Avenue, turned left, or west, and walked down 

the dimly lighted winding hill on Fairview Avenue to Broadway . She then 

turned right, or north, on Broadway and proceeded one long block to 193rd 

Street, stopping on the northeast corner of this intersection where she 

Stood for approximately ten minutes. 

While COPLON was standing at this intersection the writer continued 
north on the west side of Broadway, continuing to keep COPLON under sur- 
veillance, and at Bennett Avenue and Broadway engaged a taxicab and rode 
back south on Broadway past COPLON, and made a W U" turn on Broadway and 
stopped at approximately a point 75 feet frcm the intersection where COPLON 
was standing. 

At approximately 7*12 p,». the writer obeerved from the taxioab 
VALENTI OOBITCHEV walking north, Juet stepping on to the curb of the 
northeast corner of the intersection at 193rd Street and Broadway, GUBITOHEV 
stepped up to COPLClf and almost without hesitation both GUBITCHKV and COPLON 
started walking north on Broadway to Nagle Avenue, along Nagle Avenue to 
Dyckman Street, then left, or west, on Ttyckasn street to the De luxe 
Restaurant at 143 Pyckwan Street. They entered at 7*25 p.m. 

At approximately 7*30 p.m. I obeerved through the front window 
COPLON and GUBITCHEV sitting in a booth on the west side of the restaurant 
almost to the rear of the restaurant. OOBITCHEV was facing the street and 
COPLON was on the opposite side of the table with her back to the street. 

At about ! 8 il5 Pt»# I observed COPLON and gUBITQHEV leave the Be luxe 
Restaurant, walk west- on Ryckman Street to Sherman Avenue, left on Sherman 
Avenue to Broadway, walking on the east side of the avenue* As they pro- 
seeded da Sheman Avenue and Broadway, the subjects appeared to be engaged 
in a conversation and stopped briefly on several occasions as COPLON would 
gesticulate vehemently using a folded newspaper. They crossed to the west 
side of Broadway just the other aide of the Intersection of Sherman Avenue, 
and walked jilong the Fbrt Tryon Park side of Broadway to the Intersection 
of Idimae^reoue and Broadway. Mere they stood for several minutes and 
GUBITCHEV on a couple of .occasions moved to the curb and appeared to be 
waiting for a bus. Inasmuch as they were standing at a bus stop. 

The writer dieeontlnued the surveillance at this point. 


February 18 » 1949 

I observed JUDITH COPLON on thia data at approximately 6 j 35 p*m, 
leaving Pennsylvania Railroad train, The Executive, at Pennsylvania Station* 
She ran up the stairs from the train level to the lower level and at the 
top o f the stairway broke the strap on her shoe* As she stepped off the 
stairway on to the flower level she stopped a sonant and attempted to fix 
her shoe, and then moving rapidly she stopped at a bank of steel lockers 
and placed her suitcase in locker $1207. She then continued walking 
rapidly to the 8th Avenue subway entrance where she caught an Uptown A 
Express Train, entering the last doorway of the last car on the train* 

COPLON left the train at 190th Street-Overlook Terrace Station* 

As she left the oar she stopped a few moments on the platform and again 
tried to repair the broken strap on her shoe* The writer then book the 
elevator to the surface while COPLON remained on the platform* 

At approximately 7 j 17 p.m. the writer observed COPLON at the 
Intersection of 192nd Street and Broadway* She walked diagonally across 
Broadway to the east side, then north across 193rd Street and stopped at 
the intersection of Broadway and 193rd Street on the northeast corner. 

This was the same {lacs that COPLON met GUBITCHEV on January 14, 1949* 

COPLON carried In her hand the same pooketbook that she also had cm 
January 14, 1949* She stood on thia comer a couple of minutes, walked 
north about 10 yards, turned around and walked south across 193rd Street 
about 60 yards, then back north almost to the corner of 193rd Street and 
Broadway, turned around and again went south about 20 yards and entered a 
shoe repair shop. She remained in this shop about 10 minutes, came out, 
walked south to some steps leading to an apartment house, stood there 
several seconds, then walked north again almost to the corner of 193rd Street 
hesitated a moment, turned back a step, walked around and then continued to 
the corner and turned east on 193rd Street. She walked up the hill and 
turned to the right out of sight of the writer* The writer made these ob- 
servations from a parking lot on the west side of Broadway, directly opposite 
the intersection of ,193rd Street and Broadway. IXiring the above movements of 

COPLON it appeared to the writer that she was locking for someone*

At approximately 7i58 p.m. I observed COPLON walking north on 
the west side of Broadway approaching 192nd Street. Almost immediately 
after observing COPLON at this point, I observed GUBITCHEV walking north 
or towards me on the east side of Broadway, approximately 180 feet away* 
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I again noted that COPLON had started across Broadway walking diagonally, 
and as 1 proceeded aouth on the east side of Broadway, X passed GUBITCHEV. 

A few moments after GUBITCHEV paeaed we 1 turned to the curb at a point 
just about opposite 192nd Street intersection, and looked hack, or north, 
at which time X observed COPLON just stepping on to the sidewalk* She at 
this tine carried her pocketbook in her left hand next to her cheat* It 
was, open and the fingers of her right hand were placed oy er the cutter edge 
of the pocketbook* At this time I was approxinatel^ ^yxeet south of 
COPLON and GUBITCHEV. COPLON then turned her back to the writer, walking 
north and GUBITCHEV was approximately next to her with his back to the 
writer, and stepped over to her side and they both were continuing north 
side by side. The writer at this point no longer had GUBITCHEV and COPLON 
under observation. The above contact between GUBITCHEV and COPLON did not 
last more than 5 or 6 seconds* 

The writer then entered a Bureau oar and next observed GUBITCHEV 
facing west standing on the cuxb just a few paces beyond the point where 
be had been observed walking with COPLON* 

The writer then no longer had GUBITCHEV under observation* 
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to this date the writer was stationed in a Bureau car la a park-* 
ing lot on the west aide df Broadway, just opposite the Intersection of 
Broadway and 193rd Street, where GUBITCHEV and COPLON* previously met on 
two occasions. 

( At approximately 7:00 p.m. 1 observed CO PICK walking north on 
the east side of Broadway near the vicinity opposite the intersection of 
Broadway and 192nd Street. She continued walking north and stood in front 
of a drug store or* the southeast comer of Broadway and 193rd Street, She 
remained standing at this location for about 7 minutes glancing around the 
vicinity and appeared to be waiting far someone, xt 7:07 p.m. 1 observed 
COPLON walk south .on Broadway on t he east aide, halting momentarily on 
two occasions, each time continuing south until she went out of sight of 
the writer, at a point approximately 75 or 100 yards south of 193rd Street. 

At 7:15 p»m. I observed COPLON walking north on the east side of 
Broadway in the vicinity of 192nd Street and Broadway, She continued walking 
north, crossed West 193rd Street until she reached a point about 40 feet 
north of West 193rd Street on Broadway, at which time she turned back, 
walked south and entered a cigar store on Jbhe northeast comer of Broadway 
and WSat 193rd Street, at about 7:18 p,m. 

At about 7:24 p*m. 1 observed GUBITCHEV walking north oa ths 
east side of Broadway in the vicinity of lie at 192nd Street. He continued 
walking north on Broadway, entering the drug store at the southeast comer 
of Broadway and West 193rd Street, at about 7:25 p.m.

1 GUBITCHEV left the drug store about a minute later, unwrapping 
appeared to be a package of Life Savers or similar sized item. He 
stopped momentarily in front of the drug store, glanced around the vicinity 
and then started walking south on the east side of Broadway, crossing over 
to the west side In the vicinity of West 192nd Street and Broadway, where 
he was observed standing in the vicinity of the bus stop at the northwest 
comer of Broadway and 192nd Street. During the above movements of GUBITCHF.V 
as observed by the writer, COPLON was still in the cigar store at the 
northeast corner of 193rd Street and Broadway. 

About 7:28 p.m. COPLON left the cigar store, glanced around the 
vicinity momentarily, crossed West 193rd Street and continued walking 
south on the east side of Broadway, going out of my sight just beyond the 
vicinity of West 192nd Street and Broadway.

City* At thia tine aha was carrying a tan bvsmight bag of the airplane 
typg luggage* She lamedlately upon leering the train took the escalator 
to the lower level, walked aoroee the corridor of the loner level and 
took another escalator to tha upper level* Upon arriving on the u pp e r 
level, the checked something in her puree for a moment, then tamed directly 
Around and entered a waiting re on, walked through the. waiting roost and into 
the ladiaaVroca on the upper level* She waa still carrying the overnight 
bag at that tine. 


1 next ea s C0P1OS at approximately 54*5 P. V* at which tier she 
waa ia the Doubleday Book Store on the lower level of tha Femwylvaaia 
Station* At approximately $ i$Q P* U* ahe left thia book store, crossed tha 
corridor anti entered a drug store which wap located directly aotoea tha 
arcade frosi the book shop. 


After wtiting a few amenta for a seat at the Iwnoh counter, 
obt ained one and ordered some thing at thia count er. At thia tin* I 
observed aha waa raiding a newspaper. At approximately two minutes past 
six, GQ&UM left thia drug atore, walked through the arcade of the station 
whsra aha stopped momentarily to observe a toy train display and then sen* 
tinn ed onto the IRT-7th Avenue Subway share Abo boa rded a earth bound 7th 
Aretms~8roadttay train. COPLOR left this train at abcfut 6 »U0 P. W. at ' 
the 191st Street stop in lianhattan and after leaving j 
the elevator to the street level. She then walked ndx 
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Avenue te Wada worth Avenue, turned left an 4 followed Wad* worth Avenue

At about twelve minutes past coven, 1 noticed COPLON starting to 
wdlk north on Broadway at whieh time aho was accompanied by a man whom I 
had never scon before but whom J can new identify as TALENT IN A. OUBITCHEV, 
COPLON and OUBITCHEV walked north on Broadway to Nagle Avenue whore they 
turned on to Nagle Avenue and walked along Nagle Avenue to Dye know Street* 

They then turned left cm Oyokman Street and walked on Pyckman Street to the 
Do Luxe Restaurant at 149 Dyekman Street* This was at approximately 7 >26 P.M. 
About Tire minutes later.! observed COPLON and OUBITCHEV seated in a booth 
in this restaurant* They wore seated at opposite ends of the booth. 

At shout 8 *16 P.M., OOPLON end OUBITCHEV left the Deluxe Restaurant 
and walked west on Dyokman Street to Sherman Avenue shore they turned left sad 
walked en Sherman Avenue te where this street interseots Broadway. They then 
continued south on Broadway. During this time, I observed OOPLON and OUBITCHEV 
in animated conversation* They would momentarily stop and face oaoh other, 
then continue walking again still in a southerly direction en Broadway. 

During this time, COPLON frequently gesticulated in OUBITCHEV* S direction 
with the folded newspaper which she was carrying* 

The two orossed Broadway to the west side of the street and continued 
walking south along the edge of Fort Tryen Park. Near the intersection of 
Broadway and Hillside Avenue , COPLON and OUTXTCHEV stopped on the sidewalk 
where they talked in an animated fashion for three or four minutes* They then 
continued south and walked up a winding parkway and entered the tunneled 
entrance to the 190th Street Statien of the Independent Subway System. COPLON 
and OUBITCHEV walked through this tunnel to the train platform where they 
boarded a downtown express train. After they bearded the train the two sat 
together and continued talking until the train arrived at the 125th Street 
Statien* 
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immediately before the doer oloaed on this train so that At 
Might 1 mt« the 126th Street Station, OUBITCHKY get up end rapidly left 
the train and eressed the .platform where he entered a south hound leoal 
train juet before the doer* oloeed on that train. C0P10N did not ac- 
company OUBITCHEV on leering the express train and I did not aee her 
again that night. 

OUBITCHBV rede eouth on the downtown local train of the Independent 
Subway to the 116th Street atop. At 116th Street, he left the train and walked 
up the etaire to the a treat, arriving en the etreet at the southwest corner 
of the intersection of 116th Street and Eighth Avenue. he steed on this 
oomer for three er four minutes and then walked south on Eighth Avenue, 
stepping abeut every ten or fifteen feet and looking up and down the otreet, 
apparantly for either a hue er a taxloab. between 116th and 114th Streets, 
GUBITCHSY hailed a taxioab which he entered and rede south on Eighth Avenue 
te 116th Street to Manhattan Avenue, then south en Manhattan Avenue to 
Cathedral Parkway, west on Cathedral parkway to Hejaingside Drive, north 
on Mornings ids Drive te 116th Street, then west sn 116th Street to Broadway.

On February 18, 1949, at approximately 8*46 P*M., I observed VALENTIN 
A* GHJBITCHKV at the intereeotien of 108th Street and Manhattan Avenue. Me 
walked approximately ene-half bleok along 108th Street and entered the apart- 
ment house at 64 West 108th Street*

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On January 14, 1949, 1 first observed JUDITH COPLON on 
Platform No* 11, Pennsylvania Station, at 4*50 P*N. Train No* 176 of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which had none from ‘Washington, D.C*, had just arrived 
at this platform and the passengers were getting off* At the tine I aaw 
COPLON, she waa wearing a black drsaa,. a black ooat, had no hat, and was 
carrying a medium-sise, light brown airplane-type overnight bag* COPLON 
stepped on the snail escalator and rode it to the lower level of Pennsylvania 
Station* She then walked across the passageway which runs in a north and 
south direction and got on another escalator which toOk her to the main level 
of Pennsylvania Station* Luring this time I was usually forty to sixty feet 
behind her. When COPLON reached the top of the esoalator, she turned right, 
walked a Tew steps and turned right again and stepped between two banks of 
steel lockers* There she put her suitcase down, opened her purse, but I was 
unable to determine whether she removed anything from her puree* COPLON then 
picked up her bag, walked' through the automatic doors operated by "electric 
eyes" • COPLON walked through the ladies waiting room and into the entrance 
to the ladies room* 

While COPLON waa in the ladies room, Y leapt a watch on the 
doorway into which she had entered from various vantage points in the waiting 
room* ‘ 


At approximately 5*40 P.M., COPLON was observed to come out 
of the ladies room, turn Tight, but at this point my view was obstructed by a 
group of people, although COPLON could be observed pausing in front of a bank 
of steel lockers. 


I next observed COPLON walking in the area of Pennsylvania 
Station wherein tbs main information booth is located in a northerly direction* 
be was not carrying her auitoase at this time. She purchased a "New York itar" 
newspaper at the news stand near the information booth. After purchasing the 


north end of the station where she desoended the 
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level. H the bottom of the (stairs she turned end -walked to the north end 
of the passage -which leads to a lone passageway running between the 7th Avenue ■ 
and 8th Avenue subway stations. 

COPLON turned right and walked to a Doubleday Book Shop 
which Is on the south side of the aforementioned passageway. She entered 
this book store at approximately 5*45 P.M. and remained there approximately ten 
minutes. 1 kept the doorway to the book store under my observation from 
different places in the area and upon passing the store on severs! occasions 
noticed that she was looking at a book. 

T7hen COPLON left the Doubleday Book Shop, she walked across 
the passageway to the Stati on Drug Store and turned right upon entering the 
door. A few seoonde later, I looked in the doer and noticed .COPLON was standi ng 
behind one of the seats at the counter, which maa occupied at the time. 1 did 
not keep COPLON undar constant observation but at short intervale would determine 
if she was still at the counter. On one occasion 1 noticed that she had finally 
obtained a seat and was eating something at the counter. 

At about 6 1 02 P.W., COPLON left the drug store and walked in 
an easterly direction through the passage almost to the IRT Subway entrance. 

There she paused at an eleotrlc train exhibit on the south side of the passageway. 
After watching this exhibit for a few moments, she turned and went to the turn- 
stiles of the IRT 7th Avenue Subway. There ahe went through the turnstiles and 
onto the center platform, which is the platform servicing the uptown and downtown 
express trains. ^Mle waiting on the pie t form, she was on the side where the 
uptown express train comes in. 

When an uptown express train did come in, COPJjQN got in one 
of the cars, which was about at the center of the train, and stood among a 
crowd of people in the forward part of the car about twenty feet from the front 
of the car. I k»pt her under observation from a point near the extreme front 
part of the car.

At about 125th Street, COPION was successful in getting a 
seat on the east side of the train where it was observed she was reading the 
newspaper, 'bout two stops later, when the crowd began thinning out in the 
car, 2 got out of the car COPLON was in and entered the subway car immediately 
in front of COPLON ’S oar. There 1 kept her under observation through the glass 
doors at the forward end of her cor and at the rear of my car*

Upon leaving the station, COPLON turned left and began 
walking north on the west elds of It. Nicholas Avenue* then she reaehed the 
intersection of Wkdsworth Avenue, she turned left and followed Wadsworth Avenue 
around An a curve to the intersection of 192nd Street. .She then turned eaat on 
192nd Street and walked back to St* Nioholas Avenue. COPLON then turned eouth 
on St. Nicholas Avenue and walked almost to 190th Street, where she crossed 
St. Nicholas Avenue and entered a drug store on the northeast corner of that 
intersection. 


During the above tine t kept approximately two hundred feet 
behind COPLON and when she entered the above-mentioned drag store, Z kept the 
doorway under observation iron the west side of 3t. Nicholas Avenue, half-way 
between l°Oth and 191st Streets* 

After a short period of tine, COPLON left the drug store, 
crossed to the northwest corner of the intersection and continued west on tbs 
north side of l9Qth Street. -She continued on to Wadsworth Terrace where she 
turned right and walked north to flair view Avenue* During this tine I remained 
half a block or a block behind COPLOW. 

At Falrview Avenue, COPLON wade a sharp left turn, walked 
down sows atalre and then followed Fhirview Avenue to Broadway. At Broadway 
COPLON turned right or north and was momentarily out of wy sight, when X 
arrived at the corner of Fair view Avenue and Broadway, COPLON had alnoet arrived 
at the next intersection, whioh is 193rd Street and Broadway. COPLON crossed 
193rd Street, walked up to the front entrance of *dfr store on the northeast 
cornsr of 193rd Street and Broadway.

COPIAH was still on the corner when VALENTINE A. GUBITCHEV -roe observed to 
approach her* After exchanging * few words, the two began walking north on 
Broadway until they reached Nagla Avenue. *hey turned right on Nagle A rente 
and walked on the right-hand aide of the street for about a block and a half 
and then crossed over to the left side of the street and continued walking 
until they reached Pyokwan Street, 

Proa the tine COPLON and OUBITCHRV began walking on Nagle 
Avenue until the tine they reached Dyckaan Street, X was approximately a 
block behind her, While they were on the right side of Nagle Avenue, X was 
^utilising a taxi and when COPIAH and onBIlCHEY crossed to the left aide, X 
continued the surveillance from the right side but on foot. 

At Pyckwan Street the two turned left and began walking west 
on Dyckaan, When I got to the corner of Dyokaen and Nagle, X noticed that they 

had crossed to the north side of Dyckaan and were walking in a westerly direction,

tfhen the two reached the Deluxe Restaurant, at 143 Dyckaan 
Street, they entered the restaurant and X observed that they sat in a booth 
toward the rear on the west side of the restaurant. 

At approximately 7 i 45P.M., which was sons tine after CO PLOW 
and OlHtTCHPV entered the restaurant, X entered the restaurant and eat In a 
booth on the east side near the front. COPLON was sitting in the booth with her 
back toward the front of the restaurant and QUBITCHS? was facing her so that 
during the tine X was in the restaurant GVBtTCHKV v.as generally facing ay 
direction. 


X noticed that QDBITCHHV was eeting dinner but could not deter- 
mine whether COPLON was eating. The two were conversing and during the conversa- 
tion on several occasions X noticed COPLON drop a nicklel in the music box, which 
was attached to the wall to her left* 

At about NjIS P.M,, the two got up, put on their coats, and 
went to the Cashier’s desk where GUHITCHEV was observed to pay the check. They 
left the restaurant together and X did not attempt to ibllow thwn. 

X notioed that 0PBX1CHEV was wearing a blue suit, a white 
shirt, had black shoes, a dark blue overcoat, and a brown hat with a black 
band and a very narrow brim.

On the above date, X observed JUDITH COPLON on * train 
platfom at Pennsylvania Station at approximately 605 P.M. X ^aa standing on 
the platform near the stairway which leads to the lower level, and when the 
train cane to a halt X noticed that COPLON was the first one off of a ooaoh 
which had stopped at the stairway. She was wearing a black coat and had on 
blaok shoes with ankle straps. Hha was carrying the same overnight bag X 
had observed on the previous occasion. COPLON ran up the stairs and it was 
noted that she broke the strap on one of her shoes in going up the stairs. 

At the top of the stairs she turned left and walked north until she came to a 
bank of steel lockers on her left. She very hurriedly placed her sui toast in 
one of the lockers, closed the door, put a coin in the slot, turned the key, 
and began at a very rapid pace walking toward the passageway which rune between 
the 7th and Pth Avenue subways. 

Upon reaching this passageway, the turned left or west and 
went to the nth Avenue Subway where she went to the change booth. X continued 
on by her, went through the turnstiles and started up the stairs, turning my 
head on occasions to make sure that she was behind m* X noticed that COPXAN 
,-fust started up the stairs to the express platform when X reached the top. 

There were a number of people running up the stairs as an uptown' train was 
standing at ths platform and people were getting on. X ran to the last doorway 
of the last ear Where a large number of people were trying to crowd on* COPLON 
got immediately behind me and when X finally got on the train COPLON was directly 
behind me. T ‘h«m the train started up, people began changing their positions 
and upon turning around X noticed that COPLON was standing with her back to me. 
Upon looking over her shoulder, X saw her take her black leather purse with 
gold trim, open it, and arrange some articles in the lower part of the purse. 
While she was doing this, X noticed An one of the pockets in the upper part of 

the purse there was a folded piece of paper which appeared to be onion skin as 

I could set typewriting on the inside of the paper. There could have been 
possibly two sheets folded. After a few seconds, COPLON closed her purse and 
continued standing on the train for some time until she was successful in 
getting a seat on the west side of ths train noar the rear part of the car. 

As the crowd in the train began thinning out at various 

stops, I moved forward in the car so that by the time the train reached l6Pth 
Street stop X was at the extreme front end of the car. At the 190th Street- 
Overlook Terrace atop of the subway train, COPLON got off, turned left and 
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bsgan walking 'north* I , got off the train about the tamo time a* aha and 
began walking north. I waited to tha els vat or, whioh had just boon filled 
with people, and was unsuccessful in getting on the elevator* TThile waiting 
for tha alavator to ocas baok down, COPLON waited up and began standing In 
front of tha alavator* This was apprexinatsly 7*13 P,W, 

than tha alavator returned to the lower level, 1 got on 
the alavator ahead of COPLON. Thera wara vary few people on the elevator* At 
tha top I got off the elevator, first waited to the exit of the building housing 
the top of the subway stop, and left the house. .1 notioed that on the left was a 
deserted park. I turned right and walked a few steps but realised that COPLON 
had turned left and was walking down into the park* 1 turned around and walked 
down the stairs that COPLON had used and notioed that she turned left and was 
walking in a northerly direction along the park. At that tine X returned to the 
subway station. 

X next saw COPLON at about 7*18 P.M. at which tins she was 
walking on the north side of 192nd Street, about fifteen feet from Broadway. 

At this tine I was on the east side of Broadway about seventy- five feet south 
of the intersection of 193rd Street and Broadway* , 

COPLON began erosslng Broadway diagonally toward 193rd 
Street, then continued north across 193rd Street and stopped in front of a snail 
store where ehe had waited on January 14. She stood there a few noewnts during 
whioh tine I had crossed over to the west side of Broadway, slightly to the 
south, on 192nd Street. COPLON waited north, about ten yards and turned around. 
COPLON thsnjralted south aoross 193rd Street and stopped about sixty or seventy 
yards south of the intersection. During this tins X orossed 192nd Street and 
entered a parking lot on the west side of Broadway. In the parking let X stood 
behind an autonobile in suoh a. position that I was almost dirsotly aoross from 
the southeast corner of the intersection of 193rd Street and Broadway, 

COPLON, after stopping about sixty or seventy yards south 
of 193rd Street, turned around end walked baok north alnost tb 193rd Street, 
then turned around again and went south about twenty-five yards and entered a 
shoe repair shop. She stayed there about ten minutes and then left. She 
waited south to some steps leading to an apartment house about in ths center 
of the blook and stood there for several sooands. She then walked north again 
alnost to the oornsr of 193rd Street, There she hesitated a moment, stepped 
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back a etep or two, looked around and than continued to the corner, turning 
east and on 193rd Street on the south side at the street, At the 

top of the Mil, ehe turned right and went out of eight. 

At approximately 7t5'* P.M., I waa walking south on the 
•aet aide of Broadway about seventy-five or eighty feet north of 193rd Street, . 
when I Observed COPION walking north on the west side of Broadway about thirty 
feet tram 192nd Street. X continued walking south and alwoet inraediately C0P1/)N 
began oroeeing Broadway diagonally toward 193rd Street. «hisi ae CGPXOW stepped 
off the curb on the west side of Broadway, I noticed that VAL^kTINK a. OTJBITCHEV 
was approaching we on the east side of Broadway walking in a northerly direction. 
At the ties X first saw hi* he was almost directly across the street fro* the 
first place X had seen COPIBH at 7*58 P.M. 

X continued walking by QOBITCHKV, and when bo had gotten 
about twelve or fifteen peoes behind *e, r turned and notl oed that he was 
looking in the direction of COPLON. He continued walking and had almost gotten 
up to COPfcOH when ehe was approaohing the curb of the east side of Broadway. 

X notiaed that caP&OM, as she was atepping upon the curb, raised her purse,, 
which she had been carrying in her right hand, placed it irt her left hand and 
placed her hand on top of the puree* My observation of C0P1X)N was blocked 
momentarily by a passerby and when she again cane under ny observation .she 
was walking north on the sidswalk with OBBITCHEV about two paced' bsMhd her and 
two paces to her right. QB8XTCHKV drsw up alongside of COPIfiH- leanCd ow 
in her dfrectlon and extended hie right hand in front of her* they walked 
together for about five steps at which time 0tjRITC!HE7 suddenly stopped and 
COPI/W continued walking. GUBXTCKK7 stood still for a few seoonda,* then walked 
over to the curb where be stood for a few seconds, and then stepped off the 
curb in front of a parked automobile. X had observed this activity from a 
distance of approximately eighty feet near the curb. When QBBITCHFV stepped 
off the curb and began waiting in front of the car, I got in a Bureau car, which 
was driven north on Broadway, past OBBXTOHTfV, who was still waiting. Through 
the rear window of the oar I observed GtBITCHBV cross the street, the” Bureau 
car was stopped slightly to the north of 193rd Street and fro* the car I 
noticed that GtroiTCHEV continued walking west on 192nd .Street to Bennett -Avenue 
where he turned right and walked to the subway entrance in the side of the hill, 
which is the 190th Street-Overlook Terrace stop of the Independent >ubway 
System. He entered there at approximately 8*10 P-M* 
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March 4, 1949 

On the above date# I was fitting in a Bureau automobile 
on the east aide of Broadway near the intersection of 190th street and Broadway 
and about fifty or seventy-five feet couth of the interaeotion of Broadway and 
Fainriew Avenue. 

At approximately 6i50 P.M., I observed JUDITH COPLOK 
walking on the we at side of Broadway about seventy-five feet south of 190th 
Street. She was walking in northerly direotion and orossed 190th Street 
and continued on toward 192nd Street until X could no longer see her* 

At about 7*10 -P.M., I again saw COPLOK walking south on 
Broadway toward Pairview Avenue but she again turned ^around and walked north 
until she was out of view. 

At about 7il3 P.M., I again saw COPLOK walking south on 
Broadway in the sane blaok but she stopped, turned around, and walked baok 
out of view. 

At about 7i30 P.M., I observed COPLOK walking south on 
Broadway, still on the east aide of the street. She oontinued on, walked by 
the automobile I was in, and dontinusd walking south until I could no longer 
ess her* 


At about 7i47 P.M., 1 was in a Bureau oar, whioh was 
turned around in order to follow- a bus traveling south on Broadway. At 187th 
Street the bus stopped and I observed YAiKKTIH A. G0BITCHB7 get off the bus and 
he began walking south on the west side of Broadway. The oar was driven ahead 
of nUBITCIEV and at about 184th Street, 1 noticed JUDITH COPLOK walking north on 
the west side of Broadway. I got out of the oer and stepped upon the sidewalk 
and looked north, at whioh tine X saw 0 UBITCHBV approaohing COPLOK, who was 
walking north. Khan the two passed iaoh- other, CUBITCHBV leaned over toward 
COPLON, who was pasting him on his right# but COPLOK oontinued- by and threw 
her head baok over her right shoulder. CUBXTCHBV stopped momentarily, turned 
around and again followed COPLOK. 
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Just as COPLON crossed 109th Street on the west side of 
Broadway, OTBITCHKV quickened his pace and about fifty feet north of the 
intersection he pulled alongside of her# I was about three-fourths of a 
block behi nd hi a and could not tell whether they spoke or whether anythin* 
was passed between then* OUBITCHKV was on the outside and after a very few 
seconds OtJBXTCHKV increased his pace and drew ahead of COPLON# , 

COPLON fell behind and drew to the inside of the eldewalk. 
Wien COPLON pot to 190th Street, she turned left or west. OOBrrCHBV at that 
tiae was walking on the west tide of Broadway north of l^Oth Street. 

I was approximately three-fourths of a block behind 
GOBHCHW and COPLON when they drew together on the ocoaelon Mentioned above.

She tu carrying * tan airplane type overnight has* She set off on 
Platform 11 and walked to aa escalator, which took her to the lower level* ami 
thee proceeded to the upper level via another escalator. She paused nonentarily 
ex the upper level* eet down her overnight has* a»4 them apparently oheoked the 
oontexts of her puree* She then picked up her overnight bag and walked through 
the auteaatie doorway and entered a waiting roea where ehe was observed to eater 
the ladies* dressing room at 4*67 F.M* She raealnsd la the dressing rooa until 
5*40 f«k.* at which time she was observed coning out, still earryias her overaisht 
bag. Just to the right of the entrance to the ladies* dressing rooa, she plaoed 
her overnight has in a looker* She then walked out into 'the lobby of the 
Pennsylvania Station. 

She then pro seeded to the lever level of Pennsylvania Station where 
she entered the Doubleday book store at 6*44 ?*&•* where she browsod around 
uatil 6*60 P.K* She then left the book shop and walked across the areade where 
she entered the Station Drug Store, where she ordered' sene thing to eat* At 
6*02 P.M.* she left the drug store and walked through the areade to the eatranos 
Of the Seventh Avenue 1ST Subway* On her way* she stepped to leek at a toy train 
display for a few minutes. She then boarded a northbound Seventh Avenue Broadway 
express train* She rode to the 191st Street Statloa* arriving there at 6*40 P«M« 
and took the elevator to the street level. She then walked north on St* Hlohelas 
Avenue to %ds*erth Avenue* where aha turned left and followed .ladsworih Avenue 
to the intersection of Nest 192nd Streets where she then turned loft and walked 
east on Beet 19tad Street book te St* Hloholas Avenue* She then walked south oa 
St* Hieholss AVenuo to Best 190th Street* whore she crossed the nvenus end entered 
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th* drug •tare am the north# sat corner of that intersection. 1 saw her at the 
counter la the drug etere, where she apparently made a snail purohnse, She 
left the store after a £ ew minutes an 4 walked west o* West 100th Street te 
Wadsworth Terrace, where *he turned to the right and walked north te Fainriew 
Avenue, She then turned left and walked down a dimly light* binding hill en 
Fairview Avenue te Broadway. When she reaohed Broadway, she turned to the 
right end proceeded to West 193rd Street sad Broadway, where she stepped en 
the northeast comer of this intersection, arriving at approximately 7*00 P.M. 

At about tea minutes after seven, I saw OUBITCHEV step on the northeast 
oeraer of west 193rd Street and speak to COPLOK. They stood conversing for about 
two minutes and then walked together in a northerly direotien on the east sids 
of JBroadway to Sagle Avenue, where they turned right and walked along Wegle 
Avenue to Qyokman Street. They turned left into Dyokman Street and walked te 
the DelAixe Italian Restaurant, 143 Dyokman Street, which they entered about 
7 1 26 P.M. They walked, toward the rear of +hs restaurant and entered a booth. 

At 8il6 P.M. | I saw COPLOK and GUBITCHEY leavs ths Deluxe Restaurant 
and walk west on Dyokman Street to Sherman Avenue, left en Sherman Avenue te 
Broadway, end then eeuth en Broadway. During this walk, COPLOK appeared to be 
engaged in an animated conversation, stepping several times to gesticulate 
with a newspaper. 

They crossed from the east sids of Broadway to the west side ef Broadway 
and continued walking south to Killslds Avenue, where they turned right and 
walked Up a hill to the entrance ef the 190th Street Station of the Independent 
Subway System. 

At 8*36 P»M«, I saw COPLOK and GUBITCHEY enter the 190th Street 
Independent Subway Station and beard a downtown "A" express train. They sat 
together eonversiag until the train reached the 125th Street Station at approxi- 
mately 8 *46 P.M. The train waited at this station with the deers open for about 
a minute and when a leoal "AA" train pulled into the station, 1 saw GUBITCHEY 
suddenly Imp up From his seat on the "A" train and run across the platform and 
eater the W AA* leoal. he rode to the West 116th Strest Station where he got 
off and walked upetairs to the street level, emerging from the subway entrance en 
the southwest oerner of West 116th Street and Eighth Avenue. He stood on this 
corner for approximately two minutes, looking around the vioinity and then 
oros«ed west 116th Street to the northwest comer. Be stood there about a minute 
and then walked back to the southwest corner and continued walking south on 
Eighth Avenue to West 115th Street.

He then 
crossed W, 166th Street from the southeast corner to the northeast corner and 
continued walking north, on Broadway to W. 168th Street and Broadway, where he

In 
crossing Broadway he passed directly in front of my automobile which was 
stopped at a light at this intersect ion. I drove into a gasol ine station 
on the west side of Broadway from which point I observed 1UBITCHF7 board a 
eouth bound Broadway boa. I folio* vd this bus for several blocks observing 
dHTTfllTT seated on the bus and then discontinued the surveillance# 

At approximately 7*20 p.m. frota a parking space on the meet side 
of Broadway ! ofcwoen 192nd and 193rd Streets# 1 observed JUDITH CCMfflT on 
the east side of Broadway, walking north toward 193rd Street. '.ho walked 
back and forth along Broadway between 193rd and 192nd Street# for several 
minutes# stopping from time to time and eventually entered a shoe repair 
shop on the east aide of Broadway between 192nd and 193rd streets. 

About ten minutes later# t observed Mss COPLOK leave the shoe re- 
pair shop and walk to the comer of 193rd Street and Broadway, the stood 
on the southeast comer of this intersection for about a minute and than 
walked east along the south side of 193rd Street into the darkness and out 
of my si :kt* It was approximately 7*35 p.». at this time* 

At 0i05 p.m. from an automobile parked on the east aide of ''road- 
way between 192nd and 193rd Streets* I observed XHTTCKEV standing * r\ the 
sidewalk on the east aide of Broadway# north of 192nd Street, I $m him 
cross to the west side of Broadway and walk up the hill toward the 190th 
Street entrance of the Independent Subway. 

At Hil2 p.m. I arrived at the downtown platform of the 130th 
Street stop on the Independent Subway and observed OUB.rrCHEV sitting on a 
bench on this platform. A minute later he boarded a downtown A Train and 
rode to 125th Street* I was seated at the other end of the same subway car.

I drove pest 'TTBJTCHKV to 164th Street and Broadway, where 1 observ ed XBITh 
COT: OF welkin* porth on the west fide of Broadway toward OCBlfUTTV who was 
approaching froa the opposite direction on the mum side of the street# 1 
left the automobile and took up a position behind the row of oars parked on 
the west side of Broadway north of 185th Street# Froa this petition 1 oould 
observe 0C32TCHEV as he wflkod south and observe Hiss COFLC® as she walked 
north along the west side of Broadway# X observed then pass each other at 
a point between 185th and 186th Streets# 0CBITCHS7 stored m COriri;

JANUARY I 4th, 1949 

On the afternoon of January 14, 1949, the writer took up a 
position on the platform of the Petmsylvania Railroad Station, Now York City. 

At approximately 4 i 60 PM train 1T6 of the Pennsylvania Railroad wae observed 
arriving in the Station. A Yew moments later JUDITH COPLON was observed on 
the Station platform carrying a small, airplane type overnight bag. She 
proceeded to the ladies room on the main level of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Station and remained there from approximately 6 PM until approximately 5i40 PM, 
After emerging fro* the ladies room she purchased a newspaper and proceeded 
to the lower level of Pennsylvania Station where she entered the Doubleday 
Book Store at approximately 6*44 PM. Miss COPLOH remained in this store for 
approximately ten Anutas and then walked across the arcade into the Station 
Drug store, directly opposite the book ‘store, where she was observed seated 
at the luncheon counter. At approximately 6*02 PM she left tho drug store 
and proceeded through the lower level arcade of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Station to the entrance -of the IRT subway, Enroute she stopped for a few 
moments to glanoe at the Model railroad exhibit that was on display within 
the lower level of the Station. 


She then boarded the Uptown 7th Avenue-Broadway Express, The 
writer took up a position in a oar just to the rear of the. one in which Miss 
COPLON was riding where she was kept under observation through the windows 
of the doors at the end of the subway cars. At approximately 6*40 PM Miss 
COPLON left the subway car at the 19lst Street stop. She proceeded to the 
street level by means of an elevator and. upon emerging from the station out 
onto the street she turned north on St. Nicholas Avenue and walked to Wadsworth 
Avenue. She then turned left and followed Wadsworth Avenue around in a curve 
to the intersection of 192nd Street and then aast on 192nd Street and thus 
returned back on St. Nicholas Avenue thereby circling the irregularly shaped 
block that lies between the above mentioned streets. The writer, when it 
became apparent what the subject was doing, did not proceed behind her along 
192nd Street but rather rapidly retraoed his steps back to St. Nicholas via 
Wadsworth Avenue on time to observe Miss COPLON emerging from 192nd Stregt 
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onto St. Nioholas Avenue . 

Mitt COPLON then walked louth on St. Nicholas Avonue to 190th 
Street. She orossed St. Nicholes Avenue end entered the drug store on the 
northeast oorner of the intersection. After .a short period of tine she left 
the drug store and walked in a westerly direction on 190th Street to 
Wadsworth Terraoe where she made a right "turn at the dead end of 190th Street 
and walked north toward Fairview Avenue. Tor reasons of discretion the writer 
at this point remained behind temporarily because the area was praotloally 
deserted, the streets were, at this point, dimly lighted and very few persons 
were within range of vision. After a pause of a few moments the writer pro- 
ceeded down Fairview Avenue to Broadway and observed JUDITH COPLON on the 
northeast corner of 193rd Street and Broadway which la one block north of 
where Fairview Avenue enter a Broadway. Miss COPLON was observed standing 
on the oorner alone for approximately ten minutes. 

In the interests of discretion, the writer took up a position 
of concealment in an automobile parking lot located direotly aorose the 
atreet from the intersection on whloh Miss COPLON was standing. From this 
parking lot the writer observed Mite COPLON being joined by VALENTINE 
GUBITCHEV at approximately 7tl2 PM. they were observed standing near the 
oorner for a few moments after whioh they walked north along Broadway to 
Nagle Avenue and along Nagle Avenue to Dyokman Street. Along the route of 
the walk, the writer, by preceding ahead of the subjects on the opposite / 

side of the street, crossing over at an into rseot ion in such a fashion as to 
walk directly in front of them, obtained e close look at GUBITCHEV. Upon 
arriving at Dyckaan Street Miss COPLON and GUBITCHEV proceeded west to the 
DeLux Restaurant which is located at 143 Dyckaan Street, and entered the 
restaurant. 


The writer then maintained a surveillance of the entrance to 
this restaurant from a taxi oab parked on the opposite side of the atreet. 
At approximately 8il6 PM JUDITH COPLON and GUBITCHEV were observed leaving 
the restaurant together. They walked west on Dyokman Street as far as 
Sherman Avenue, then turned left and proceeded .along Sherman Avenue to 
Broadway and then south along Broadway. During "this period Miss COPLON was 
observed to be engaged in animated conversation with GUBITCHEV and on 
several occasions she stopped to vehemently make gestures at GUBITCHEV with

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* rolled up newspaper. The two thou crossed to the west side of Broadway, 
walking along the edge of Fort Tryon Perk to the south end :of the Perk' where 
they stood for several minutes on the west 'side of Broadway, , 

Cue to the fact that Broadway wae lined with automobiles parked 
at the curb, so do* sly parked as to afford no space for the parking of the 
taxi cab, it was deemed neoessary, for reasons of discretion, after waiting 
for several minutes in a double parking position on Broadway north of the 
spot in whioh the two were standing, to more the taxi cab to a more advan- 
tageous position. Accordingly, the writer proceeded south on Broadway, a 
distance of a block or so, and then made a D turn to take up a position 
across the etreet for a better vantage point. In the meantime, JUDITH COPLON 
and . GUBITCHEV had moved off out of sight, * 

MARCH 4th, 1949 

On the afternoon of Maroh 4th, 1949, at approximately 4tl6 PM 
the writer Instituted a surveillance in Bureau automobile #201 on First 
Avenue between 42nd Street and 41st Street An view of the main entrance of 
the building at 406 last 42nd Street, New York City, which is occupied l>y 
the United Nations. At approximately 4j45 PM the writer Shifted position 
by moving into tho tunnel whioh passes over 42nd Street between First and 
Second Avenues. A few moments later, while facing east on tho north side 
of 42nd Street end while approximately 30 paces from th# intorssotion of 
First Avenue snd 42nd Street, the writer observed VALENTINE GUBITCHEV walk- 
ing west on 42nd Strost. He was on the north side of the street and at 
approximately the west end of the block on which the building at 406 East 
42nd Street is located. He was accompanied by an unidentified man who appeared 
to be 6* tall, of slender build, and was wearing a brown overcoat and a tan 
hat. The two were observed crossing First Avsauo from ths northeast corner 
of First Avenue and 42nd Street and proceeding together on foot west along 
42nd Street to the intersection of Lexington. Avenue and 42nd Street. They 
were observed for a few moments standing together engaged in conversation 
at the oorner of the building line in front of the entrance to Nedick's which 
is located on this oorner. 

The view of the writer, who had assumed a position direetly 
across the street* was momentarily obstructed by a southbound bus. After 
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the bua had cleared the view of the corner the unidentified man wae observed 
a few feet from the ooraer walking along in a weeteriy direotion on the north 
tide of 42nd Street and the subject oould not be eeen in the denae crowda 
of people who thronged the aide walk*. GU&ITCKKV wae laat eeen on the above 
mentioned interaeotion at approximately Si 06 PM. 

At approximately 9i01 PM the writer, while driving Bureau car 
#201, obeerved bua 89 proceeding aouth on Hath Avenue when it had arrived 
approximately at laat 22nd Street, Mew York City, A few momenta later, by 
driving along the left aide of the bua, the writer obeerved VALENTINE GUBITCHEV 
aitting alone on the right aide of the bua to the rear of the aide exit door 
which door ia looated toward the rear of the bua, Almoat immediately there- 
after the writer obeerved JUDITH COPLOM aitting on the left eide of tho bue 
aoroaa the aisle and several aeata forward of GUBXTCHEV’S position* Miss 
COPLOW was alao aitting alona and waa looking straightforward. She waa 
looated at approximately the middle of the length of the bua, The bua waa 
vary aparaely populated and did not appear to have more than one-half dozen 
passengers at the time. 

Juat bafora the bue arrived at 14th Street GUBITCHEV was ob- 
served getting up from hie seat and standing in front of the aide exit door. 

At approximately 9*04 PM the bua arrived at 14th Street and 9th Avenue, 
GUBITCHEV and Mies COPLOH were observed alighting from the bus to the north- 
west oorner of 9th Avenue and 14th Street. The immediate vicinity wae then 
apparently practioally deserted, this seotion being in the wholesale produo* 
area where, at that hour of the evening, there seemed to be little business 
activity. Bus 89 proceeded across 14th Street and aouth along the tangent 
on Hudson Street, 

Hinth Avenue going aouth ends at 14th Street and ita continuation 
on the south side of 14th Street ia Greenwich Street. Hudson Street extend* 
in a southerly direotion at a tangent to Greenwich Street starting at this 
same intersection at 14th Street juat east of Creenwioh Street. 

The writer obeerved GUBITCHEV and COPLOS standing on the north- 
west corner looking about in various direotion* for aeveral momenta. I than 
proceeded directly aoroaa 14th Street in order to take up a position in the 
comparatively dimly-lighted block between 14th and ISth Street* on Greanwioh 
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Street* From this location QUBITCHEV and COFLOK were observed crossing 14th 
Street to the southwest corner of the intersection where they stood for 
several minute* looking about in every direction* They then crossed the 
intereeotion by walking eaat to the southeast corner of 14th Street and 
Hudson .Street* Here the two again stood for several minutes and again 
looked about the neighborhood in all directions* After several moments they 
again proceeded east on 14th Street. The writer then drove oar #201 aoross 
the Intersection of 14th Street, observed the subjeots at approximately the 
middle of the block between 8th and 9th Avenues, and proceeded to circle 
the block in order to take up the surveillance from 8th Avenue and 14th Street 
upon their arrival at that intersection. Upon arriving at the last mentioned 
intersection CQPL0M and GUBITCHBV were not in view. 

At approximately 9i37 PM the writer arrived at 3rd Avenue be- 
tween 16th and 16th Streets where he observed QUBITCHEV and C0PL0N in the 
process of being apprehended* The writer observed that dUDITH C0PL0N was 
placed in one of the Bureau o are and that shortly thereafter, after being 
given a quick search, Mr, QUBITCHEV was placed in another Bureau automobile. 
The writer, following the apprehension, followed the oare in whieh the sub- 
jects were brought to the United States Court House*

Technical sources in the office reflected that TOI43KOHNIKQV wee 
requesting an appointment with Judge Rifkind on tlw afternoon of April 11 
and was attempting to arrange a conference with QtIBITCHEV subsequent there- 
to on the same afternoon. I called Mr. Donegan to inquire whether he knew 
of this. He did not but advised he would follow up on it. 

At approximately 5<0G pm, Mr. Donegan advised that Judge Rifkind ’a 
office had informed him that TOLOKCWIKOT had been to see Judge Rifkind and 
had advised him that they are prepared to raise the bail for GUB1TCHEV. 
TOLOKONNKOV indicated that he would like to got this done this afternoon 
(April 11) and would like to have a conference arranged with QUBXTCHBV 
immediately. Mr* Donegan meanwhile had talked to Mr. POKER and when 
.TOLOKONXIKOV called POSTER, PDTFR told him that it waa not possible to arrange 
a conference with CU BITCHKV this afternoon beoause Donegan was not available. 
The conference therefore will be arranged for tomorrow, April 12. Mr. 

Donegan advised that the Russians did not appear to know how to go about 
making bail as they are requesting forme from the Clerk of the Court and 
are asking questions as to how it is done. However, it now appears that 
they will raise the bail by April 12. 

This information was furnished Immediately to Mr. H. B. Fletcher 
at the Bureau, at which time A advised him that any question of a surveillance 
of BttBITCHEV was out of the question from the standpoint of any discreet 
type of surveillance. 1 further pointed out that even if we were given 
instructions -to stay on 01 'BITCHKV at -11 costs, this would be practically 
impossible because with the facilities of the Kiissiand, they could make such 
a surveillance highly embarrassing to say the least, and we would run into 
another Eisler-type surveillance. 


Ur* Donegan called me later to advise he had talked to Mr. ^hearty 
concerning this snd Mr. jhearty suggested the Bureau put on a surveillance. 

I told Mr. Jonegan that the surveillance would be difficult, if not impossible 
under the circumstances. 


At 5 1 30 pm, Mr. Fletcher called, at which time he advised he had 
spoken to Mr. sheartyj that -ffr. .hearty had brought up the 
surveillance and Mr* *letoher had discouraged the idea. Hr. fr 1 rAc iq h&y julviaed’ 


we should not consider a surveillance unless we received addfa.tionalFinS'tnlc- 
tions. 1 advised Mr. Fletcher that it is quite possible thak the Asians 
will attempt to get G0BITCHSV out of the country, sacrificing 
and that we would, of course, alert our sources aside from ^surveij^la^ceq 
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but there was no guarantee they could not get him out. 

Mr. Fletcher advised that Mr* (hearty wants photostats of all the 
documents which we found in the possession of OUBITCHSV when he was arrested. 
I advised him we would check on this although we thought we had already sent 
them down. He advised that if UUBITCiiT,V is released on bond, we should not 
return anything to him.

Mr. Fletcher further advised that 
the director had sent a aeaorandun to the Attorney General in reply, 
advising hi* that such a surveillance would be impractical. Consequently, 
it was not being done. hr. Fletcher advised, however, that inasmuch as 
this would put 'the department in a position to criticise the Bureau if we 
do not keep track of GOBITCHEV, we must make every effort to keep aware of 
his location at all tines. 1 . 

Z advised Mr. Fletcher that we ere IWthisi that we are 
preparing a letter and teletype for sone 35 fieldiioffices and that we are 
in constant touch with Mr. Donegan in an effort to place as many restrictions 
on GUBITCHKV as possible under the bail regulations. Mr. Fletcher suggested 
that one restriction night be that he must report in person each day to some 
designated officer of the court. I agreed this would be an excellent restric- 
tion and we would tuke it up with Mr. donegan. 

Mr. Ladd also called nn this to insure that we do everything 
possible to keep track of GCBITCHEV.

in conversation witlwfiATHAN B. LENVBf of the Department, discussed aff 1

WIBCHtER Column" concerning a Mr* X in the ^apartment of Justice wh e 
had been dating JUDITH CQPLCM and pointed cut the discrepancy in her 
defense of not having any social life. SHAPIRO vent on to state that 
in the sane issue and on the sane page of the %* York Poet was 
reflected an interview with COPLCK conducted by a woman reporter, in 
which COPLOH admits taking typewritten material from the department, 
stating that life was dull} that she was writing .a beck} and that she 
didn’t do anything different iron what HOPKINS, WALLACE, and others 
had done. 


Subsequently during this conversation, ’LENTO* 
told SHAPIRO that RAX (WHEARTY) had shown him the chart that was 
.prepare £ of her travels} that it was « most amssrtng thing} that it 
lastin’ most difficult thing in the world to explain ksey} that 
RAT had told his exactly what had happened that evening} and that it 
W3S the moat damning thing he had ever listened to. SHAPIRO 
replied that he had bees convinced long ago that she did it* 

The latter conversation undoubtedly refers to the 
charlj drawn up by the hew fork Office showing, COPLON’s and GUBITCnEV*s 
routes during the time they ware under surveillance by Hew York Agents 
for the 90 n&fttttes Just prior to their arrest on March it, 19b9. 


C-%99 advised that SHAPIRO contacted BERflARD 3, 

MORRIS of the State Department on March 31, 1 9b9» and discussed the 
Haw York Poet article covering him as to who In Washington would 
have furnished the paper with information concerning the "Justice 
Department official who for the past fortnight may have been under 
almost daily cross-examination by Justice Department and FBI repre- 
sentatives". MORRIS expressed the opinion that it was the Justice 
iteparfcaent or FBI, and suggested that he ask MHEABTT about it. SHAPIRO, 
however, was of the opinion that it had not come fren the Department 
but rather from someone who knew him.

At 5*15 pi today, l advised Mr. H. b. Fletcher that a meeting 
had bean bald this afternoon at the Federal House of detention at which 
TOLOKONNIKOT, GUBITCHEV and Hr. Donegan were present. 10L0K0NNIK0V talked 
to 0'3ITCHEV and once again went over the stand that GUBITCHEV should take 
when he is brought to court tomorrow. He advised GJBITCHSV that he had 
notified the papers that GDBI1CKF.V would be brought before the court 
forcibly toemorow, presumably to determine the date of the trial, and that 
GUBITCHEV should follow the .same line as he had previously followed, that 
is that the action was illegal; that he wes a soviet diplomat and that the 
court had no jurisdiction over him; that the question is not what date is 
to be set for the trial as the whole thing is illegal. In other words, 
JOtOKONHIKOV was warning him not to wake the sane slip he made previously 
at which time he stated he was ready for trial. 

GUBITCHEV was instructed also to protest the court interpreter 
who does not translate completely and accurately. GUBITCHEV said that 
TOLQKOUNIKOV should not spend his money needlessly, apparently referring 
to newspaper accounts that there was going to be an attempt to have 
GUBITCHEV released on ball. I advised Mr. Fletcher that this was the 
only reference to the possible release of GUBITCHEV on bail and no mention 
was made that bail would be made. It now appears that he will be brought 
before the court tomorrow and that TOLOKCWNIKOV has not discussed with him 
the matter of bail; therefore, no ball will be made today and there is 
some question what will be done tomorrow. It was suggested to Hr. Fletcher 
that in holding off, the Russians may be seeking to perfect their plans 
to get GL1B1TCHFV out of the country before having him .released on bail. 


Mr. Fletcher inquired if Donegan were present when T0L0K0NNIK0V 
talked to GUBITCHEV. 1 advised him that he was; that either Donegan and/or 
Mr. POWER is present each time TOICKOHNXKOV confers with GUBITCHEV. I 
further advised Mr. Fletcher that we have not placed any stops or advised 
any other offices because we feel it inadvisable to stir up any action 
until we see what action the Russians are goinp %o take. However, we are 
prepared to place the necessary stops and to advise the interested field 
offices* Mr* Fletcher was informed that we bad asked Mr. Done gan for 
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specific ln» true t long as to what we should do in the event GUBITCHEV violates 
the terms of the hail, and Done gan advised he could not say until it cones 
up in court because the court will probably advise GUBI1CHK7 he will be 
• .subject to apprehension in the event he violates these terns* It was 
pointed out to Mr. Fletcher that it was our opinion that the best interests 
of the Bureeu will be served if we watch very carefully and be prepared to 
move rapidly. Mr. Fletcher agreed.

At approximately 2:20 PM this date I called 
1'r« H. B. Fletcher at the Bureau and advised him of the following 
in connection with the GU13ITCHBV wetter: 

I advised hira that 1 had been talking to Mr. Donegan 
a little while ago and he advised that he had called Mr. TO 1 /Eft of 
the state Department, UN, this morning to see whether there were 
any developments in the CtNBXXjCHKV matter insofar as the State 
Department is concerned. PO’./KH advised Mr. Donegan that he, PO’-’iER , 
received a telephone call this morning from a Commissioner of 
Immigration, presumably here in New York City. He was asked what 
the views of the State Department would be if representatives of 
Immigration and Naturalization Service picked up GHBITC-fEV after 
he had made bail. The charge he would be picked up on was not 
mentioned but the impression was given that it might be .deportation. 
POWFB told Mr. Donegan that he was horified at the thought and felt 
that this would be an "unher-the-table method of handling the matter” 
Mr. Donegan advised me that ho had known nothing about this and so 
told Hr. PO'.'KR, 


Mr. Donegan then called Mr. "(hearty at the Department 
and told him of hr. .POV/KRIs receipt of this call from INS and pointed 
out that he knew nothing about it and that in his position up here, 
he was entitled at least to be kept informed of What was going 
on particularly within the Department of Justice and he asked THE ARTY 
if he knew what was contemplated or the reason for that call from 
IMS. Whearty said he did not know anything about it, but indicated 
that he had heard that the State Department was concerned that IMS 
might make some sort of a move like that. Mr. Donegan’s personal 
opinion was that this was probably something handled by someone 
higher up than VHBARTY, possibly PAYTON FORD, 


I advised Mr. Fletcher further that inspector Avery of 
INS, who is a very good friend of the Bureau called” aBTJTT] 


and said that the Central Office Headquarters had requea 
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of their agents bo down at the Court Houso at the tine of GtJBITCHEV’a 
release so that they could, get a good look at him and know what he looks 
like. Mr. Avery was asked by jupervlaor Granville, who handled the oaU, 
what was in the wind, what was back of thie, and he said that very .frankly 
and honestly he did not know — that that was the extend of the instructions 
he had received. 

Mr. Fletcher thought that this action night be the result of our 
placing slope with all ports, but I advised that we had not done this as 
yet, waiting for “further developments > Mr. Avery said that he did not knar 
what it was all about and wanted to know what we thought and whether it 
would Interfere with anything that we were doing. He was told that hia 
boss was in Washington and if he had gotten instructions, it was up to him 
to do what he wanted.

I advised Mr. Hatcher that there were six officers from INS 
over at the Marshal’s office. Mr. Fletcher was advised that it had 
occurred to us that inasmuch as the bureau had informed the i)epartaent 
that a surveillance of (JJ BUCHEV would be impractical, the department had 
seen fit to instruct IMS to aurveill GUBITCHEV or take steps to see that 
he did not leave the oountry.

On the morning of April 14, 1949 atapproxiaBtely 11;05 a.m. 1 
talked with Mr. H. B. Fletcher at the Bureau with regard to the following! 

V'LEKTIN A. QJBITCHEV waa brought before Judge Cox, who la now 
sitting on the Criminal Calendar, at 10:30 a.m. this morning. JUDITH COP LON 
was not present, however, she was represented by her attorney, ARCHIE PALMER. 
Ur. DONEGAN represented the Govern. ent. 

It started off by Mr* DONEGAN requesting that the date for the 
trial be set st May 2nd. PALMER pointed out that the ease In Washington is 
going to trial on April 25th, therefore, the May 2nd date would have to be 
tentative, depending upon the developments in the Washington trial. He asked 
DONEGAN whether the case wss going to trial In Washington on the 25th and 
DONEGAN said that the Government so intends. 

Then the Judge asked if there were any objection* to May 2nd, 
and W BITCHBV started making his usual objections. Through an interpreter 
he advised that the Court had no jurisdiction? that the entire case was s 
provactlon by the Department of Justloe and the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
for political reasons, and that he would like the matter of hie diplomatic 
status settled? that on previous occasions the Judge had advised that this 
would be taken up, but he had never had the opportunity to present his side 
of the case. The Judge, after some wrangling, told him to go ahead. 

QUBITS KEY said that he had evidence as to his diplomatic status 
and started again to make s statement reflecting the provacation for political 
reasons on the part of the Department of Justice and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, and went into how he was granted a diplomatic visa in Moscow, 
giving the numbers of the visa, passport and so forth. After he had been 
talking for about five minutes, the Judge cut him off saying this was not a 
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DONBGAN pointed out that every opportunity had baan given to the 
defendant in previous hearings; that he had been thoroughly advised of his 
rights in detail. Further, TOLOKONNIKOV had seen GUBITCHEV whenever he wanted 
to, and, as a natter of fact, had instructed GUBITCHEV to bring this Issue 
up. TOLOKONNIKOV, the first secretary of tha Russian Embassy, had instructed 
GUBITCHEV to bring this up although he knew it to be improper. 

The Judge set May 2nd as the date for the trial, and GUBITCHEV 
said, "If you are not Interested in facta, there is no use in bringing me here." 

The Marshal led him out. 

There was no mention of bail. 

TOLOKONNIKOY, a stenographer, and 1URI NOVIKOV were in the 
courtroom, and the stenographer was taking notes of everything that went on. 

Mr. Fletcher was advised that we will follow the situation as 
to whether they are going to make bail and the Bureau will be advised accordingly.

By letter dated. April 11, 1949, the FBI Laboratory set out 
the results of its examination concerning the handwriting which appeared 
Oh six. photographic copies of applications for War Savings Bonds in.

Street* NW, 
Washington,; DV C.; contacted Blue Cars; on April 17, 19lt8 regarding COPLON and 
requested that Blue Cars make arrangements for a tour' to be taken ,by COPLON, 
fron Paris to Italy and Switzerland in June of 19lt8 The. correspondence in 
the. file indicated that COPLON was to leave. New York on May 27 or 28, 19hQ 
on. TWA flight 972'* COPLON requested that a hotel reservation be made for 
her in Paris for the night of May 28, which, was done, the reservation being 
at the Hotel LutetiaX COPLON indicated to the District of Columbia Motor 
Club that she would b\staying in. Paris with, a friend, one BEATRICE BRANDY 
(undoubtedly refers tVlpSATRICE BRAUDE), an. employee of the. American Embassy 
in Paris.; 


Blue Cars made arrangements for COPLON to take a motor coach, .tour 
from Paris to Southern France; Florence* Italy) and Switzerland, leaving 
Paris on June 8,. 19h8 and extending over a two week period.

The bank has. had no business, relations with the. subject.

various organizations and individuals who cane; .'wi thin the act and were, 
delinquent or had. not. registered.' 

’"Last summer I took; a two nonths 1 leave, to get away, and went 
to. Prance and Italy, 1 she; said.; 'I. was. planning to give, up my work and go 
back to; journalism school,- perhaps at Columbia.; I had' tried to get other 
jobs,- but a government worker seems to be wanted only as such.;

’’The. New York' conspiracy charge cited three overt acts; allegedly 
committee by Miss COPLON and 'GUBITCHSV as they ’unlawfully ,- wilfully and 
knowingly, did combine/ conspire, confederate and agree, together. . .to 
defraud the U«; S. by' impairing,- impending, obstructing and hindering the 
lawful functions of the Dept, of Justice and the FBI, and (did defraud the 
Justice; Dept.) .of its right to the honest, conscientious and faithful; 
services of the defendant,- JUDITH COPLON. * 

”Ihe Washington indictment said Miss COPLON/ from about. December 10, 
19L8 until March h, 1 9h9, ’did wilfully and unlawfully conceal, and remove;

WALFISH and JUDITH COPLON were friendly to the extent that, they attended several, 
classes in common and both were on. the staff of the college newspaper,- "The 
Barnard Bulletin" . There was no other association between those two individuals 
other than occasional luncheons and these usually in company of other students. 

Mr s.. WALFIsV considers hers4lf as having been a. "good, f*£end" of JUDITH 
COPLON ; while in colled^ and named fouQ^thor individuals whom she similarly

Subsequent to. graduation from Barnard College in 1943. Mrs.; WALFISH 
was; employed by the Economic Warfare Section, of the Department of Justice and 
was. also employed until November or December' of the. sane year'.; During the 
course of this, employment she was under -the supervision of one Mr. WOHLFORTH 
but in a section different, from that of JUDITH COPLON and. consequently not. 
associated with, her in' the course of their employment.; JUDITH COPLON was 
directly under the supervision of one Mr. BURSTER. They were both classified 
as "experts" and were engaged in research work; dealing with the activities of 
German cartols.; To the best of Mrs'.; WALFISH'S knowledge, JUDITH COPLON did not 
remove any files or documents from this off ico although she had free access 
thereto.; In addition she stated that she lunched with JUDITH' COPLON but -.that 
their' association terminated at the close of the business day and no relation- 
ships were maintained, by' them after office hours.

DIJOUR. was born January 7,; 1910 at. Kiev Russia.- She was single, 
five feet two Inches, tall, one twenty- five pounds. She was not a citizen 
of the. United States but had filed, her first papers. 
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She indicated that her father was deceased and that her mother was 
Mrs.- RAYMOND H.; HARDELL , 2527 Valentine Avenue, Bronx, New York. She attended 
the University of Paris,- 1926-1930 and Columbia University, 1930-1931. 

ELIZABETH DIJOUR was investigated by the Bureau in December, 19hl 
inasmuch as information, had been received that she was allegedly an agent of 
GASTON BERG5RY, Trench Ambassador to the Soviet Union who was recalled to 
France in June, 19hl. During the investigation,; DIJOUR was employed in the 
Listening Post of the Columbia Broadcasting System in New York. 

The. Immigration and Naturalization Service records .reflected that 
ELIZABETH DIJOUR arrived on. the. SS ’’Carvalho Aranjo” which arrived at New 
York City on December 27, 19itO having sailed from Lisbon, Portugal. The 
manifest listed DI JOUR’S nationality as French, race - Hebrew, and place 
of birth as Kiev, Russia..

DIJOUR had. been in the United States before from August, 1930 until. 
October, 1931 when she returned to France. 

DIJOUR. Stated that her purpose for coming to the United States was 
to visit her motherydtARIA HARDEIL, 2h22 University Avenue, Bronx', New York, 
and that she did. not Intend to return to France, but -Intended to become a 
permanent resident of the United States. 

EDV/ARD KLAUBER, Vice. President,- Columbia Broadcasting System, 
h85 Madison Avenue, New York City, advised in December, 19hl that DIJOUR 
began employment with CBS on July 19,; 19hl as a news reporter at. $25.00 
per week.; On September 8, 19 hi, she was promoted to the status of trans- 
lator at 3U0,00 a week. She. worked in the Program Department, Division of 
Public Affairs, Her duties consisted of listening to; foreign broadcasts and. 
translating them and transposing -them on paper. These were forwarded to the 
news department, and. press division of Colonel DONOVAN’S Department and also 
to Amy and Navy officials. 
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J t H.- BURGES, Personnel Manager, CBS, made available DI JOUR'S 
application for employment dated July 17, 19hl* She stated that she re-: 
sided at 2h2Z University Avenue, Bronx, New York with her mother, Mrs.; 

R. H.; HARDELL. DIJOUR indicated that' she spoke French, Russian, German, 
and. Spanish (and presumably English) .; She stated that, she had published 
articles in 'LaFleche," Paris which consisted of papers on anthropology in the 
annals of the University of Tuciraan and also articles of the sane nature .in 
the "Journal des Aneri.canistes Paris." 

DIJOUR was employed from May, 1921 to August, 1930 as Assistant 
Curator in the. Muse© de. L* Homme , Paris.; She left there to come to the United

Fron February, 193 U to ‘March, 1937, she was employed at the newspaper, 

"la Fleche," 7 Rue de la. Rochodiere as a reporter and foreign policy 
commentator. Her immediate employer was GASTON BERGSRY* She stated, she. left, 
this newspaper because of a political disagreement. From March, 1937 to 
September, 1939, she was employed at the Centrie d 'Econte , 123. Rue de 
Grenelle, Paris,, which consisted of monitoring and being in charge, of the 
Organization, of programs. She stated that civilian personnel had been, dis- 
missed and that was the reason she. left, this employment. From October, 1939 
to December, 19U0, she. xras employed by the Agence. Fournier, 1. Rue de. la. 
Bourse, Paris, and ‘3 Rue Stella, Lyon, France. Her duties there consisted 
of being head of the foreign news service for this, agency. She left there 
because of her coming to' the United States.; 

Relative to her education, DIJOUR. said that from 19 2 h to 1926, she 
attended Caroline V. Humboldt Schule, Berlin, Germany* From 1926 to 
1931, she attended Paris and Columbia Universities where she studied 
anthropology and political, science, receiving a master's degree fron the^ 
latter university.; Fron. 1926 to 1928, she attended Ecolo de Louvre, Paris, 
France. 


In DI JOUR'S application, she stated, "have done field work in 
anthropology in British. Columbia, Canada, and Argentina.; Have covered strikes 
in France and the Civil War in Spain., as reporter for 'La Fleche.' Here on 
immigration visa and have applied, for my first papers,”

known. GASTON ’BERGERY in. the field of journalism in Paris, France for the 
past, thirty years. He stated that ho had, been, very friendly with. BERGERY 
during that tine and. had since severed relations with him.. He said that 
BERGERY owned a newspaper in Paris by the name of "La Fleche” in, which 
.paper BERGERY expressed his own. views. T-2 advised that the ,paper was also 
an organ of the. political Socialist Party with which. BERGERY was affiliated.; 

T-2 said that. BERGERY held a position in the Vichy Government and 
had turned Fascistic in his. policies previously in 1936.; 


Continuing,- T-2 said that. DIJCUR'S connection with BERGERY was 
that, of private secretary until, about, seven years ago (as of 19 Al) and that, 
she was then, taken on. by BERGERY as managing editor of his newspaper. He. 
said. that. DIJOUR was the. first to leave, the newspaper when BERGERY started to 
publish, openly his. political views. T-2 said that DI JOUR'S refusal to; have, 
anything to do with BERGERY/ was well. knovm. -in newspaper circles in Paris... 

T-2- said that HI JOUR, was; an intelligent, and'very' remarkable young lady who 
was "a thousand percent democratic in her political, views.” He. said that 
she had a remarkable, career for a. young lady and that, he considered her 
■character as being very loyal to democratic ideas. 


Continuing, the informant said that. DIJOUR was never attached to 
the Communist. Party, of France other than the fact that, she mingled with, 
newspaper men of the Communist papers,- but merely in. a professional way.;

On' January 29, 19L2, Mrs. ALICE ROBINSON, Editor of ”nademoIselle” 
magazine,- telephonically advised the New '-York; Office that she was just put-: 
ting out. the February issue, of the magazine which contained an. article by 
ELIZABETH DIJOUR concerning short-wave, broadcasting. Mrs.; ROBINSON stated 
that she had since, received a dossier on Miss DIJOUR. and learned that DIJOUR. 
had been a cadet In. the Soviet. Navy and. had otherwise, associated with, the 
Soviet Union. 


Subsequent investigation reflected, that the so-called dossier 
was merely a personnel file containing the history of DIJOUR.; “It contained 
the following .information on DIJOUR : 

” (His s' DIJOUR) . ..has been, a woman, cadet In the. Russian. Navy, 
anthropologist among the; South ^eri can Indians of the argentine, -a journalist 
in the. Spanish Civil War, and a. radio commentator In. Paris; and Now York.." 

In February,; 19L2, VJTLLEAMA TODD, Assistant Editor Of »Med[enoiselle», 
advised that the original source of the information concerning" DlJOUR’S being 
In the Russian navy had come from one GEORGE DaVIS, an. employee of 
’’Mademoiselle.” Miss TODD said that Hr. DAVIS was known, to have been. -friendly 
with DIJOUR and apparently knew her when they both resided In. Paris,; 'France.; 
"DAVIS .represented the magazine at that time, and lived in. the ’’Bohemian” 
quarter of Paris.; Miss TODD "said that 'DAVIS, was very eccentric and ’was known, 
to have, extremely liberal views. 


Miss TODD ascertained from D.J/IS, using a suitable pretext, that, he 
had submitted the dossier on DIJOUR to Mrs. ROBINSON and that he. had used 
-information which had come to him verbally by DIJOUR in conversations with 
her over a period of time.; DAVIS added that DIJOUR' was a journalist during 
the. Spanish Civil. War and her sympathies were, known to have, been with. the. 
Loyalist Cause .

19hhy Confidential Informant T-3 advised this office tha 
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ALEXANDER HERTZ, head of the Polish Desk -in the OWI, was extremely' pro-Russian 
in his attitude. informant added, that the OTT Polish censor was a Miss 
ELIZABETH DIJOUH, of French nationality, who spoke. Russian fluently.; Informant 
said that Miss DTJCUR was also very pro-Russian. Ihe informant mentioned as 
evidence, of this that certain scripts for forthcoming broadcasts had been 
changed. Ihe. informant gave as an example that, a script had been turned in 
which, indicated that the. Polish. Government in. exile in London would be cooper- 
ative with Russia. This had been deleted and it was the inforaant *s opinion, 
that it was. so deleted inasmuch as; Russia was desirous of having people, in- 
occupied Poland feel that their Government in. exile was not doing a good, 
job for then in cooperating with Russia and the United Nations. 

The informant gave other examples; of scripts being changed So 
conform to pro-Russian views.

On April 20, 1949, BIANCA^ROgSTI, who is -now -Mrs. THCMAS LORD,, was 
interviewed at her residence afJ?2yarrow Street,, New York City, by Special 
Agent* WILLIAM’ A. KOLAR and (th<f writer 1 to’detenftine whether she could furnish ' 
any information concerning the espionage activities of -JUDITH COPIONi); lb 
will be recalled that ROESTIwas employed with - COPLON in ‘the ’Economic “ Warfare 
Section of the Department of Justice from, July, 1943,. to (April^. 1945* 

'.ROESII advised that although 'she had been associated with COPLON 
in this section of the Justice Department for approximately two years, they 
had >not worked’ in; the -same -office and she had .never* associated extensively 
with CORDON. ROBSTI stated that , she shad never .associated with CORDON outside 
working hours, and merely had been with her* outside of the office,; when girls 
from the office had lunch 'together on various occasions. ROBSTI advised that 
she had never noticed that COPLON "was noticeably pro -Communist or pro-Soviet 
inber words or actions. In this connection ROBSTI pointed -out that at that 
•time the United States was allied with Russia and that pro-Soviet talk was 
much more prevalent and less noticeable. ROBSTI claimed, however, that she 
had ‘made it a point never to discuss politics with the people in ‘the office, 
and that this Included COPLON. 


hOESTI was unable to recall that COPLON had ever • taken any -files 
or other material’- to her home overnight. She was also unable to recall any 
particulars concerning CORDON’S transfer from 1 the EWS Section of the Justice 
Department in New York to the Foreign -Agents Registration Section , of the 
Department in Washington. ROBSTI advised that she herself had been among 
the first who were approached .in connection -with a proposed transfer ;to- Wash- 
ington, but she had Refused because she desired.‘to remain ’in -New York. She ‘ 
could - not recall that COPLON had ever expressed any particular interest in 
getting into 'the Foreign Agents Registration or any other particular line of 
work./ She did, however, recall that COPLCN? appeared extremely enthusiastic 
about her work. 


.ROESTI -advised that except for herself,, she believed that all of 
the other girls employe din the EW3 Office were graduates of Barnard College.

She was questioned as to the individuals whoa she recalled as being the 
closest associates with COPLON. She mentioned four women; namely, HELEN 
SIEGEL, EL5IE FHEHUS, SHIRLEY, ARtf NOT, and BEA I7ALFISH. She added, however,, 
that WAIPISH had left the EHS early and probably was not as close to COPLON 
as the other three girls. 'ROESTI also mentioned that she recalled that 
COPLON had worked on projects for HOWARD REZKICK, HYMAN RITCHIN, and a Mr. 
SACHS,, whose first name She could not remember. .ROESTI claimed that she* did 
not recall that any of the above mentioned persons or any other individuals 
in the 'STS' were particularly pro-Russian in their viewpoint. She stated that 
she could not say that any of the employees were Communists or pro-Connunist . 
She did recall, however, that on one occasion she, ROESTI, had made the 
remark In the office that as far as she was concerned, the Russians were as 
bad as the Nazis. When she made this remark, the other ■ employees -in the 
office disagreed strongly with her. 

ROESTI advised that her parents no longer maintain a residence in 
Brookline, Massachusetts, and that .her lather and mother now reside in Zurich, 
Switzerland, where her father Is .employed 'by the Bank of America. ROESTI 
farther advised that in early 1943, prior to entering employment with the 
Department of Justice, she had been employed selling music in Boston. She 
had taken a Vacation and come to New York, and had looked around in New York 
for a job. A :friend of hers, .whose name she, did not recall, advised her that 
she might obtain a job* with 1 the Economic "Warfare 'Section of the Department of 
Justice, and that this section was interested in obtaining persons who could 
handle the* German language. On this basis ROESTI applied lor the job and was 
•interviewed by NORMAN BURSLER. She .added that she might also have been inter- 
viewed ' by ROBERT WOLKFOHEH, but could not recall specifically. After she was 
hired by BIS, she, was given .German translating and research work to do. 

ROESTI advised that after her resignation -from the EHS, she taught 
music for two years at the Work and Play School located at Nine West 82d 
Street, New '.York City. She then transferred to her present position. She 
is now employed as a r music teacher at the Greenvale School, a private school 
for boys and girls from the .first to the ninth grades, located 1 at Glenhead, 
Long Island. In June of 1947 'she ; married THOMAS LORD, with whom .she now 
resides at the -above address.

At 6:15 p.m. on April 22, 1949 I called. Assistant Dlreat.o^Ladd. , ; 1 - ° i 

to advise him that in our discussion with Mr. Whearty and Mr. Kelly of the 
Department on this case today we brought up the question to them of the 
legality of the arrest, fron the standpoint that the defense might make an 
issue of the arrest in the absence of a warrant. We pointed out that the 
subjects were apprehended by Supervisor Granville and SAC Scheldt and, 
therefore, Granville in all probability would have to be prepared to justify 
the arrest. 


1 advised Mr. Ladd that both Mr. Whearty and Mr. Kelly apparently 
had not considered this factor before as a discussion of about forty minutes 
ensued during which the pros and cons of the situation were gone over. It 
was finally the opinion of these gentlemen that the arrest would be based on 
on the commission or attempted commission of a felony and that Granville 
would have to support the arrest on the basis that from his knowledge as a 
supervisor thro ugh whom the reports of the Agents were funneled^pad informa- 
tion from our Washington Office that COPLGN was suspected of espionage and 
as a result surveillances were conducted of her activities in New York City 
on January 14th, February 18th and March 4thj that her activities and the 
activities of GUBITCHEV during these dates were such as to cause grave 
suspicion and on the basis of the information he had obtained on these 
meetings and on the activities up to the time of the arrest on March 4th, 
he made the decision that the arrest was warranted. 


I advised Mr. Ladd that it was agreed that if Granville was asked 
if he had authority for the arrest, he could so state but that the actual 
basis for the arrest was the activities of the subjects which led to reason- 
able grounds to believe that a felony was being committed. 


Mr. Ladd advised that this was satisfactory and that this appeared 
to be the basis on which the arrest could be justified and determined to be 
legal.

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On. .the morning of April 22, 1949, .Mr. ,H. B. Fletcher called to 
advise that in- the event any of the Special Agents who will be < required to 
testify in this case are questioned regarding the use of technical coverage, 
they should not attempt *to evade .the issue but should 1 furnish any informa- 
tion they possess from their personal knowledge* ,1 advised Hr. Fletcher 
that insofar as I knew, none of the agents can testify from their personal 
knowledge^ regarding any technical surveillance on this case inasmuch as 
they 'only know from hearsay. <t hat a technicalsurveillance was employed. 

The possible exception here is Supervisor Granville who, as an official, 
may have personal knowledge of the. technical surveillance. &ven here I 
pointed out that Granville has never seen the surveillance, was not a 
party to its actual installation and has not monitored it. Therefore,, 
his knowledge is also hearsay. Mr. Fletcher merely wanted to make it . plain 
that, if any of the agents had. actually monitored the surveillance^ we > 
should not attempt to avoid the fact that .there was a surveillance, but of 
course, no agent cculd testify from .hearsay; therefore, , he would have to 
reply from his personal knowledge he had' no information concerning such 


coverage. 



Mr. Fletcher advised that Mr. whearty and Mr. Kelly would arrive 
by plane at 9:35 am on the morning of April 22,. for the purpose of going 
over the surveillance irpute. They will start interviewing the personnel

The Data Slip File Section consists of approximately 83 filing cabinets 
containing .Data Slips relating to. approximately 48 nationality groups 
■ and in addition, the Communist Party USA, and “left wing" organizations' 
and -individuals* « * * 


Mr. WILLIAM E. FOLEY, Chief of FARS, has previously ad- 
vised that these Data Slips were intended to be. prepared relative to a 
certain organization or individual in turn to be designated as the prin- 
cipal subject* In. relation, thereto, individuals and organizations iden- 
tified in. the abstracted information appearing on a particular Data Slip 
were tp be cross-referenced and duplicate Data Slips pertinent to the. 
cross-referenced subject prepared, and filed accordingly* 


Mr. FOLEY has previously pointed out that the political 
analysts, in which category the subject was formerly employed, had among 
their duties the responsibility to. review material concerning foreign 
governments, foreign political parties, and organizations engaged in. 
propaganda activities for the. purpose of noting and abstracting informa- 
tion which was deemed to be of value or possible future value relative 
to FARS matters* He noted that such information was in turn abstracted 
and placed on one of the above described Data^S lips^ndr filed accordingly

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Mr* FOLEY has also previously advised that from 1942 
until the spring of 1946, the FAR Section was located in the Hutchins 
Buildihg, 10th and D, Streets, N. W* Then' in the spring .of .1946, it was 
moved to the 6th floor of the Department of Justice Building and re- 
mained there until June 1948, that thereafter it was consolidated with 
the Internal Security Section and moved to the second floor* 

He has further noted when the section moved from the 
Hutchins Building, a number of obsolete and otherwise designated "Unneces 
sary" Data Slips were destroyed and again in 1947 and April and May, 1948 
and as recently as February 1949,' Bata Slips were, reviewed for the same

To afford a clear understanding of subject's responsi-

They play 
up the racial question, presenting the Communists as the 
champions of oppressed peoples and the United States as 
the land of discrimination# ’’JUSTICE* has also served as 
Martinique’s only labor union organ since a purely union 
paper ceased publication.

#4254, June 4, 1948, and records "The local Communist Party 
undoubtedly receives assistance in the form of funds, in- 
formation and moral support from the Communist Party in 
France and allegedly, from the USSR.

At this 
time, GEBERT proposed that there be no mention of an 
earlier document written by BEDACHT which MILGROM claimed 
to be an IWO document and which BEDACHT claimed was not 
an IWO document. 

"Sub-committee composed of SHIPKA, SALTZMAN, and MILGROM 
was elected to handle preparations for all future meetings 
in place of BEDACHT in view of the fact that there were 
basic differences existing between BEDACHT and the leader- 
ship of the Order. This is based on BEDACHT's position on 
the national groups as shown by a document called 'Unity 
of the Working Class - The Role of the IWO and the Solution 
to this Problem.' 
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"At the Executive Committee meeting of February 4, 1947, 

MAX BEDACHT submitted a request for leave of absence because

"The request was granted and SALTZMAN was designated as 
Acting General Secretary.

It is noted that the above Justice files are retained within ‘ 
the filing section of the Department on the sixth floor. and include ex- 
tensive files relative to National Defense, Internal Security and Se- 
curity Matters. The Department classification of these files is 146-7, 
in which files are retained FBI reports pertinent to Internal Security 
and Security Matters. 

It is further noted that in addition to the regular subver- 
sive files, the Departoent naintains appropriately forty filing cabinets 
•of confidential subversive files which category includes files of the

As set forth previously heroin, Mr. WILLIAM E» FOLEY, Section 
Chief, Foreign Agents Registration Section, Department of Justice, has 
advised that C0PL0N began analyzing information relative to the USSR 
after May 3, 1947, and that after October 15» 1948, she was the sole 
analyst employed in the Foreign Agents Registration Section. 

As previously set' out in referenced report, Mrs. RUTH M. 
ROSS0N, Attorney, Department of Justice, has advised that shortly after 
she began tor Png for the Internal Security Section, Criminal Division, 
Department of Justice, on February '7, 1949 » she was assigned the job 
■ of -reviewing Internal Security - R, Security Matters - C and in some 
instances Espionage - R reports submitted by the .Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation to the Department to ascertain if these reports contained 
any violation of federal laws. 

It is noted that she could testify that reports bearing In- 
ternal Security - R captions were referred to her (C0PL0N) as well as 
any other reports in which there was mention made of Embassies, consu- 
lates, and embassy personnel. Further, that Mrs. ROSSON can testify 
that she, with the authorization of Mr. FOLEY directed these reports 
to Miss C0PL0N. 

It is further pointed out that FBI reports relative to the 
above-mentioned classifications are date stamped upon receipt in the 
interested sections (in this instance, FARS) and are thereafter 
stamped for filing by the official or. the employee who has reviewed 
, the material.

On the afternoon of April 29th, Mr. H. B. Fletcher of the Bureau 
called to advised that during 'Defense Attorney Palmer's opening statement die 
advised* that COPLON net GUBITCHEV around Christmas in Fort Tryon Park and gave 
him a gift such as a tie. Mr. Fletcher advised that Bureau files reflect that 
around December 20, 1948, a. man by. the name of ’ GUBITCHEV was treated by ROBERT 
SOBIE^S doctor. He pointed out further that when GUBITCHEV was apprehended he 
had axr^sociated Hospital Service card on his person. 

I advised Mr. Fletcher that we had also come up with this, information 
and have. a' teletype prepared for the Bureau requesting- authority to interview 
this doctor to ascertain whether * GUBITCHEV was seriously 'ill and whether die was 
In the hospital during the pertinent period. Mr. Fletcher advised that we should 
not contact the doctor as yet. Before contacting the. doctor, if we feel this is 
necessary, we should clear with the Bureau. However,, we should follow up on the 
Associated Hospital Service card and ascertain through that .service whether 
GUBITCHEV was in a hospital during the ;pertinent period. 

I advised Mr. Fletcher we would 'handle this immediately.

He said he had tried COPLON »S father *3 home, as well as 
his father-in-law* s home and had likewise tried to-contacvS^r. SEIDMAN, 

COPLON *S father-in-law, at the 'Kings Highway Savings Bank , Brooklyn, New 
' York, without any results. He > desired to know if we had any address at which 
BERT COPLON could be located. I advised him that the greatest probability 
was that BERT COPLON was in Washington at the trial which was commencing 
that date, but that he might be located at his place of business. COPLON* S 
place of business, 1133 Broadway^ New York City, telephone WAtkins 4-2620, and 
his Manhattan residence, 525 East 89th Street, New York City, telephone 
ATwa ter -9-4491, were furnished to Mr. FCRD, who said he would make the 
necessary arrangements to attempt to effect service.

"She reviewed Coplon* s photo and stated 
she was almost positive subject was the n friend? Further 
when subject had called Mrs Greene recalled that she had 
given the name of Judy or Trudy, she was not certain which. 
Coplon had called five or six times during the winter months 
on Saturdays or Sundays. 

After observing pictures of Valentine A. 
Gubitchev and his wife .she stated they are not familiar to 
her. 


Accordin to Mrs Greene subject appears to 
be more particularly the friend of Jeanette Sperber whom 
she has observed distributing th Daily Y/orker in ; the. Apts. 

She is a German-Jewish refugee formerly residing at lJj2jj. 

Avenue Y, Brooklyn, N.Y. She made a Phxme call to Canada 
last Yfednesday and told Mrs Greene she intends to return th 
there in June. Sperber has been active in the May Day 
parade and * the recent picketing at City College.

His certificate number is 8010692W. ^.His group number is 30038H. 

.He is a member of the Health Insurance Plan of Greater New York, 425 Sixth 
Avenue, New York City, which use 3 the facilities of the Blue Cross for 
hospital benefits. All professional services of this group are handled 
separately by the Health Insurance Plan. GUBITCHEV has only had one 
hospitalization benefit claim since the effective date. May 15, 1947, of 
this contract. This > claim number is 2,016,577 under the name V.A. GUVITCHEV, 
64 West 108th Street, New York City, and was for treatment in the Medical 
Arts Center Hospital, 57 West 57th Street, New York' City, between 4:00 P.M. 
December 17, 1948 and 10:30 A.M. December 20, 1948. GUBITCHEV was admitted 
for a tonsil and adenoid removal performed by Dr. A. BELENKY, telephone 
number PL-3-7008. GUBITCHEV occupied room number 310 at the hospital. His 
total hospital bill was $82.75 of which he paid §12.50. 

Miss BYCK said that the officials of the Blue Cross contact

CESTA 0 
stated that ho told Inspector CLYDE that he had cause' to be specious of 
•^MIRIAM ZELNICK, who currently occupies the third floor apartment abovo 
his second floor apartment located at 3317 Sochaabeau Avenue, Bronx, New 
fork, N CHSTARO indicated that ho has owned this throe story - throe apart- 
sent b&lldifcg since 1944. 

Bo stated that during the conversation which he had with 
Inspector CLYDE, that ho produced a newspaper clipping which reflected 
a photograph of the tt Twelve C canonist Party Leaders 1 ’ which are currently 
on trial in the United States District Court for the Southern District 
of New York. C2STAK0 farthsr stated that he identified tho picture of 
H3G33 DENNISES the person his wife had seen entering and leaving tho 
ZELNICK *3 ; aparsnent a short tine before his arrest by tho FBI. He 
further 'advised Inspector CLYDE tKat he intended to send this newspaper 
clipping anonymously to MIHIAli ZELNICK, with a message attached or cn the 
clipping stating that she, neaning Nr3. ZELNICK, would bo next.

It is .to bo noted that tharo are several variances, particularly 
tho basic facts which were presented to the Buffalo Office by Inspector 
CLYDE and the information furnished by CESTAEO. 
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C£5TAB0 furth r stated that the ZELNICK'S apartment is currently 
occupied by 'A3SL A. ZLKICK, MIRIAM'S husband, MIRIAM ZELNICK and their 
two small child r 'en» He also advised that this apartnent had been jointly 
occupied In the past by ISADC >li and JENNIE HALPERN, tho father and mother 
of MIRIAM ZELNICK and tho ABEL A. ZELNICKS, and for short intorviale by 
KOHtO^HALPERH, also known as^lSanniej^Korten,^anny ana Mondlo Halporn, 
and by HYMAN HALPORN, also known asTnoman ana Hy Halporn. brothers of 
MIRIAM ZELNICK. 

CESTARO stated that ho bpliovco that each of thoso individuals 
are Communist Party cenbors. In this connection, CESIARO furnished con- 
siderable information concerning their Comini at activities. This infor- 
mation is being reported separately, as each have Security Matter-G case 
file in the New York Office. 

"^lirs. ALEX CESTARO, Apartment Ho. 2, 3317 kochanbeau Avenue, 
Bronx, Hew York, advised that 3he - had observed EUGBKS DENNIS enter and 
leave the ZELNICKS' apartment a short tine before his arrest. She 
identified DENNIS from the newspaper clipping previously mentioned in 
this letter. DENNIS, according to Mrs. CESIARO, spoke to a group of 
Cossuniots whilo at the ZELNICKS and sho believed thht this group was 
made up entirely of women,

* Mrs. CESIARO, her sons, RICHARD, ALEX Junior, and PATRICK 
CESTARO could not identify cither the photographs of JUDITH COPLOM, 
VALERIUS A. GU3ITCHSV or that of LIDIA H. OJBITCHSV as identical with 
anyone observed entering or leaving tho ZELNICKS' apartment. Mrs. CESIARO 
and her threo sons furnished information concerning tho ZELNICKS* and the 
HALPKR2J3' Cocsunlst Party activities.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS:

DETAILS; 


EERVYN TOBIAS advised ti^at he had lived in an apartment just across 
the hall, fron COPLON for approximately l4 years. He said he met 
COPLON through one PAT BRADY, a former employee of the Justice 
Department. COPLON arranged through BRADY to rent the latter's 
apartment when BRADY aoved which was just subsequent to VE Day i4 
June, 1945. It 'was at this tine that BRADY introduced COPLON to 
TOBIAS. TOBIAS stated that he and his wife had never invited 
COPLON to any of their parties nor had she Invited then to any 
parties. He said 'that he net one young nan In' her apartment, but 
doesn't recall his name. TOBIAS admitted knowing 'WILLI /li RS1TO: ON 
and DaVID h'AHL, but denied knowing SILVER! IASTHR. ’TOBIAS said th4t 
he was unaware- whether COPLON knew any of the three above. He 
stated that he did not know whether COPLON ever brought any of he 
Work hone and never saw any government documents in her apartment 
He added that she lived a normal -life and he noticed nothing 
unusual relative to her activities nor could he recall anything 
which would reflect on her loyalty to the United States .

KERVYN EVERETT TC3IASY\758 - lath Avenue, upon interview by 
Special Agent DAVID E. TODD and the writer,, advised that^he had net JUDITH COPLOnI 
approximately June, 1945. Ho stated thatNas near 'as he could recall, it v;as just, 
subsequent to VE Day and would probably bei^i June, 1945* 
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Relative to the circumstances under which he met COPLON, TOBIAS 
said that he and his wife had been very friendly v&th one PAT BRAlm) a former 
employee of the Department of Justice, who lived in the apartment’ across the 
hall from TOBIAS at 2634 Tunlaw Road, N.W., Washington, D. C. TOBIAS Remarked 
that just subsequent to VE Day, PAT BRADY gave up her apartment and went to 
England to get married. TOBIAS 'said that PAT BRADY was absolutely loyal to the 
United States and that he had never met any Russians in her company nor had he 
ever heard her make any remarks which would indicate that she was symoXbhetic -with 
'the Soviets. He stated that BRADY's address is. now Mrs. BRIAirFimUILUTO”Craeg- 
millar'’, Vale Road, Bowdon, Chesire, England, * 

TOBIAS stated that when PAT BRADY left her apartment, she arranged 
with the landlord so that JUDITH COPLON could rent it and introduced COPLON to 
TOBIAS and Jds wife as a fellow employee. TOBIAS said that he and his wife never 
became -as 'friendly with COPLON as they were with PAT BRADY inasmuch as COPLON did 
not have nearly as much personality as the former and they had no desire to enter 
into a close friendship with COPLON. Despite the allegations in the reference 
letter,, TOBIAS denied that COPLON had ever been invited to their ’apartment for 
dinner and remarked that she had never been asked to. attend any social gatherings 
at the TOBIAS* nor had the latter ever been invited to any parties given by COPLON, 
According to TOBIAS, the only acquaintance of COPLON that he ever recalled meeting 
was a ’’boyfriend** whom TOBIAS believed worked in the government somewhere, but he 
did not recall where nor could he recall the name of the individual or his desc- 
ription, but said, ’’He was definitely not a Russian.” > 

TOBIAS said that he, had never observed any government documents 
in 'the apartment of -COPLON, but he did recall that on one occasion during a 
general conversation with .COPLON, she mentioned that she had knowledge of the 
Russian language and used it in connection with her job in that she was reviewing 
Russian Literature and. published writings of a generation ago. He said that she 
offered no further information relative to this matter and he did not pursue it 
further. He reiterated that COPLON was merely a casual acquaintance of his wife 
and his and that as far as he knew, she led a perfectly normal life and that he 
had never noticed anything unusual about her activities nor could he recall any- 
thing which would .reflect on her loyalty to the United States nor didhe recall 
•any conversation that he had had with her through which he was able .to obtain any 
indication as to her sympathy or lack thereof with Soviet Russia. He said that 
both he and his wife were surprised to read the recent newspaper publicity concern-? 
ing JUDITH COPLON.

■With reference to NATHAN GREGORY SILVE2MASTKR, TOBIAS said that 
he had never heard of this person and persisted that this statement was true even 
when confronted with the information in the reference letter to the effect that 
he had been seen to contact SILVERilASTER . It Is noted that TOBIAS’ meeting with 
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SILVERMASTER Was observed by agents at the. Willard Hotel on • 4/7/47. .TOBIAS denied 
.any recollection/ of such. a meeting, - although thi? occurred. one week, prior to his 
departure ■ from, i'vashlngton enroute, to 'San. Francisco on \4/l5/49.-' 

. ... TOBIAS-, admitted, knowing- both DAVID WAHL^d tnLLrAIlHEI^NGToT^s, 

throughhis employment in. .the government, .but stated that fie- had had' no .political , 
discussions -with. them. and did not know whether they were. -members. of the Communist 
^arty._ He;:said that he had' never heard them make any .statement; which would 'reflect 
^n^ r,loyalty t0 this cou «bry.' TOBIAS said that ’ he had’ no -indication-' that 
acquainted. with either . SHVERHASTER-, l 7AHL, or REJUEGTON., He, further 
added, that he: dia. -not know any, employees -.of the United-States Government who were !

The following letter was recently received from former Special .-.'R a&uno unit 
A gent Wilfred H. Erwin: 


"I am a former. Special Agent having left the Bureau in November of 
1945* While assigned to the New York Field Office the ALTO case. New York 
file 100-31551, was assigned to me. 

f "I have been reading the newspapers for the past two or three days 
concerning, the arrest of Judith. Coplon at . New York City by Special Agents. 

I recall that on September 16, 1943 a secret writing communication was trans- 
ferred by a suspect to an unknown woman oh- Amsterdam Avenue in New York City 
which unknown woman succeeded* In eluding the surveillance and later disap- 
peared in the subway beneath the Pennsylvania Railroad Station. As I recall 
this unknown woman was observed by Special Agent Chester Airhart and another 
agent whom I believe was Robert McCaslin. I, recall that a great amount of 
Investigation was conducted in an unsuccessful attempt to Identify this un- 
known woman. 


n I do not , distinctly recall the exact physical description of the 
unknown woman. However, it appears to me that there is a possibility that 
she is Identical with Judith Coplon. I believe that Judith Coplon has 
approximately the same ,physical description with a possible descrepancy in 
the age. 


*»I would like to suggest that 'the New York Field Office compare 
the physical descriptions of these two women in the,- event the Bureau is 
still desirious of Identifying the unknown woman involved in the ALTO case.” 

Former Special. Agent Erwin's suggestion that Judith Coplon might 
be identical with the unknown woman /who met Ruth Wilson on September 16, 

1943 is highly unlikely. Judith Coplon was not recruited into Soviet 
intelligence operations until the Fall of 1944* 

You should, however, consider the risibility that the unknown 
woman xaight be identical with Flora Wbvschinjno has recently been identi- 
fied as the unknown subject Zora. It would appear that Wovschin was 
recruited as a Soviet agent at an earlier date than Judith Coplon.

On the afternoon of May 11, 1949* Mr* H* B. Fletcher of thel^^ea^u^ 13 
advised that two or three additional photographs of the 187th Street and 
Broadway southbound bus stop are desired. Apparently, these are for defense 
attorney PALMER. Tthile some photographs ’have been taken of this area, close- 
up shots are desired. I advised Mr. Fletcher we would take these on the 
rooming of May 12th and endeavor to get them in the mail to the Bureau on 
. May 12th. 


Mr. Fletcher also advised that the government attorneys want to 
cross examine the agent presently on the stand who has been made PALMER'S 
witness. PALMER is endeavoring, through his questions and inferences, to 
paint a picture of a love affair between GUBITCHEV and COPLON and to show 
that GUBITCHEV did not have a happy home life. The government attorneys 
desire to have the agent read the transcript of the conversations between 
GUBITCHEV, TOLOKONNIKOV, et. al., at the Federal House of Detention during 
the visits to GUBITCHEV there, at which time GUBITCHEV was reassured of his 
wife's good health and at which time GUBITCHEV Inquired concerning her. 
Further, letters from GUBITCHEV 's wife to him, expressing her pride in him 
and love for him, were read into the transcript. It Is the intention of 
the government attorneys on cross examination of the agent to ask him if he 
read these transcripts and to bring in these letters which will reflect 
that GUBITCHEV got along, well with his wife and there was no rift between 
them.

Although Klein and Coplon were 
not particularly close friends they did visit each other in their 
respective offices, and it was something of a habit for Klein 
to ask Coplon for something of interest to read so that she 
could relax a bit from her work. Coploej however, bau never 
given her any particular type N&f material, nor had she ever 
attempted to influence her reacting.

the Bureau advised the New York Division that 


the newspaper columnist ED SULLIVAN had informed the Bureau that he had re- 
ceived information, apparently from Western Union, to the effect that at 
about 7 PM Eastern Standard Time, the day before the HATORY left, EISLER wired 
the Captain of the ship that he would be on board the ship. The Bureau ad- 
vised that apparently this was a telephone oall from EISLER to Western Union 
which was written up by the clerk receiving the call and then dispatched to 
the Master of the Ship. At 9sl0 AM the Bureau further advised that additional 
information had been received to the effect that this wiVe was to the purser 
of the ship rather than to the Captain; that it was signed GERHARD and that 
it was telephoned from a pay phone in Brooklyn with a PResident exohange. The 
time of the call or the wire was placed between 7 and 8 PM Eastern Standard 
Time. 


At approximately 11 AM on May 17th Mr. PENNINGTON of Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, New York City, telephonioally advised the New York' 
Division that INS had received a telephone oall to the effeot that a telegram 
was sent to the M. S. BATORY the day before it sailed to the effeot that 
!, 1 shall be on board tomorrow," signed GERHARD. Mr. PENNINGTON wanted to know 
if the New York Division had received this information and he was advised that 
it had. He ataced that, under the circumstances, he would not have INS attempt 
to get this alleged wire from western Union. Mr . PENNINGTON advised that the 
individual who called INS was Mr. LELASD ROUNDS who advised that he overheard 
this information in a conversation. He would not give the identity of the 
persons he overheard conversing as he stated it could be traded right baok to 
him. ROUNDS stated that he was a member of OSS in Afirica during World War II 
and that he resided at 404 East 55th St reet. New York City. . 


On May 17, 1949, Mr. LELAND ROUNDS, 404 East 66th Street, New York 
City, Apartment 16C, was interviewed at his home and advised that he had re- 
ceived information that a telegram was sent the day before the M. S. BATOR? 
sailed from New York City which was addressed to the Chief Purser or Assistant 
Purser of the BATORY and refleoting that GERHAROT EISLER would be/ aboard the ' 
following day.. The exact wording was unknown to ROUNDS* He stated that the 
telegram was signed GERHARD and was sent by a woman fronna pay station; 

in Brooklyn and that it bore the name and address of the woman who telephoned 
the message. He placed the time at about .6 or 6 o’clock in. th? evenipg and 
stated that it was probably received at the main Western Union of fioeNln down- 
town Manhattan. ROUNDS stated that, the identity of the w^nan telephoning Vthe \ 
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telegram is unknown to him out that he was certain that the telegram was 
sent and could be located and that the information was thoroughly reliable. 
He emphasized that the information should not be considered to be an over- 
hoard conversation but rather,, that he was present when the statement was 
made setting forth the telegram and its oontenta. Ho placed the time of 
his receipt of the information as on Sunday night, Kay 15th and stated that 
he would not revoal the source of his information. Asked if he had given 
this information to anyone other than the Pul, ROUNDS stated that the 
Immigration and Naturalization Servioe was the only other recipient and 
that he had not even told hia wife. Asked if anyone else was present at 
the time that the statement was made and/or could have heard it, ROUNDS 
replied "no".

1949 that a ooraplet® check of all telegrams dispatched from Jirooklyn to Mew 
York on May 5, 1949 had been made and no telegram had been looatrd which 
would be the One allegedly sent by EJSLER. The informant advised that in 
this check all telegrams from coin boxes as well as telegrams from private 
telephone subscribers in Brooklyn were reviewed. In addition, he had all 
Delivery Reoeipts of the office covering Pier 88 checked. Neither of those 
checks resulted in looating any wire signed by GERHARD. He was likewise 
unable to locate any messages going to Pier 88 for the K. S. BATORY on that 
date. « 


On May 18, 1949, Mr. LF-'LAMD ROUNDS was re-contacted at his home 
for any~ additional information of a specific nature which would aid in looat- 
ing the telegram which he had reported as having been sent to the Chief or 
Assistant Purser of the M. S. BATORY on May 5, 1949, by a woman in Brooklyn 
advising that GERHAROT EISLER would be aboard on May 6, 1949, the BATORY 'S 
sailing date. ROUNDS stated that upon reflection he believed that the tele- 
gram was sent from a telephone in Manhattan and not Brooklyn but that the 
woman who telephoned the telegram to Western Union at the Main Office in 
Manhattan gave' a Brooklyn address. He also stated that the statement con- 
cerning the oall being made from a pay station was conjecture and that he 
is not oertain of the telephone servioe used. However, he was positive in 
his assertion that the telegram was telephoned to and received at Western

he had just learned from his informant that the telegram he had previously

8AT0RY on May 5, 1949 by C-ERHARDT EISLRR was telephoned to the main office 

ot the Western Union Company at 60 Hudson Street, New York City and was 
inen forwarded to the closest Western Union, Branch to the Pier at which 
the BATORY was berthed and that in this oase it would probably be at 1440 
•Broadway or the Branch Offioe on West 53rd Street, New York City. He 
stated that the telegram was addressed to the Chief or Assistant Purser 
signed oERHARD and that the woman who telephoned the telegram gave her 
nan.e as ELIZABETH KISLER and an address in Brooklyn. He stated that the 
telegram may be dated May 6th and not May 5th depending upon when it was sent 
out from the Western Union Branoh to the M. S. BATORY. He stated that he 
could not aivulge the source of his information but that he had gathered from 
a source other than his informant that the telegram was not at the main, 
office of the Western Union Company as it was taken and given to a newspaper 
columnist. He stated a searoh at the Main Western Union office would' there- 
ore probably be fruitless but a check at the branch offices, closest to the 
Pier may refleot its reoeipt. It is to be noted that at no time during the 
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conversation with Mr. ROUNDS had it been indicated that the Bureau had pre- 
viously received information concerning the telegram from a newspaper ooluraniet 
and that this statement connecting a newspaper columnist to the telegram 
was a wholly voluntary statement by ROUNDS. 


On the afternoon of May 19, 1949, the Bureau advised the New York 
Division with reference to the alleged telegram sent to the BATORY relative 
to the -departure of EISLER, that a Miss KELLY would be calling the Mew York 
Division on the evening of May 19th and instructions were reoeived that she 
was to be put through tho New York switchboard to the Bureau. 


On the afternoon of May 20th the Bureau advised that Miss JANET 
KELLY, 617 East 146th Street had called the Bureau and advised that she had 
checked all messages received by Western Union at the main office at Hudson 
Street from May 4th through May 7th and that she could not find tho message 
allegedly sent' by EISLER to the Purser of the BATORY. She advised that the 
oall originating the message was taken by an operator named MARY LOU 
FOLLMER sometime between 8 and 9 PM on May 6th. The telephone oall oame 
from a pay phone and the person calling described herself as Mrs. EISLER. 
the message read, "Will be aboard ship before it sails," signed GERHARD EISLER. 
She stated that when the message was received it was Bent to a drop where 3he 
saw it. She Bent it upstairs where it was sent on a relay to the branch 
offioe for delivery. There would not be a oopy at the branch office as the 
message was sent on a tape which is pasted on paper and delivered to the 
addresses. Miss KELLY advised that to her knowledge only she and Miss 
FOLLMF.R saw the; message and that Miss FOLLMER told MARY THOMAS, their super- 
visor, about it. Miss KELLY advised that she Ad not have the residence 
address of either Mies FOLLMER or 7IARY THOMAS and that although Miss THOMS 
and Miss FOLLMER may be reluctant to talk. Miss KELLY stated she would be 
glad to give an affidavit. The Bureau requested that the New York Division 
interview Miss KELLY, Miss FOLLMER and Miss THOMAS,

On May 21, 1949, Mrs. WILLIAM ( JRAHWRTTE) KELLY, 517 Bast 146th 
Street, Bronx, Hew York, was interviewed at her home and she advised that 
3he wae e ?P 1 °Y ed at the main office of the Western . Union Telegraph Company 
60 Hudson Street, Hew York City. Her working hours are from 6:15 PH to * 

2:30 AM. She stated that on May 6, 1949, she was assigned to the "time- 
stamp" drop where telegrams that; are telephoned in are time-stamped and 
placed on a conveyor belt to be taken upstairs and dispatched to a branoh 
office for delivery to the addressee. At sometime during her working hours. 
May 5-6, 1949, she stated that she time-stamped a telegram that was ad** 
dressed to the Chief Head purser, SS BATORY, Pier 88 and bore the text 
to the best of her recolleotion, "1 will be on ship in the morning, M * 
and signed GERHARD. It was signed by ELIZABETH EISLER as the 
sender and a Brooklyn address was. given which she does not recall., Mrs. 

KELLY stated that after time-stamping the telegram she placed it pa arto^her. :• 
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conveyor belt which took it upstairs to a '‘drop” known as "route aids". There 
la oheck the telegrams’ address and route it to a teleprinter who sends it 
to the branch office which is closest to the address to which the telegram 
is directed. In this instance she believed it would go to the 1440 Broadway 
branch. The message is received on a tape at the branoh office, is pasted 
on a telegraph blank and is then delivered to the addressee. She stated that 
no copies are retained at branoh offices nor is any record mad© of outgoing 
telegrams from a branoh office. Only incoming telegrams to any particular 
branoh are recorded at a branch office. She stated that the f/estern Union 
Company formerly made "water copies" of all telegrams which were tissue 
paper copies but that this practice had been discontinued for some years. 

The blank upon which an operator types an incoming telegram is filed in the 
bookkeeping Department of the Western Onion Company after teleprinting and 
she believes it is retained for about one year. 

KELLY stated that she has not seen the telegram sinoe that night 
and did not pay any particular attention to it until reading in the news- 
papers the following week that GBRJLARDT EISLER had taken flight aboard 
the SS MTORY bound from the United States to Poland. She stated she 
reoollected seeing the telegram after she had talked to MARY LOUISE EOLLMER 
who she believed resided on West 72nd Street, New York City. F0LLM2R 
told her that she had received a telephone call and had typed the message 
referred to abo^e and that the telephone call had come from a pay station 
in Brooklyn with a PResident exohange. She did not know if FOLLMER had 
seen the telegram subsequent to that night. 

She stated her conversation with FOLLMER was about on Monday, May 
16, 1849, and following their discussion KELLY stated she telephoned the in- 
formation about the telegram to ED SULLIVAN, the Hew York columnist, and 
understands that he subsequently telephoned the FBI in Washington. KELLY 
stated she called SULLIVAN as she had had a tip of hers published in 
SULLIVAN.* S column the week before. 

KELLY stated that she made a searoh for the telegram in the Book- 
keeping Department at the Main Offioe of Western Union, 60 Hudson Street, 

Hew York City, whsre all telegrams are eventually filed after delivery but 
that she was unable to looate it. KELLY stated that she telephoned the 
FBI in Washington on the evening of May 19th and talked to a Mr. MILS®. She 
was edced to oheok for the telegram again whioh she did, checking through all 
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telegrams dated May 4th through May 7th inclusive hut was unable to looate 
any such telegram. KELLY stated that, she had discussed the telegram with 
her supervisor, MARY THOMAS, and another supervisor named HENRY SIERP who 
told her that she oould be fired by Western Union for divulging information 
concerning the oontents of a telegram, but that she did not oare if she was 
discharged for performing a patriotic aot. KELLY stated THOMAS and SISSP 
know nothing about the telegram other than that she and FOLUfER have told" 
them. She stated that they appeared interested and that she thinks that 
they may have searched for the telegram but did not find it. She stated 
that both THOMAS and SIERP are reliable individuals. 

KELLY was asked how many telegrams were handled by her that night 
and she stated she probably time- stamped hundreds and that she also acted as 
telephone operator, taking messages that night as they were extremely busy 
due to the faot that Mothers Day was the following Sunday and Western Union 
business is probably the heaviest of the year near Mothers Day. KELLY 
stated that she would be willing to give the FBI a signed statement and a 
statement was taken and signed by KELLY as follows: 

"Bronx, Hew York , 

May 21, 1949 

"I, Mi^s. William (Jeannette) Kelly, make the following statement 
freely and voluntarily to Mr. Riohard T. Hradsky and Mr. Riohard Minihan 
who I know to be Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. I 
reside at 517 East 146th Street, Bronx, M.Y. and am employed by the Western '<i 

Union Telegraph Co. at the main office, 60 Hudson St._Kanhattan. l$r working J ~ 

hours are from 6:15 p.m. to 2:30. a. m. **■. 

"On May 6, 1940 I was engaged in stamping inooming telegrams with 
a time-stamp. During my working hours on that date, 1 time-stamped a tele- 
gram which was addressed to the Chief Head Purser of the S.S. Bat or y. Pier 
88. The text of the telegram was to the best of my reoolleotion, ’I will 
be on ship in the morning' and the telegram was signed 'Gerhard.' 

"The telegram bore the name Elizabeth Bisler as the person sending 
the telegram and an address in Brooklyn was van by the sender, although 1 
don't remember the street and number. I do not remember the exaot time that 
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"I time-stamped this telegram but the date was May 6, 1949. After I stamped 
the time on this telegram I plaoed it on a conveyor belt which conveyed it 
to the floor above which I work to a group of employees known as 'route aids' 
whose duty it is to r Oute the telegram to the branoh office of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. closest to the addressee of the telegram. I have not 
seen the telegram since that night but I recollected having seen and 
stamped this telegram after reading in the newspaper the following week an 
account of Oerhard Eisler having stowed away on the SS Batory which was enroute 
from the United States to Poland. 

"I have read the above statement consisting of two pages and the 
facts as related are true.

On May 23, 1949 MARY LOU I SR FOLLLIER, 162 West 66th Street, New York 
City, apartment 1607, was interviewed at the Now York Division and she advised 
that she was employed at the Western Union Telegraph Company, 60 Hudson Street, 
New York Cityj that her working hours are from 6*16 pm to 2*15 am and that 
she is employed in the capacity of telephone operator. She stated that on 
May 5 or 6th 1949, sometime between 8 and 11 pm she reoalle receiving a tele- 
phone call from a jwoman with a slight aooent who stated that she wished to 
send a telegram. The telegram as she recalls, was addressed to the Chief 
Head Purser or Head Chief Purser -Of- the. SS BATORY, North. River. She said 
the sender did not specify the pier number. The text of the telegram to her 
recollection was, "Will be on BATORY before sailing," and it was signed 
GERHARD. She said the text may have had a few more words but it did not ex- 
oeed the usual ten words. She said the caller gave her name as EISLER, and 
that she thinks the first name was ELIZABETH. She said that the address given 
by the sender was a Brooklyn address but she did not s soall it. She had no 
definite recollection of the type of service telephone it was telephoned from 
but said that she seemed to remember that it came from a PResident oxchange. 

She stated that if telegrams are telephoned from a private phone the operator 
just takes the telephone number of the phone used. In oases where a coin 
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box is used the operator usually takes the senders name and address^ FOLLMER 
could not account for the fact that she recollected that she had both the 
telephone number and the senders name and address. 

FOLLiitR related that she typed the message on a green blank and that 
before she took it from her typewriter a supervisor called to her to take 
a telephone call on the information aisle. and that as FOLLMER left her 
typewriter to do so she remarked to the supervisor to take a look at the 
message in her maohine. She then took 2 information oslls, she believed, and 
then returned to her typewriter, counted and timed it and plaoed it on a 
conveyor belt which takes telegrams to a "drop" where they are time-stamped 
and then plaoed on another oonveyor belt to go to the "route aids" to be 
dispatched to the branch office closest to the address on the telegram. 

FOLLMER could not remember who she made this remark to and stated that no 
one that she has asked remembers it. She was sure it was not MARY THOMAS, 
ner supervisor. FOLLMKR said she plaoed no significance in the telegram at 
the time for if she had she would have oalled to the attention of the 
Western Union officials. She did not because she thought EISLSR was in Jail. 

Asked why, if she plaoed no significance in the telegram she; had remarked 
to a supervisor to look at the telegram in her typewriter, she stated she did 
not reoall the reason, except possibly it was beoause.it had the name EISLBR 
on it. She did not know if anyone else had seen the telegram that night and 
stated that no one else mentioned it to her that night. J 

She paid no | further attention to the telegram until the following 
week when she read ifa the newspaper that El SLER was aboard the BATORY as a ' 

- stowaway* She then recollected that she had taken this' telegram and shd * 

discussed the telegram with JEANHETTE KELLY, another telephone operator. 

KELLY then recalled that she too had seen the telegram. FOLLMER plaoed the ’ 

time of her diso'usslon with KELLY as about May 14th. FOLLMER said she then 

decided to tell MARY THOMAS, her supervisor, about it and ask her what she ; ' 

should do as she and KELLY did not know what to do but felt something should 
be done. THOMAS told her and KELLY that they oould be fired for revealing ", 

the content of any telegram and that she, THOMAS, oould be fired for per- 
; Blitting any such divulging of information. Both she and KELLY agreed that •:/, 

this was news of importance and should be brought to the attention of some- 
one who oould aot upon it. FOLLMER said she told KELLY and THOMAS that pL 
she had a friend, a Mr. ROUNDS, who was in the State Department and that he 
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would keep, the information confidential as to its source and could still 
bring it to the attention of the State Department. No decision was reached 
as to what; disposition should b© made of the information but on about May 
15th, MARY; THOMAS asked her to try to remember exactly what was in the tele- 
gram and retype it on a blank for her and that she would lot the "grape-vine" 
cheok on it. FOLLMER stated that THOMAS then talked to another supervisor, 
a Mr. HENRY S1ERP, about it and that she thinks they made a search for the 
telegram in the bookkeeper's files but oould not find it. Sho said that 
S1ERP also talked to higher officials of the oompany and that they "pooh- 
poohed" the story. tOLLMER said that KELLY then managed to get into the book- 
keeping files where telegrams are eventually filed after being dispatched 
to a branoh office and made a searoh for the telegram without finding it. 
FOLLMER said that without informing her of her intentions, KELLY telephoned 
ED SULLIVAN, a columnist, and gave him the .information about the telegram. 

She thought this was either Sunday or Monday, May 15 or 16. FOLLMER stated 
that she was very perturbed at KELLY doing this as it exposed MARY THOMAS, 
their supervisor, who has been with Vlestern Union 30 years, to the possibility 
of a discharge and that she gave KELLY a note telling her so. However, 

FOLLMER then telephoned her own contact; Mr. LELAND ROUNDS and told him about 
it on Sunday or; Monday, May 15 or 16th. 

FOLLMER advised that she has not seen the telegram since that night 
and does not know of anyone else who has. She said neither MARY THOMAS or 
HENRY SIERP know anything about the telegram exoept what she has told them 
nor oould she reoall anyone else other than KELLY who claimed that she did. 

FOLLMER advised that she handles several hundred telegrams a night, 
oastigated the general publlo for unpreparedness when telephoning a telegram 
and said she admits to a quick temper. FOLLMER stated that she was willing 
to give a signed statement "like JEANETTE KELLY" which was taken and signed 
by POLLMFH. The statement is as follows: 

"New York, New York 
■ May 23, 1949 

"I, Mary Louise Follmer, make this statement freely and voluntarily 
to- Mr. Richard T. Hradeky and Ifr. Richard Minihan: who. I know to be Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau, of Investigation. I reside at 162 West 56th 
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^ reet » J* ev York » Naw York . apartment 1607 and I am employed at the main 
olfice of the Western Union Telegraph Co. at 60 Hudson Street, Manhattan. 

Liy working hours are from 6,16 p.m. to 2,16 a.m. and I am a telephone operator 
there. On May 6 or 6, 1949, I don't remember the exact date, but 1 recollect 
that it was the night before the S.S. Batory sailed from New York City, I 
took a telephone oall from a woman who had a slight aooent who told me she 
wished to send a telegram to the Chief Head Purser or Head Chief Purser on 
the ..o. Batory, North River. She did not mention the pier number. The text 
of the telegram as 1 recall was 'Will be on Batory before sailing.' There 
may have been another word or two but the message did not exceed ten words. 

The telegram was signed 'Gerhard.' The woman calling gave me her name as 
Elizabeth Eisler and gave a residence address in Brooklyn. I reoall that 
the telegram was phoned from a President exchange but I do not recall if the 
telephone operator mentioned the President exchange or if 1 got it from the 
caller. I typed the telegram as the oaller gave it to me. Before com- 
pleting the telegram 1 was called by a supervisor to take a telephone oall 
on the * information aisle.' I do not remember who the supervisor was but 
as I left my typs-writer to take the information oalls, I remarked to her 
'take a look at the message in my machine.' Tifhen I returned to my type-writer 
1 cheakeded count and time of the message and noted them on the telegram. 

I then took the message out of my tyoe-wrifcer and put it on a conveyor belt 
which takes it to the drop where it ds time-stamped. I have not seen this 
message since then. When I read in the newspaper the following week that 
Gerhard Eisler had beon discovered as a stowaway on the S*,S. Batory I immed- 
iately recalled typing the telegram. 

"I have read the above statement consisting of two pages and it 

is true"

FOLLMER is an elderly woman, about 60 year of age and from her manner 
of speaking seemed disappointed in that K^LLY reported this incident to 
SULLIVAN before she reported it to LELAND ROUNDS. She advised that the FBI 
should have an agent inspect the telegrams at Western Union as the Communists 
are brazen in what they say in thorn and that just about 4 days before the 
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FBI arrested VALENTINE GUBITCHEV and JUDITH COPLON, GUBITCHEV sent COPLON 
a telegram. She loould not remomber what the content was, or if it was sent 
to COPLON at Washington or in Brooklyn but she distinctly remembers the 
name VALENTINE being signed to a telegram. 

The signed statements are being retained in the Now York Division. 

On May 25, 1949, MARY THOMAS, 315 West 71st Street, New York City, 
apartment 2B, advised that she was a telephone operator supervisor at the 
Western Union Telegraph Co., 60 Hudson Street, New York City, and that her 
working hours are between 6s00 pm and 2s00 am. She stated that on about 
May 16,1949, MARY LOU FOLLHER, a telephone operator' at Western Union, 
spoke to her about receiving a telegram s igned, " GERHARD" , and that GERHARD 
might have been GERHARDT EISLER about whom the newspapers were printing 
stories conoerning his stowing-away on the SS BATORY on May 6, 1949. THOMAS 
said FOLLMER told her that she believes that the telegram that was signed 
"GERHARD" was phoned by a wom»n the night before the BATORY sailed and that 
the name that she gave' was EISLER. Later she recolleoted that the first 
name was ELIZABETH and that the caller gave a Brooklyn address. Still later 
she recalled that the phone call came from a President exchange. 

THOMAS said that the EISLER telegram is the eufoject of conversation 
among the operators and that FOLLMER'S full story of the telegram was devel- 
oped during conversation over several days. THOMAS stated that FOLLMER s&od 
her what to do about the information as she had a friend in the State Depart- 
ment who could give it to proper authorities and that she told her that she 
oould do nothing with it as she oould be discharged for divulging information 
concerning telegrams arid that if the information was divulged and it was learned 
that THOMAS ^ad given her advioe in the matter, she too oould be discharged. 

THOMAS said that she, THOMAS, told another supervisor named HENRY 
S1KRP about FOLLMER'S story and that they had asked FOLLMER to type the exact 
message as she said she remembered it. A oheok was made of the telegrams 
filed in the bookkeeping department to locate a telegram containing the same 
or similar wording but no euoh telegram could be looatod. She said that JEANNETTTE 
KELLY, who subsequently stated that she saw the telegram, also made a searoh 
of telegrams to looate it but was unsuccessful. THOMAS said she did not 
tell FOLLMER about having told HENRY S1ERP and that further oheoking was being 
done as telling FOLLMER anything results in immediate dissemination of infor- 
mation to other individuals. p 

THOMAS stated that after cautioning FOLLMER about divulging this 
information to anyone outside Western Union, she was astounded when JEANETTE

KELLY told her that she had telephoned ED SULLIVAN, the Hew York oolusmist, 
the account of the story. Then, when FOLLMER heard that KELLY had done this, 
she telephoned her friend in the State Department. THOMAS said that she had 
no personal knowledge of any suoh telegram and that she knows of no one other 
than FOLLMER and KELLY who profess any knowledge of it. She said KELLY 
remembered nothing about it until POLLMER mentioned it. 

Asked how many telegrams FOLLMER takes in an evening’s work, THOMAS 
advised that she probably averages about 25 an hour. Asked how many tele- 
grams KELLY would handle while working on the "drop'' where telegrams are 
time-stamped THOMAS stated that hundreds would be handled by KELLY as all 
the operators place their telegraph blanks on the oonveyor bolt and the girls 
on the "drop" piok them off the belt as the telegrams pass by. THOMAS 
thought that FOLLMER' S recollection may be faulty in this regard in view of 
the volume of work she handles and pointed out that it was ten days after ; 

FOLLMER reoeived the alleged message before she mentioned it and that KELLY 
had no recollection of the alleged telegram until FOLLMER had started the 
discussion of it. | In addition, sevs- -.1 ♦Thorough searches for the tele- 
gram were negative. 

The above information indicates that FOLLMER’S reliability may be 
somewhat questionable, particularly in the light of her statement that shortly 
before VALENTINS OTBITCHEV and JUDITH COPLON were arrested that CUBIT CHE V 
sent COPLON a telegram. She could not remember any details of the telegram 
or where it was sent but it would seem extremely improbable that CUB IT CHE V 
would send COPLON a telegram or that FOLLMER would remember the names. 

FOLLMER and KELLY both stated that the names ELIZABETHFISLER and OERHARDT 
S ISLES meant nothing to them until the publicity the following week when they 
claimed that they remembered such a telegram which also would seem improbable. 

KELLY appears to be in her thirties and a stable type of woman. 

However, in her position at the "drop" on the night that she claims to have 
seen the alleged telegram she was stamping incoming telegrams which she took 
off of a conveyor; belt. There would be no particular reason why she should 
remember such a telegram. There is a good possibility that FOLLMER thought 
that she recalled suoh a telegram and has convinced herself that she ,did and 
likewise convinced KELLY after the EISLER publioity oame out. KELLY is the 
individual who gave the information concerning the alleged telegram to ED A 
SULLIVAN and FOLLMER gave the information to LELAND ROUNDS. Therefore, ; the. 
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whole haais for the reports concerning the telegram originated with FOLLMER 
and KELLY. 

LELA.ND ROUNFB it would appear, formed the conclusion in his own mind 
ratheuihan having received it from some other source, that the telegram was 
given to a New York columnist and was therefore not available at Western Union 
when he recontacted FOLLMER for more data on the alleged telegram and she told 
him that KELLY had given the information to ED SULLIVAN and that a search had 
been made of the Western Union files to locate it without results. He then 
recommended the check of branch offices to locate a record of the alleged 
telegram. 

In view of the statements mads concerning GUBITCHEV and COPLON, and 
while, in fact, thay appear to have no basis, however, inasmuch as there is 
the possibility that £he above referred to statements of FOLLMER might be made 
before a Grand Jury, inquiry is being made to determine if such a telegram, 
previously referred to, existed, or whether it is a figment of FOLLMER 'S imagine 
tion.

Miss yOLLMSR was reinterviewed regaling the above on June 3, 1949, 
by SA JOHN* McKBNXA and the writer at her reaider^e. According to Miss 
POLLMBR, the QUBITCHEf telegram was allegedly telephoned in from a coin box 
yy one Identifying himself as VALENTIN QUBITCH5V and direoted that it be 
•addressed to JUDITH C OP LON , Tour or five days before their arrest. The tele- 
gram was signed "VALSNTIN* and was twslve to fourteen words In lei^th. Miss 
POLLMSR knew nothing of the contents of the telegram and wae unable to recall 
how QBBITCHKV spelled his name. She, however, stated that he, GUBITCHSV, 
spelled CQPLQN as *COPOLON* or "COPOLAN*. She stated she recalled this tele- 
gram , incident hseauee the name GUBITCHBV was foreign sounding and also because 
she had questioned the signer, GUBITCHSV, as to hia spelling of COPLON. 

Miss FO ULMER was unable to reoall the deatinatlon of the telegram 
or the telephone exchange used by the caller. She stated the call might have 
been made from the Bronx or Brooklyn and could have been sent to Brooklyn or 
Washington. .She admitted that she had no basis for the above statement as 
to the location of the sender or the destination of the telegram.

During high school and college both were well acquainted with each other 
and travelled back and forth to school together* After their graduation 
in 1943, SHIMKIN entered the United” States Amy and he has not seen JUDITH 
COPLON since. 

SHIMKIN advised that in --the. latter 'part of January or the beginning 
of February, 1949, JUDITH COPLCN telephoned him at his residence at 18 South 
Uunn Avenue, Orange, N.J* He believes that this call took ; place on a 
Sunday morning. He stated that he was very surprised to hear from COPLOT and 
during the conversation asked her what she. was <.now. doing. COPLCN advised 
she was -working in Washington, D.C., and : visiting New York for the weekend, 
for the purpose of seeing her family. He 1 then advised her that he was now 
: married and had a family and both discussed their lives since they had last 
seen each .other. JUDITH COPLON (then t advised SHIMKIN that she would . like 
to see him and 1 desired to know if she >.could meet 'him in New York at a 
later date for lunch. SHIMKIN agreed and furnished' JUDITH COPLON this office 
telephone number. She stated that she would call him soon thereafter to 
make a definite appointment. <He. advised that -JUDITH COPLON was vague as to 
her reason for wanting to see him*but that inasmuch as he* was -often con- 
tacted by .friends who were looking for work he felt that she was interested 
in a position with the company, He received" the definite impression that 
she wanted to ask him for 'some favor. 

SHIMKIN next heard from JUDITH COPLON approximately a week or two 
later at which time she called him. at his office and made an appointment to 
have lunch with him approximately four or five days later. Arrangements 
were made whereby COPLOT was to come to his office and thereafter both would 
go out to lunch. He stated that this conversation was short and was only 
for the purpose of arranging a luncheon engagement. 

According to SHIMKIN, his secretary on the morning of the day 
ttet he was to have lunch with COPLOT, advised him at approximately 9*30 
T^that JUDITH COPLON had called his office that, morning for the purpose 
of advising him that she was unable to keep their luncheon • appointment 
Inasmuch as she was returring to Washington, D.C. According to the secretary, 
JUDITH COPLON stated she j ould recontact him at a later date. SHIMKIN

advised that he was unable to recall the identity of the secretary who 
advised him of JUDITH COPLON 'S call inasmuch as there were approximately 
four .or five girls who alternately operated the switchboard and acted as 
secretaries. 

SHIMKIN advised that he has not since heard from JUDITH COPLCN 
and tha t the above times are the only ones that. he has heard from. COPLON 
since their graduation in 1943. SHIMKIN advised that he could not more 
definitely place the dates of JUDITH COPLON'S contacts with him and that he 
has since tried to remember them in view, of discussions had with his cousin, 

Mrs. BERNICE COHON nee WINKLER, , who also attended high school with JUDITH 
COPLON and with whoa he has discussed the COPLON case since JUDITH'S 
arrest in view of their previous friendship with her. 

SHDfK IN further stated that he has no -record of COPLON'S contacts 
with him although he occasionally makes notations on a small pad which -he 
maintains in his office regarding appointments. He stated he examined this 
pad- back through January 'after discussions with his cousin. He made this 
examination inasmuch as he was curious as to the exact dates on which she 
called him., 

SHIMKIN further advised that in. his conversations with* JUDITH 
COPLON she never spoke about writing a book and never mentioned a manuscript 
and 1 that he has no idea that she ever, possessed a manuscript. or was contemplating 
writing a book., He further advised that since JUDITH COPLON'S 1 , arrest he 
has not been contacted by either JUDITH 1 COPLON, her attorney,. ARCHIBALD 
PALMER, * or any member of the COPLON f amily. He stated however that he was 
acquainted with LORRAINE ELKIN SIN EERBRAND, who also a ttended * high s chool' 
with the above mentioned persons. He^has not discussed the COPION case with 
Mrs. SINDERBRAND since the arrest of JUDITH COPLON. 

He stated' that his cousin, Mrs. COHCN, has ta3ed with JUDITH 
COPLON since her arrest. He did not however furnish any further information 
regarding this.* 

JMr. SHIMKIN advised that. he is present in his office during the 
day and can be contacted there in the event there are any further questions

At 2:20 p.m. today, SA DUDLEY PAYNE, of the Washington Field 
Office, telephoned, stating that MR. KELLY had requested an immediate 
interview in New York City with regard to the following testimony 
which JUDITH COPLON t had given on the stand today. 

MR. PAYNE stated that COPLON testified that she had a manuscript 
of a hook wjiich she had taken to New York on January 14th, at which time 
she called^MR. ARTHUR SHIMKIN of Simon & Schuster, Publishers. She said 
that she made a date to see MR. SHIMKIN the following week and that this 
date was subsequently cancelled* She also stated that she intended seeing 
* him on George Washington's Birthday or on March 6th concerning the publi- 
cation of this book but did not see him. MR. PAYNE was unable to fdrnish 
any further details as to whether or not additional attempts had been 
made to see MR. SHIMKIN. 


MR. KELLY desires that SHIMKIN be immediately interviewed to 
obtain from him all dates on which COPLON contacted him, either by 
telephone or otherwise, and all appointments which she made or attempted 
to make with him. MR. SHIMKIN is to be specifically interviewed as to 
whether or not COPLON mentioned any manuscript. He is also to be inter- 
viewed as to any knowledge of any manuscript, which she may have said that 
she had taken with her from Washington to New York and- any discussion 
concerning its publication. 


With further reference to this manuscript and for the information 
of this office, MR. PAYNE advised that COPLON testified that the manuscript 
which she had brought to New York with her was left in her bureau drawer 
at home. She stated that the first thing after her release on bond she asked 
her parents if the FBI had searched her home and, on being informed that 
they had not, she stated that she was afraid that such a search had been 
conducted since the FBI had keys to her apartment.

Mr. Fletcher called later and advised that SHIMKIN should be con- 
tacted and told to be in Washington to report tothe Municipal Court Building, 
Room 308, at 10; 00 am on Monday, June 27. He should ask for Mr. Whearty. 

A subpoena will be served on him there in Washington unless he 1 wants the 
subpoena served in New, York prior to his departure. In the latter event, 
the Bureau will mail the subpoena to New York. 


On June 24, I called Mr. Fletcher to advise him that SHIMKIN was 
out on Long Island somewhere and we will have to locate him.- Mr. Fletcher 
advised he would mail the subpoena at once. 

I called Mr. Fletcher later on June 24 to advise him that SHIMKIN 
Is at Hampton Bay, 95 miles from New York City. We have contacted SHIMKIN 
by telephone and he stated. that defense attorney PALMER contacted him 
telephonically on Thursday, June 23, and. wanted him to come down to Washing- 
ton to testify. SHIMKIN called his attorney who told him he should be 
subpoenaed before he goes to Washington as then he would not be in a position 
of being a voluntary witness. SHIMKIN left word for PALMER that he would 
not go to Washington unless a subpoena was served on him. He then departed 
for Hampton Bay in an effort to be unavailable. ^Mr. SHIMKIN advised that 
under the circumstances he thinks a subpoena should be served on him by the 
government although he is perfectly willing to go to Washington after a 
subpoena has been served on him. I advised Mr. Fletcher that as soon as the 
subpoena is received, we are going to send an agent out to Hampton Bay and 
serve it on SHIMKIN. Mr. Fletcher advised that the subpoena should be in 
New York on the morning of June 25. 
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KB: JUDITH CORDON CASE 

Developments in the Judith Coplon Case, ’ over which .the Bureau had no 
control, have given rise to numerous news stories, rumors and speculations. ’ ( 

It. has not been possible for me to make any public comment up to this 
writing; however, I did want you and, through you, members of the Bureau to have 
certain facts. - 

When the issue arose on the introduction of Bureau investigative reports, 
I, of course, did not. in any way wish to deprive the court or the defense of all 
the . facts bearing upon the issue. To that end, all of the investigative reports 
mentioned in the abstract slips in the possession of Judith Coplon at the time’ of 
her arrest were carefully reviewed. There Were certain reports that could be 
introduced in evidence without compromising sources of information, other investi- 
gations, Or embarrassing innocent persons. We were willing for these to be 
admitted if necessary. X took a strong stand against making public other reports 
that would reveal the identities of confidential informants or embarrass innocent 
persons by the publication of unevaluated complaints and reports. X urged the 
Attorney General to seek a mistrial or a citation for contempt rather than produce 
these reports with consequent devastating harm to the FBI’s responsibility for 
internal security, as wen as the disclosure of as yet uncorroborated Information 
in our files concerning individuals. 

The first knowledge X had that the reports had been introduced in 
eyiden.ee occurred after they had. been 'presented in court. The reports, introduced' 
in evidence were selected by the Department and not .by the Bureau. Contrary to 

L 
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the statements -in a widely syndicated column, the Bureau had nothing to do with 
selecting the reports and , when , it was discovered that the report containing 
references to Mrs.; E. U. Condon .was not called for by the abstract slips ,in the; 
possession of Judith Coplon but was introduced through error of the Government 
counsel I protested to the Attorney General. In this connection, although 
numerous press inquiries have been received in the Bureau, I, have instructed 
that they be answered with a "No Comment.” 

1 have at no time agreed or conceded that the Bureau would permit its 
reports containing what we considered restricted information to be introduced in 
evidence; nor have I authorized any comment to be. made in response to the many 
inquiries we have received upon the matters that have arisen as a result of the 
trial.. This policy has also been strictly adhered to by the officials of the 
Bureau. 


Among the. many rumors that have circulated and which did not arise in 
the Bureau were the published reports that I had resigned. This report Was not 
commented upon in the Bureau in line with our established policy. For your infor- 
mation, I did not submit my resignation although I have no intention whatever of 
compromising a principle. In fact, we have been reliably informed that the 
rumors about my resignation were; originally circulated by sources who would welcome 
my resignation. 

Almost immediately after our investigative reports were introduced in. 
evidence a hue. and cry arose for an investigation of the Bureau. This move 
originated in sources highly antagonistic to the Bureau spearheaded by Communist 
newspapers and by organizations such as the National Lawyers* Guild, well Known 
for its Party line adherence. For the most, part the demands for on investigation 
of the Bureau have continued from these same sources except that there have been 
a few uninformed sources not in possession of full facts who have also permitted 
the use of their names or have followed editorial comment of a restricted nature.; 

I would, of course, have no objection to an investigation of the Bureau 
if we had. done anything wrong. We, have not. An. investigation would only' serve to 
tie up the. key personnel of the Bureau and thus they, would 1 be unable to devote 
their time and energies to the constructive work of the Bureau. This, of course; 
is a tactic advocated by subversive forces in the Smear Campaign on 19^Q that was 
directed against the Bureau, 

The. Bureau's policy So far as the Coplon Case is concerned is one of 
"No Comment" and the policy will continue until you. are advised to. the contrary. 
There is, of course, no objection to your discussing the Bureau's, methods, of 
operation in line with previously published statements. In this connection, I am 
enclosing four objective statements that are directly in point which go far toward 
clarifying the present, situation. One. of the items is by Mr. J, R, Wiggins, 
Managing Editor of The Washington Post, issue of June 26, 1949; one is by the well- 
known columnist Mr. Marquis Childs, which appeared ^ in The Washington Post on. JUne 
18, 1949; and the others are by Mr. Rex Collier of The Washington Evening Star, 
issues of .June 27 and June 28, 1949*

DISCLOSURE OF FBI DOCUMENTS 

In the snarl of rumors rising like a black cloud out of the mass of FBI 
documents tossed into the espionage trial of Judith Coplon certain essential' facts; 
have been ignored or lost sight of.; Here, from an authoritative source, is an 
account of what led up to the disclosures ! so deeply disturbing to almost everyone 
involved and especially to those who were given a new smearing in the headlines. 

lhis account points up the contrast with the conduct of the Alger Hiss 
trial in New York. It underscores the vital role of the trial judge in these 
difficult cases. 

Government lawyers handling the Coplon case came to Attorney General Tom 
Clark after Archibald Palmer, counsel for the defense, had made his demand that 
all FBI documents be put into evidence. It was apparent that Federal Judge Albert 
L. Reeves might accede to this request. 

Clark felt that he should read over the voluminous FBI file. The file 
is the, FBI's raw material, containing all possible information, including hearsay 
and gossip, that the agents can put together on a case. The reports in the Coplon 
case Were hundreds of pages in length. 

The weekend on which he undertook to read the reports was for Clark a 
particularly crowded one. He had agreed to take part in. a Celebrities Golf 
tournament for a charity and he had two other engagements that he felt could- not 
be broken. Except when he. was actually filling these engagements Clark spent 
virtually every hour of the weekend going over the FBI reports. It was obvious 
that most of the material they contained was entirely irrelevant to the. trial of 
Miss Coplon. 


With Government counsel the Attorney General then proceeded to work out 
what he thought was the proper and effective procedure to keep from the public the 
irrelevant raw material contained in the FBI's confidential files. The first 
move was to ask Judge Reeves to keep out the reports entirely as irrelevant. 

If this failed, the second line of strategy was to ask the judge to 
admit only those portions of the reports that might, in the judge's opinion, be 
immediately relevant to the trial. The Government's charge is that Miss Coplon 
copied onto data slips, alleged to have been found in her handbag, a sentence or 
two from various FBI reports that she thought would be of special interest to the 
Russians. 
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.'Bieie dealt for the most part with persons suspected of furnishing: 

, information td ‘Soviet agents, Thus .only one sentence had been copied out of 
the voluminous report that fxirnished so many .irrelevant headlines about Holly- 
,vood film stirs.; 


V( i , After Judge Reeves ruled in favor of the defense* he was then, asked 
to allow in evidence only the few relevant passages from the reports.; In order 
\to make such a ruling the Judge would have to . pass on what was relevant and- 
what irrelevant and that would have meant reading those voluminous documents. 


This the Judge, declined to do. Perhaps it was too much to ask of. _ 
any Judge. Judge Reeves is nearly 76 years old. He has been on ‘the Federal 
bench for 26 . years.. 

The harassing, difficult trial would inevitably put a severe strain 
on, a man of Judge Reeves* years.; The ■ law provides that Federal’ Judges may retire 
on full salary at the .age' of 70 after 10 years, of service.. 

While the issue as put up to him was less taxing. Federal Judge Samuel 
H.iKauftaan in the Hiss trial met it in a. different way.; He declined to permit 
defense counsel ,to subpena FBI records that were not directly relevant to the 
case. 


This would! seem to, jbe the only sensible procedure. That J . Edgar 
Hoover should be exercised at publication of the voluminous and unscreened 
material assembled by his agents is not surprising. So much of. the material 
was unsubstantiated gossip, rumor and, hearsay. It is Hoover’s contention that 
any Government official using the material would screen out the gossip.; 

The press has something to answer for in this connection, it seems 
to me. ,The/raw material of the FBI reports was translated into sensational 
headlines wi^h little indication for the guidance of the reader that theses 
were not conclusions reached by the FBI but merely the stuff to be ground 
through the security mill. More . responsibility all around would be helpful.

me FBI's CONFIDENTIAL FILES 

Why RuwOrs. as Well as Facts Go Into Them, and Why 
Qfaeir Disclosure Was a Setback for Hoover

Ihe Federal Bureau of Investigation has had many setbacks in its long 
and sometimes sanguinary warfare on public enemies, but none of more jolting 
impact than the disclosure of its confidential files at the Coplon trial. 

When Attorney General Clark decided to overrule Director J. Edgar 
Hoover of the FBI and to permit the introduction in court of voluminous investi- 
gative records, he was asstiming a tremendous responsibility. To Mr. Clark 
it was a choice between two evils. Either he must agree to the introduction of 
all the Government's evidence, as required by Judge Reeves, or he. must drop the 
prosecution of a case which has aroused wide public interest. 

In choosing to continue the prosecution, the Attorney General .evidently 
felt that Mr. Hoover was attaching too much importance to the sanctity of FBI 
files— or at least to the particular files involved in the Coplon case.; 

Ihat Mr. Hoover attaches great importance to this matter of safeguarding 
the integrity of the agency's files there can be no question. To him the very 
integrity of the FBI, to say nothing of its future usefulness to the Nation, 
depends on the integrity of its files. 

A Body Blow to Integrity 

And, to the FBI, the; release of its confidential memoranda, reports and 
other documents— including information from unreliable as well as reliable 
Informants—' was a body blow to its traditional integrity. It was wore than that. 
It was a potentially devastating shock to its whole modus Operand!. For many 
of the FBI's famous cases have started with a tip by a "confidential informant." 
5he bureau has learned by experience that, it cannot afford to overlook— or to 
reject as palpably preposterous— any report, or any rumor or any ’’spite gossip" 
that may come to it. Even seemingly slanderous "spite gossip" at cimes has 
turned up spies or dangerous criminals. 

Director Hoover objected strenuously to the release of his filers 
because he was certain it would have two disastrous effects: First, the fear of 
publicity would deter citizens from co-operating in the future with the FBI in 
providing leads for investigation; and, second, the release of confidential 
files involved disclosures/ or the threat of disclosures, that would shut off 
immediately certain sources of information of inestimable value in protecting 
the Nation's security. 


FBI will not comment, of course, on what sources of information have 
been, closed to it as a result of the. decision to let the, files become a public 
record. Revelations in the New York trial of 11 Communist* leaders show,, however, 
that the FBI has had undercover agents within the innermost circles -of the 
Communist Party. Seven such agents, by their own consent, have taken the witness 
stand and given damaging testimony against the obviously surprised and outraged 
defendants. The fact that the FBI was willing to sacrifice these seven sources 
indicates that it felt it had sufficient additional sources to offset the losses. 
But the bureau did not anticipate that there would occur in another court an action 
that would pose the threat of further serious losses, through defection of 
informants. 

Important Contacts Lost 


It. is reported that, such defections in considerable numbers already 
have occurred. It was hinted at the Coplon trial that the FBI even had a confi- 
dential informant inside the Russian Embassy. The gravity of the loss of such 
an important channel is apparent, in view of the disclosure in the Canadian, 
inquiry into Russian espionage that Soviet embassies and legations are head- 
quarters of Moscow-directed spy rings in democratic countries. 

Most of these "contacts" have been established only after years of 
painstaking effort. It takes a long time for an FBI undercover agent to insinuate 
himself into a position of trust in an espionage ring or a criminal gang. The 
lives of such informants are in constant peril. Any serious threat of exposure is 
enough to end their usefulness as far as the FBI— and the Nation— is concerned. 

And the task of building up new sources of information becomes a difficult, if 
not. virtually a 1 hopeless, one if informants cannot, be guaranteed protection from 
exposure. 


There was a third reason why Mr. Hoover objected to the opening of 
confidential files in -court, and it Is this reason which, is related to the 
criticism which has been directed at the FBI by Dr. Condon and others.; Mr. Hoover 
knew that there were in these files not only established facts but a mass of 
"unevalUated data"— tips, rumors, innuendoes involving persons not under investi- 
gation but whose names were mentioned in the course of interviews regarding other 
persons or matters, or that came to the FBI from suspicious neighbors, in 
anonymous letters or in other ways. He protested against the spreading of this 
unsubstantiated information, on. the public records and hence on the front pages of 
newspapers. * 

Mr. Hoover believes that all this information, however inconsequential, 
or unreliable, has a right to be in the FBI secret files and that, it should 
remain there, secure .from the eyes of everyone except FBI investigators. 

All Tips Are Accepted 

He believes, moreover, that he has no right to refuse to receive any 
tip or listen, to any rumor or to consider any anonymous communication, regardless 
of how fantastic it may seem to be or may prove to be. He is convinced that. it. 
would be wrong, in fact dangerous, to give any investigative official, arbitrary 
power to 'discriminate, as to what information he will receive and act. on. or what 
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person he will investigate, To permit such discretion, he sincerely believes, 
vould destroy the objectivity of any agency and would open the way to, investi- 
gative laxities and abuses that should not be tolerated. 

It is true that under the no-discrimination policy, considerable 
information gets into the files that is useless because of triviality or 
irrelevance. Ofce FBI agent operates much like a news reporter. He questions 
many persons, takes many notes and then makes a report. He is trained to report 
even the most, insignificant thing, on the ground that small things sometimes 
supply missing parts to a bigger picture.: 

i 

The FBI has been criticized for having in its files material manifestly 
extraneous to the subject under investigation, as in the case of a Coplon trial 
paper mentioning the nude meanderings of a certain couple. But extraneous, or 
even absurd, statements by a person informing on another often provide a measure 
for evaluating the. reliability of accusations. Hi one instance, for example, 
a citizen reported her suspicions that a Government employee was a Communist. 

When an agent sought her reason for the suspicions, the woman said the. man in 
question must be a Communist because he paid no. attention to "Keep off the 'Grass" 
and other signs.: The FBI investigation resulted in the clearing of the employee 
under the loyalty program. 

A Matter of Justice 


dhus, the FBI agent would be unfair to the person under investigation 
if he chose to report only information tending to support a charge of disloyalty 
or criminality. Nor would the record of the case be fair to the suspect if only 
unfavorable data were included. 

Dr. Condon has suggested that some limit should be placed on the time 
allowed for retention in the FBI files of "unevaluated" information.: How could 
such a sate time limit be determined? If it were set at six months, the 
possibility might arise that in the seventh or eighth month some other piece of 
evidence might turn, up to corroborate an "unevaluated" report no longer in the 
files.; If a search of the files failed to show any previous record, the second 
report might become a useless bit of information, itself to be discarded after 
six months, unfortunately, not all information, tearing on a subject comes to the 
bureau simultaneously. One piece of the pattern may be picked up this year, \ 
another piece or two next year,' before the Jig-saw-like picture becomes clear. 1

THE FBI's CONFIDENTIAL FILES 

The Decision to Release Certain Secrets at the. . Coplon 
Trial Shut Off Vital Sources of Information

Indignation over the publication of "unevaluated" FBI reports at the 
Coplon trial has resulted in demands for an investigation of FBI methods and 
policies. There is no need for such an investigation. There is nothing unique 
or mysterious about FBI investigative methods. Nor are its policies dark and 
sinister. 


The FBI is investigated regularly by competent committees; of Congress.; 
Twice each year Director J . Edgar Hoover personally appears before the appropria- 
tions committees to Justify his requests for funds. More often than not the 
Senators and Representatives direct a cross-fire of searching questions at Mr. 
Hoover and his assistants. They ask ^questions which-, would be grossly embarrassing 
If the. methods and the policies of the bureau were dark and sinister. Mr. Hoover 
answers all questions freely and frankly, sometimes requesting that his. answers 
be received "off the record." Members of the. committees have found no indication 
that Mr. Hoover aspires to or approves of police-state methods. They have found 
no evidence to support recent loose charges that the FBI has become, or is in. 
danger of becoming,- an American. Gestapo. 

Opposes Federal Gestapo , 

There is no stronger opponent of a great central Federal police agency 
than Mr. Hoover. Repeatedly he has opposed suggestions that his bureau be expanded 
to include all Federal investigative agencies.; He does not believe that Federal 
police functions should encroach on local police authority in any way. 

Because Mr. Hoover so strongly rejects Gestapo methods, he can see no 
merit whatever in the contention that the FBI should exercise discretion in its 
investigations. He once told a prominent editor that if the FBI ever embarked on 
a policy of deciding for ^itself which suspects to investigate and which not. to 
investigate, what information to receive and what to reject, then there will be 
cause to fear that it has become' a Gestapo. 

The prestige of the FBI. has been, built on its record of nondiscrimination, 
on its objectivity.; No citizen is too distinguished to warrant rejection, without 
investigation, of a charge against him. No person is too unimportant to gain a 
hearing if he has something to report to the FBI. 

\ 

It was. an. anonymous letter to the FBI which ultimately led to the arrest 
and conviction of MaJ. Gen.- Bennett Meyers for subornation of perjury.; The letter 
made. such, seemingly farfetched charges against the , prominent Air Force officer 
as. to indicate spitework. Mr. Hoover read the letter and,, under the prevailing' 
arrangement with the Armed- Forces, forwarded It to the Air ‘Force. It later Was. 
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brought out that a top-ranking officer, convinced of Gen. Meyers* innocence, threw 
the letter in the Wastebasket.; Many months later the case broke from another 
source. Gen. Meyers might have gone to jail a lot earlier had the information 
in the anonymous letter been properly checked by the Air Force. (The Air Force 
has arranged with the FBI to conduct such investigations for it in the future . ) 


Hearsay Trapped Spies 

Numerous spies were caught during the war as a result of rumors and hear- 
say which the FBI took note of and investigated. Some of the tips were of a sketchy 
and apparently crackpot variety. 

A Woman reported that she suspected a neighbor of being a spy. Her only 
reason for such a grave suspicion, she admitted, was that although he was supposed 
to be a doctor, she never saw him carry a bag. The agent might have, dropped the 
matter right there, as he had a lot of important things to do, but he decided to 
check further on the doctor. The man did, indeed, turn out to be, a German agent- 
He was arrested and convicted.; 

At a dinner party Mr. Hoover was told by a prominent motion picture actress 
that she suspected a man "down the street" from her home of espionage. She was. 
unable to explain her suspicions, except that, the man. just "looked like a spy. The, 
actress was right. The man was operating a short-wave radio in his cellar.; 

A. tip that helped the FBI to round up and convict seven, members of a 
German spy ring in Detroit came from a woman who overheard the husband of one of the 
spies make a remark indicating his admiration of Adolf Hitler. 

An anonymous communication to; the Los Angeles office of the. FBI told of a 
man With a German accent who stayed out all night frequently. The tip led to the. 
arrest and conviction of a German agent.; 


A Landlady »s Tip Proved Good 

One member of the notorious 33*'® eia ^ er German espionage ring Uncovered by 
the. FBI in New York and vicinity early in the war was arrested as a result of a 
landlady’s tip that one of her roomers was typing and mailing letters at all hours 
of the day and night. 


If FBI agents had followed their impulses some, of these tips might have, 
been laughed off as worthless.. Some. of the tips did not produce anything tangible 
Until long after they went into the files. Then, as some new report came in, they 
began, to make sense. 


There is nothing UhUsUal or unethical about, the practice of accepting tips 
from regular informants or from citizens generally. All law ^forcen^t ag^.cies 
do it. And every law enforcement agency has in its confidential files unevaluated 
information of. the type made public at the. Coploh trial. 


If the FBI were to be restricted on the sort of information It coUid 
accept and enter in its records, its efficiency as the Nation's chief bulwark 
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against foreign espionage would be greatly impaired. And if such restrictions were, 
proper for the FBI, they would be proper also for the Central Intelligence Agency 
and the naval and military intelligence branches. Ihe effect would be to hamstring 
our security forces in. a most dangerous way. 

Ihe decision to compromise certain of his secret files was not > 

Mr. ;Hoover*s. He did not even tacitly agree to the decision, despite reports to 
the contrary. He was as shocked as any one. that his objections were overruled by 
the Attorney General. He had successfully resisted all previous efforts to pry 
confidential matter from the files. Even loyalty boards have been denied access to 
such material — although careful abstracts have been, supplied. 

Hoover Will Not Quit 

He was shocked, but. he does not intend to resign. 

How grave, the publicity decision will prove to be cannot be gauged- until 
all the repercusions are known. Perhaps some of the. undercover informants who have 
not been heard from since the files became public will resume their work. Perhaps 
more will quit or will disappear.; The. fact that the informants were identified 1 
by code letters and numbers did not guarantee protection, for the information 
supplied often was so detailed as to names, dates and places as to enable the 
subject of the investigation to identify the person who informed on. him. 

One thing is certain: It will not be easy in the future to induce 
citizens to give information to the FBI, however, vital it might be to the National 
security, m the past the FBI could assure such informants that the. sources of 
information would never be disclosed without their permission. Now the FBI cannot 
give such a guarantee. 

Ihe decision to proceed with the Coplon trial, was in the nature of a 
calculated risk. Mr. Clark thought the risk was worth taking. Mr. Hoover did not. 
Only time will tell which view was right. But enough, has happened to date to 
indicate that the decision was a costly one as far as the FBI and its future 
efficiency are. concerned.

Ihe Federal Bureau of Investigation is just beginning to pick itself up 
after its worst legal smashup in 25 years . 

Disclosures wrung from the FBI by Judge Reeves, in the Coplon case, it 
has now become clear, have put J. Edgar Hoover's 4000 agents in a tough spot. 

Part of the task is a Humpty Dumpty affair. Ihe FBI cannot, with the 
'same assurance, promise any informant, real or prospective, that his information 
a will be kept confidential.; Even statutory limitations on revelation cannot restore 
' > the situation that existed before the Coplon case. Ihe FBI's files are only as 
confidential as the least secretive Federal judge wishes them to be, and no one 
can know in advance how confidential that is. 

Ihe bench order opening up the documents referred to by the slips in 
Judith Coplon's purse dealt the FBI a triple blow. 

(1) It uncovered secret informants, destroying their usefulness and 
in some cases perhaps exposing them to mortal risks. 

(2) It damaged the reputations of many persons named only incidentally 
in unevaluated and incomplete files. 

(3) It has added to the reluctance of informants who hitherto were 
shielded by confidential status. 

Ihese are three intelligence calamities against which the FBI for 25 
years has tried to protect itself. It has taken the most elaborate precautions 
to avoid all these risks.; It must now start all over again, to build back the 
sort of inviolability its secret archives once had. 

Oddly enough, the FBI Itself is being blamed and criticized for the 
nature of Coplon disclosures that it tried its best to prevent. 

Over the years, the bureau built up Its own policies, traditions and 
precedents to the point where its intelligence gathering operations were governed 
by patiently perfected standards, consistently applied. 

Ihe aura of secrecy that must surround such an. operation for years lent 
glamor to the FBI. Now the cloak of secrecy is producing mare mistaken notions 
than mystery. Ridiculous charges of FBI mistakes are being widely circulated, 
and the public has very little real information on which to test the plausibility 
of these charges. Ihe nature of the whole process of gathering intelligence 
is little understood.

There is only one FBI agent to every 40,000 citizens, but people are 
beginning to imagine, and fear, that an agency with all the omniscience and 
omnipresence of George Orwell’s fantastic secret police is spying into private 
lives, prying into habits, customs, manners and thoughts.; 

Actually, of course, the FBI has its hands full taking care of the 
investigations into which it gets pushed by other agencies and the public. It 
takes a complaint— backed up by some reasonably plausible evidence— alleging a 
violation of law or a threat to national security, to put ah agent on a private, 
citizen’s trail, m 1924, Hoover tried to make clear in a public statement that 
no investigation of any kind would be initiated except after receipt of informa- 
tion or complaints of acts constituting violation of some law over which the FBI 
had jurisdiction. This policy has been adhered to through the years. 

Allegation Isn’t Enough 

If your neighbor alleges that you are a Communist, will the FBI 
automatically and instanter set a crew of agents to work to check your behavior? 

Probably not.; Possibly not even if the FBI is convinced the allegation 
Is true. It has its hands so full of inquiries that it. cannot escape that it has 
tried to limit its Communist searches to cases involving Communists who are known 
to be leaders or Communists who are believed to be involved in. some direct < 
conspiracy to violate the laws of the United states. This is true of the ordinary 
private citizen. If the allegation concerns a Government employee’s loyalty, 
that is another matter.; 

In any case, however, the hot tips of jealous rivals, angry neighbors, 
disappointed lovers, business competitors and persons with kindred axes to grind 
will not plunge u bevy of bureau agents into hot pursuit. The .FBI. problem is 
•'which hunts" and not "witch hunts." 

It seemed a good idea, a few months back, to allow the world to believe 
the FBI had the whole country under surveillance. Maybe. It scared the Communists 
for a while. Now the idea seems to have scared the Whole country.; The average, 
citizen can rest assured FBI agents are not trying to get into his private life.. 
They are more anxious to keep out of it than he is to keep them out. 

It Just Pours In 

After the frivolous detail and some, of the seemingly irrelevant tripe 
in the documents of the Coplon case, this explanation ho longer Is so convincing. 
••Why did the FBI ever gather up this junk?" people want to know.; "What good^ 
was it?" "Who cares if somebody Went around, the. house in the altogether?" JJIf 
a beautiful Russian was a, little lax; morally, back. In Russia, what of it?" "If 
a clever continental opportunist swindled Nazis- and Fascists alike, what 
significance does that have now?" "Who cares vho introduced which guests at a 
cocktail, party?!* 

The answer, of course. Is that, the FBI didn’t gather it up, inmost 
instances. The stuff rolled in over the transom. Americans have a lot of confi- 
dence in the FBI. They rush to. it with reports on all sorts of suspicious actions 


on .the part of friends associates and neighbors.; Actually, they' were told to do 
so , in wartime.. Attorney General Biddle enjoined them to make no investigations 
and' take no actions against, the disloyal.; "Tell it to the FBI," the people 
were told.; And have they been telling it to the FBI? ,How well, only the weary 
agents know.; 


"Okeh, but why keep the stuff?/' people now, ask.; 

, The same people would be the first to point out how they had warned 
against a foreign agent,- a Communist or a crook, and the FBI had -paid them no 
attention, if the flood of fact and fancy was indiscriminately' dumped into the 
incinerator.; 


Pattern Can Evolve 

Moreover, this sort of mountain of miscellaneous gossip aiid rumor does 
have a certain usefulness . 

< t Properly collated and appraised, it can tell an intelligence officer a 
great deal about the reliability of sources . The crackpot who has warned the. 

FBI, . over the past. 20 years, of the Communist alliances of Presidents and Cabinet, 
members is not. likely to set off a Nation-wide, manhunt when he bobs up with. some, 
lesser allegations. 

t 1 

: Beyond this primary usefulness, the stray bits of volunteered informa- 

tion) ' over a period of years, may' some day fall into the proper places and at 
last make up a believable and useful pattern of information. So it is smart to. 
file all this stuff away.- It is not just a magpie instinct that causes, the. FBI 
to hoard this sort of material. 

"But they ought, not let this, undigested Stuff ever get out of their 
hands?" people protest. And if the FBI had its way,, such stuff never would’ see 
the light of a day. The. unevaluated and undigested, mass of information contained 
in miscellaneous complaints did not get out of the FBI until the Coplon case.; 

It was not' always guarded as carefully as it has been in recent years. 
But the ‘precautions'* against, the premature disclosure of such, tidbits have been, 
steadily increased.. Greater security is required by reason of international 
tension and by reason of the greater damage that any such disclosures do to an. 
individual in time of such, excited interest in and- hysteria about espionage. So 
the: FBI has! become more and more careful.; 

If any Government agency, including the loyalty boards and Civil 
Service agencies, , asks the . FBI if it. has any information about old Joe Doaks, 
it .will get a cautious answer.- The files, may bulge, with the vindictive asser- 
tions of neighbors who did not like Joe»s spite fence. But unless agents have had 
time to 'investigate the complaints,, the FBI answer will be: "We never have 
investigated him." 

While this is the policy of the FBI, some Government -officials and 
employees fear there have been deviations from it and think uninvestigated 
complaints have got into the hands of the loyalty boards.; This is disputed 
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♦ 


by Loyalty Board officials.; They' say that while the FBI has refused to submit 
evaluations or judgments on the conclusions to be reached from investigation , 
has .not turned Over miscellaneous reports of wrong-doing without investigation. 




That's why' the Coplon documents horrified the FBI. She/ contained, Just 
the sort of scrappy, incomplete, uninvestigated miscellany that can do. most, 
damage to individuals and expose to- the worst security risks confidential, 
informants.; 


The very incompleteness of the files made them more dangerous. In some 
cases, entire files relating to the individuals referred to in single documents, 
by their inherent contradictions,, even without summarization, “*fkt have cleared 
up the appearance of wrongdoing conveyed by bits and pieces of files* 
point of view, the court-conducted excursion into the morgue could not nave had 

worse results.; 


It is difficult to maintain airtight security in an organization of 
thousands of employees. Over the years, there.- have ‘been, some FBI 
breaches of the tight discipline that, the organization would like to maintain, 
individuals have let their enthusiasm run away with their Judgment and sometimes 
have talked privately to their friends, devaluated material has shorn up in 

• some congressional hearings.- Some' of the questions asked at hearings of the 
Committee on Uh-American Affairs seem to be a little more informed than. mere. 
Shots in the dark.; They' have caused some misgivings. Still,- the. record is a 

• good, one.; 


Specific Exceptions 


There are some clearly defined exceptions under which absolutely 
unappraised complaints are officially passed on to. other Government agencies, 


If the FBI gets an allegation of counterfeiting, for example, the; 
complaint goes straight to Treasury.; If it gets a charge; of naval sabotage, it 
is dispatched to ONI.; If an Army officer is. accused of irregularity, unle s 
the material is relevant, to some existing FBI case, it goes on over toG-2^ It 
was in this manner that. an. anonymous letter about Benny Meyers T?* 0 l!^? e sti- 
Air Force officers. Otherwise, there, has been .no release without some inve i 

ga'tion and evaluation.; 


Now that, the court, has put an end to this policy, what, is there to do? 


Can Congress devise a statute, that will seal up this ^evaluated in- 
formation? Is it possible to lay down a general rule as to what the. FBI must 
SS3STii& to^xecutive egScles, to Congress or to the; courtr Can^Congress 
define what the FBI must withhold? And even if Congress, does the Job, can 

anyone be sure that another Judge, in the name of the; mLe^FBI hoSef ' 
will, hot pry open the new legislative bam. door and let some more. FBI. horses 

out of the. bam? 


The classic stages of the intelligence operation may offer some clew to 
legislative action. Ahead of the military intelligence functional breakdowns, in. 
the case of the FBI, comes the stage of the complaint.; 
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Highest Secrecy 


"Ihe Complaint" stage certainly must he; the stage of highest secrecy 
and most complete security. 3his is the pre-case stage when there often is 
nothing at hand but the ill-formed suspicions of citizens or officials. An open, 
file here exposes informants to danger, tips off suspects to activities, circu- 
lates rumors and gossip and scandal about persons who may be innocent of any 
wrong-doing.; Hie more critical the. times, the more important that confidential 
security be maintained at this stage. 

"Hie Collection Stage" is the next interlude. At this stage, there has 
been at least enough scrutiny of a swatch of complaints to prompt someone to 
assign an agent to look into the matter and gather ,the facts.; Hie broadening file 
at this point may begin to fatten up with reports ■ of agents, correspondence, from 
part-time informants or special sources. 

She entire file, with the complementary and conflicting scraps of 
information, still is an undigested mass at the end of the collection stage, 
but, at least, the raw material of a completed report is at hand. Still, the 
patently false and the obviously malicious matter have not been screened out. 
Release of the file, at this stage, would be dangerous to individuals who are; 
innocent, and in the case of guilty individuals, it would be dangerous to Govern- 
ment agents and to security. 

"Hie Collation Stage" brings; all of this material before the eyes of 
experts who attempt to piece it together. At this. Junction, one informant cancels 
out another; one bit of information offsets another bit; a picture of the 
credibility of the testimony begins to emerge; a conception of the. reliability 
of witnesses begins, to form. Ihe risks of disclosure are. diminishing, but 
they have not. .yet disappeared . 

"Hie Evaluation Stage" brings the intelligence organization to its 
final phase of action. At this Juncture, what it believes to be the facts emerge 
from the, morass of assembled material. Hie report that finally is compiled at 
this level now gives a rounded picture of the whole, case. 

Such, a report, it is apparent, , might be properly disseminated within, 
the Justice Department and even to other governmental agencies directly concerned, 
say in loyalty cases. It could properly fora the basis for decisions to prosecute 
for law violations or the foundation of decisions to proceed in loyalty investi- 
gations. 

Could the report at this stage properly go to congressional committees? 
Would it be appropriate to furnish it intact to courts of law where the informa- 
tion involved is relevant to a prosecution or defense? Would it be right to 
it public in loyalty' proceedings? Would it be safe to constitute, it as a 
public record? 

Hie problem is complicated by the. variable nature, of the documents 
involved even at this stage. Hie FBI is not constituted to reach, final conclu- 
sions, pass final Judgments, pronounce decisions of .guilty or not guilty.; At the. 
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wry last level’ of 'the FBI’s operation, the . file contains mate rial that points \ 
toward conclusions of guilt but also, under the explicit instructions, of the FBI 
to its agents, it contains all the material that points to ; the innocence of the 
person or persons involved.. 

Many Further Steps 

m the parlance of military intelligence, the next, and final step, in the 
operation would be the dissemination of the collected, collated and. evaluated 
material. 


In our system of justice, however, there- are many further , steps. Ihe 
FBI reports form the basis of decisions by the Department of. Justice, by district 
attorneys and by grand juries, but /.they .are; not, in themselves, even decisions 
to prosecute* or not to prosecute. Agents are expressly enjoined not to make 
such -recommendation. After the decision of the prosecuting agency, comes the 
court action itself. 

Once the case actually is in court, how far .back; into the intelligence* 
operation may the court reach? Can it lay' before the jury the FBI report Itself, 
the collation study, the collection material and the complaints? Where must it 
stop if its policies are, to protect (1) the rights of the accused; (2) the 
security of the Government; (3) the safety of agents who risk their lives to 
gather information; (4) promises to confidential sources; (5) future efficiency 
of the FBI and i other intelligence agencies? 

It seems perfectly, clear that it : cannot and should not ever go behind > 
the evaluated reports, as it did in the Coplon case. It Is doubtful if it ought 
to reach into even the evaluated reports so long as the prosecution makes no effort 
to rest its case on undisclosed material (and the court surely can protect* 
defendants against incrimination by, any material not put; directly before the jury). 

, ’i 

Can the. limits of this accessibility, be defined in laws? 

That is the current problem of the Government.; Probably thelimits can* 
be defined more clearly than they are how. How can you prove that a spy stole 
secret documents without divulging the secrets in the documents that were stolen? 
ftiat Is the Justice Department’s dilemma, liitil the FBI has an answer, it is 
in the position of the unfortunate, honey bee. It can’t sting an enemy without 
. committing suicide . 
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This morning, Supervisor Dudley Payne of the Washington Field 
office advised that JUDIIH COPLCN had been sentenced to a term of 40 months - 
to 10 years on one count, and 1 to 3 years on the other count, sentences 
to run concurrently. He further advised that appeal bail was set at 
$20,000 and upon her failing to post . that amount, she was conaitted to the 
custody of the United States Marshal.

stated that portions of these reports were hearsay and gossip. In this 
connection I wish to reiterate that I have adhered to the. traditional policy 
of the Department to the fullest possible extent in keeping FBI reports on 
a confidential basis. The Department of Justice has always held that 
investigative reports of the. FBI are confidential.; The. Coplon case presented 
an unusual situation inasmuch as contents of FBI reports in the Department 
of Justice files were taken by an enployee. of the. department.. The Department 
took every possible, step to prevent their disclosure. It took. the. position, 
and I think properly so, that a question of national, security was involved,. 
Failing to gain the court* s acceptance of that position, it took the position, 
that the contents of reports were completely irrelevant to any possible de- 
fense raised by the defendant, on trial. Failing in. that, the Department 
proposed that all names be deleted froa reports unless it could be shown, that 




the. names were relevant to any theory of defense. And failing in. that, it 
proposed: that these documents be made available only to the defendant,, defense 
counsel, the jury, and the. court.- The Department could not have taken any 
other or further position. And having begun the prosecution of the case,- the

In' the position of either moving dismissal of the indictment voted 1 by the 
Grand Jury or presenting the documents as ordered by the court. 

That hearsay or gossip should appear in the investigative reports is to 
bo expected.

with certain reports of the FBI: 

"Disclosure of information contained .in the reports might 
also be the grossest kind of injustice to innocent individuals. 
Investigative reports include leads and suspicions, and some- 
times even the statements of malicious or misinformed -people. 

Even though later and more complete- reports exonerate' the 
1 individuals, the use of particular or selected reports .might , 
constitute 'the grossest injustice, and we all know that a cor- 
rection never catches up with an accusation." 

Before X concluded to permit the introduction of these reports, as is 
always my policy, X discussed the problem with Hr. J. -Edgar Hoover, Director 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, He both realized the- Importance of

maintaining the Departments long established policy of protecting FBI reports. 
Hr. Hoover .agreed that certain reports could be introduced if it became needs- ' 
sary while he believed it not advisable to produce others. The Central 
Intelligence Agency and the .Army advised that information furnished by 'them 
and incorporated in the FBI reports in question might be introduced (through 
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tho FBI reports),, if such was necessary to the .prosecution-of the case. X 
chose to proceed v;ith the prosecution, There was no ’’quarrel, 11 no "feud, " 
no "resignation."

admitted acquaintance with JUDITH COPLON and close 
friendship' with&LFRBD BOYNTON STEVENSON'. -He' 
advised that STEVENSON has dated COPLCN over a 
two-year period and introduced her "to KAD'FliANN'. v 
He denied CP membership or sympathy and said his 
political views were the same .as STEVENSON. \ 

KAUFMANN'made date with COPLON, which did not . 
take place because of her arrest. Ho later 
contacted STEVENSON who described COPLON as. 

"a wolf in shoop*s clothing. ^ He stated that 
STEVENSON was aw$re of COPLON 1 s political and 
economic views, which KAUFMANN and STEVEN SON 
cons idored to be those of a Communist; He, 
advised that a former roommate of 'STEVENSON'S 
was 1 definitely ”a follow traveler.” He insisted , l 
that STEVENSON was a loyal,- trustworthy Government 
employee. He agreed that he and -STEVENSON- had . 
access to highly confidential in format! on while in 
Army Security Agency. Details. of interview sot out.'

’ 100 Spruce -Street, Newark, New Jersey,' on; June 30, 1949, 

by ;SA BLAKE B*. TURNER and. the. writer, at. which tine he 
furnished the following Information r 

Background and Personal Views of K/DFMANN 

He is a, lo gal resident. of Bolmont,- Massachusetts, whore his parents 
reside. '.Ho attended. Harvard University and. majored in "Biochemistry, receiv- 
ing. an A. 5. Degree .as of 1943. He -completed his studies v/hile .in the .Army 
botweon 1943 and 1946. He was < assigned to. the. Army Security Agency, 

Arlington County, Virginia, for the period of the war. While in the service 
he became acquainted with ALFRED BOYNTCN STEVENSON ,; who lived with hi a. in. 
the same barracks. In February 1946 he was discharged froa the Aray. 

After scoking employment for throe months, he bocamo managing 
editor of a newspaper published principally by the Amalgamated Moat. Cutters 
and Butcher Workmen,- A.F. of L., at. 1 Camden,- /New Jersey,- whore' he. resided. 

This employment continued eleven months,- 1 after which, he went to work for 
the Associated Press, at Baltimore.; .He worked at. 'B'altimore;until April 
1949, whon ; ho was 'transferred at his own request, to . Newark. He stated ho 
had requested assignment to -the. New York' area. He is a night dosk; man at 
•the Associated Press' office, .'2.71 Halsey ; Street, Newark, New Jersey. :He 
ronts. a room in tho apartment • of ERIC WERTHHEIMi 100 Spruce Street ,- 
'Newark, -'Now Jersey.

Ho expressed in groat, detail his political- views and opinions, 

-in the- course, of which he doniod membership in. the Communist Party' or 
sympathy with its program. Ho. read excerpts from a private notebook of 
his, indicating pride, in his Jewish ‘ancestry and extolling the desire of 
Jews to remain a distinctive people individually and oolloctivoly. He 
pointed out. that this was repugnant to -tho Communist philosophyi Ho 
called attention to a note he had -made concerning an. Hungarian nows, 
dispatch which classified togother Zionist^ Trotskyitos. and Fascists. He 
Stated ' that, while ho was not a religious porson or a. Zionist, ho folt 
deep sympathy toward'. such persons.; Ho; added that, ho was. in the; process' of 
writing a novel, with- a Boston- background, which was .non-political in 
character. 


Ho dofinod”a follow travolor" as "one who knowingly or unwittingly 
adhored to the Coimnunist Party linq. in this regard ho said that he would 
considor a person who opposed the Marshal .Plan, votod for WAllACE, and- 
approved of practically everything the Soviet Government does',; tokon. 
togother, as clearly indicative that such, person was "a follow travolor.” 
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Hb did not. regard in .that : category persons; who favored race, o quality, 
progressive legislation,' and disapproved of tho Marshal plan >, taken 
separately. 

He statod th^t it was his often-stated opinion’ that ;p or boh s fre®, 
Brooklyn who obtainod college education woro invariably "follow' travelers." 

Ho, said ho had also often, expressed the idoa that intolloctual persons who 
prided thoaselvos in their rejection of conventional boliofs and ideas wore in 
capable of individual rejection or .denunciation of the- intolloctual group 
pattorn which thoy had adoptod and in effect had morely' exchanged one 
orthodoxy for another* Ho cleanly indicated, that he did not- belong and 
could not accept the rigidity of isuch. persons and views. Ho said he held 
an opinion pf colored, people that, amounted to a regard for then as. inferiors’ 
and that this, also amountod to. attributing race characteristics to 
individual mombors of the race. He pointed", out that, this; view, too, was. 
inconsistent 'and in compatible with Communismv 


KtUmmi's Eolations with STEVENSON , COPLC N", and" others 

KAWEMANN furnished tho following observations concerning the 
character,- background, and attitude of STEVENSON : 

Ho is a native, of Texas and a graduate of the. Toxas College of 
Minos. His , pa ror.ts woro dovout Moth odists. STEVENSON indicated to 
KAUFMANN that his mother taught him. toloranco toward othor religious and 
racial groups.- He said STEVENSON had what ho rogardod. as tho typical pride 
of ToxanS in their stato. 

STEVENSON favored greater equality and opportunity, for the Negroos 
but resented, in. s D&nnor which FM/JfN considered typically Southern*, 
criticism of tho South end its treatment, of tho Nogroos whon -voiced by' 
Northerners., Ho said STEVENSON insisted that a groat many Southerners 
were conscious of the. race problem, wore doing something about it and did not. 
want. Northerners, or tho. Federal Government to intorforo in the solution of 
the problem. 

Ho considered STEVENSON to have an' alert,- loarnod.and' original 
mind. STEVENSON as an English major at. college was well informed and 
interested in litcraturo. XAUFMANN recalled ,a discussion 'with STEVENSON 
in Baltimore; concerning literature,- in which. STEVENSON deplored the effect 
of the Soviot. influence on satellite state literature.; He thought a 
Hungarian, for example, should be froo. to write a Hungarian, novel. 

STEVENSON statod that Russians were 'compelling satellites to bocomO Russian 
before procooding towards, tho goal of Communism. STEVENSON at tho time drew 


a diagram to illustrate this point* Ke drew an arrow front Russia to; ’’the 
goal” and then drew an arrow fron the satellite to Russia and then to 
’’the goal .” K.UFKANN said he wanted to emphasize that STEVENS® was not 
advocating that Russia should pornit the satellites to proceed to 
Communism in their own way" btit was confining his discussion to tho, effect 
of tho Russian, influence on (Satellite literature*. SfEVENS® roforrod' to 
the Russian influence as a ”dpad hand,’* in litoraturo* 


KAU nim regarded feTEVEN SOT at "old -fashioned" in some respects* 
particularly asto women., He said STEVENS® was extremely tolerant and 
understanding of persons who hold views differing from his own. Ho indicated 
that STEVENS® was -deeply' sympathetic with, his mother’ s doveti on to 
Methodism but did not share her opinion* STEVENS® disagreed with KAUFMANN 
an tho racial inferiority of Negroes expressed by K/NFM/NN. 


Ho said he was convinced that STEVENSON was not a Communist. or 
Communist sympathizer* Ho referred to his standard' for" testing on. this 
point by saying that, he know that STEVENSON was a rogi stored 'Democrat, and 
had voted for "HARRY. S * TRUMAN and approved the Marshal Plan.- Ho pointed 
out/ how'ovor/ that. STEVENSON had originally favored "the candidacy' of 
HENRY SALT. ACE bof oro'it was publicly' shewn, that, "tho Communists 'controlled 
him." Ho oxpressod tho. opinion that a Communist under no circumstances 
could support, the TRUMAN candidacy. 


He said, he considered STEVENSON and. himself to-be "non-Marxist" 
.politically and economically* He dic^ however/ stato that, they woVe.’ not; , 
"anti-Marxist."' 


■Ho concluded that, ho and STEVENS® shared the Same political 
and economic Opinions. 

’KAUFF.NN Said his relationship Writ h STEVENS® was of such a. nature 
that ho was certain that, ho know hotter than any person tho views and opinions 
of STEVENSON • .Ho was certain that STEVENS® would not conceal them . from him 
and,- in fact, would attempt to confihco KAUFMANK of them* Ho said that if 
STEVENS® hold Communist opinions, ho would knew it, : and ho. was' suro ;th.at 
STEVENS® vrould try to convert him,- which did not happen* in; the period 
since KAUFM/NN loft tho service, ho has 'boon in. touch with STEVENS® in' 
person,, hy mail,-, and by- telephone. He said thoro might have been a. thro o 
or. four months interval without contact, but thoro wore also periods that he 
was in. touch with, him two or throe, tinos in a week. 

KAUFMANN ‘stated that, ho approciatod the need and desirability of 
maintaining and investigating tho loyalty" Of por sons having access to 
confidential -information. He- stated it. was the right of the Government to 
do so/ and ho approved of it. Ho Stated furthor that he -considered 


STEVENSON to bo a. talented nan for his work; and completely loyal to tho 
Government of tho United Stated and trustworthy" in every' respect. Ho would 
rogard it as a real loss, to tho. Government in. fact, if STEVENSON wore 
relieved of his present assignment. Ho statod that the work' of tho Army 
Security Agency was highly confidential and refused to explain its functi on 
to tho interviewing agents. Ho adpsitted that.. STEVENSON ‘had access to 
restricted information and matorial in. tho Army Security Agency,- as ho had 
while in .that sorvico* 

K/UMN said,, as far as ho. knew,- ■ STEVEN SON mot JUDlTK COPLCN 
whil.o both of -thorn wore attending one of tho Washington^ DiC*, colleges 
(probably vino rican' University), whe^o they had classes together* 

STEVENSCN's interest in her , shone d to arise,- ho. said, from. STEVENSON'S 
kindness or tenderness because COFLCN presented herself as a "poor, 
lonesome. littlo. girl.”' Hd said STEVENSON datod-ho'r frequently' over a. 
period of at. least, two years until the. time of her arrest. Ho pointed 
out,- however, that sho did* riot appear to bo in tho forefront of 
^ST EVEN SON * s thoughts', and that he was interested' in and .dated other women 
^during tho same period. Ho rooallcd' one of those individuals as being 
Mrs.- EVELYN BUNDING, a divorcee. KAUFlUNN thought this was not romantic, 
oithor and that STEVENSON, merely felt, sorry' for her because her husband 
had given hor a "hard, tine.” STEVENSON once told him about a girl who 
proposed marriage to him,- but ho cannot, rocall tho name if -STEVENSON * 
mentioned iti ,Hc. said' there was also a red-haired girl whose name he could 
not remember. KAUFMAN N had soon hor' and did not think' she was political , 
but merely a "party girl." 


■K/MFM/NN said' that after ho had’ obtained tho job' in Camden in 
tho spring of 1946, he returned to. Washington and contacted some of his 
old friends in the Army Socurity' Agon cy. This rosultod in a dinnor party 
at. one of tho Washington', soafood restaurants (probably Hogatos). He 
renemborod it was on the waterfront and that, thoy' had had to wait in line 
for sorvico. Eo rocallod that while waiting for dinner, ho; was introduced 
to COFLCN by STEVENSON ,- who brought hor.- They' had a littlo conversation, 
in w hich ho; loarnod that they had a friend from Now York; in common* The 
nano,- ho said,- was of no significance.; Tho. affair was purely social, and 
ho cannot remenbor any conversation of any' significance' that took place

on him at that. time. 


A stt&rti tine lator ho visited COPLON’s apartnont with ST’BVENSCN 
and possibl^TLOYD ALBERT',- a roonaato of STBVEMSCil . His best recollection 
was that they noroly stoppod in during tho aftornocn to pay' a social call 
at her apartnont. Ho rcnonboro.d that ho. looked at her colloction of books. He 
is inclined to boliovo that, ho nay havo at that tino force- d the opinion that 
she was "very far' left’* front the nature, of tho titles. Ho could not 
renonbor any : of the titles but thought it probablo that a lot of then 
dealt W ith Russia,; although he could not bo. certain 

Ho did not soo JUDITH COFLGT fron that day" until tho interview.- 

About throe months boforc COFLON v^as‘ arrosted in Hew York',- ho 
visitod STEVENSCILI,* and STEVENSON suggested that thoy visit COPLON. Ho said 
that, ho had Just "fallon out” with a girl in Baltinoro,- and STEVENSON 
probably regarded hin as lonosono and wanted to ’’fix it. up for no” with 
COPLCN, whom ho also probably considorod as lencsone.. He said STEVENSCEl 
told hin that. COPLQN* had confided to hire that hor fanily wore putting pressure 
on hor to got. carried bccauso sho was gotting along in years. 

KAUF.YANH was. asked why STEVENSON wasn’t interested In carrying 
hor hies e If if sho was as attractive as doscribod, intolloctual, lonosono 
etc*. To this ho answered ho didn’t kn ow exactly but. bolievod thoro would 
be objection to a ’’nixod car rl ago.” lutttlUM said that ho approvod of the 

suggestion and then nado sono concent concerning CQPLON * s figuro, which ho 
doscribed as; ”buxon" and askod if sho had her own apartnont.. STEVSNSCN 
said sho had given up tho apartnont and was, rooming with tho fanily. 

STEVENSON appeared to rosont tho renarks as. indicating that KAUFMANN night 
Havo a soxual interest in her and docidcd not to take KAUFJIAKN to coot her.- , 

Ho said STEVENSON* did not openly state this objection but, in fact, said 
ho did not think it would bo a good idoa bocauso. JUDY night feel inferior to 
KaUFK/IJN because. KAUFKANK was a Harvard nan. -ST EVENS CXI, however, did give 
'KiUFM/HH JUDY’S telephone nunbor. 

Approxinately three nonths lator (probably on March 4, 1949), 

KAUFIIANK telephoned COFLON fron .Baltinoro and asked hor for a date for the 
folio, Ting Tuesday or Wednesday,, which woro his days off. Ho said sho said 
she couldn ’t arrange it .then bccauso she had sono "reports to get ready” 
and suggested that thoy cake it tho. following wook, and tho dato was nado to 
coot her in Washington . Ho said that his 1 acquaintance with hor was so 
slight that he did not know whether sho would rocogniz c hin when ho called, 
and ho told of having not. her on tho occasion previously rof erred to, and 
sho rocogoized hin at onco. (it nay bo noted that if STEVENSON was attempting 
to find a boyfriend in KAUFIMNN for COFLCN, ho probably' spoke to her about it,, 
which would oxplain hor recognizing tho -caller.). 


After tho arrest of COFLCN , KAUF MANN saw tho account in the 
nowspapors and in his own office but. did not realize that it was the 
individual ho know until Monday or Tuesday after hor arrest.- The reason he 
didn’t recognize her,- ho said,; was tho fact that ho. thought her nano was 
JUDY COPELAND,- that she was employed in the Labor Department, and attcndod 
HUntor' College* When he realized, howovofi that, it night, be the sane 
individual, ho called STEVENSON at. the. Army Security Agency from Baltimore 
and had the following cryptic conversation' with him: 

KAUFKANN i ^Do you remomber, tho girl whoso telephone number you gave no 
a few months ago?” 1

STEVENSON: "Yosi” 


KAUFMANM: ”1 havo a date with hor for next week.” 

STEVENSON: tt I don’t think it’s a good idoai rt 

KAUFMANN: "That’s what. I wondered . I thought maybe, it. was a case of 

mistaken identity.” 


STEVENSON : "No, it isn’t.- Sho.*s a wolf ‘in .shoop*‘s clothing.,” 


KAUFMAN N explained, to tho interviewing agents that., he was guarded 
in' his' conversation bocauso STEVENSON was' at his place of employment. 

KAUFMANN on his day off , which would have been the day planned for 
tho date (apparently March. 15), wont to Washington fron Baltimore to soo 
STEVENSON .; Ho indicated that, sooing STEVENS® was incident, to seeing other 
friends in Washington on that day,- although ho' admitted 1 ho was anxious, to. talk 
to STEVENS® about COPLON. Ho described STEVENSON'S attitude on this occasion 
as. ono of concern,; chagrin,- disillusionment,- and amazement.- STEVENS® stated 
that he had not. givon> nor had she solicited,- any' information concerning his 
work. Ho. was; con corned,- however* that. COPLON might havo loarnod something of 
value, by no roly knowing him and appraising tho character, quality,- and nature 
of the men assigned -to the ivork ho; was; doing. STEVENSON thought it possible 
that, this in. i.tsolf night have intelligence value. He said STEVENSON was 
also greatly concerned lost the military authorities; consider that, ho had 
boon indiscreet ncroly in associating with COPLON. 

K/UFMOT said that STEVENS® indicated a boliof that COPLON 
was; guilty as accused, as. did KAUFMANN.; He said STEVENSON made no dofonse 
of herand was shocked that, a person who had appoared to him so innocent 
could, in fact, havo boon so "sinister." • He. said that the nature of their 
discussion was such that it was apparent that. STEVENSON and KAUFMANN both 
know' that COPLQI hold views and opinions which would classify her asa. 


Communist. Ho said .tho only difference of opinion, between then was that 
jwJJFEANN was not surprised that sho; was" capable of committing ospibnago, 
w hi 10 STEVENSON was surprisodj -> j 

KAUfWJJN indicated that all 1 he knew about JUDY COFL® Jio . learned 
froa STEVENS®, although ho cannot, no call when or how" ho caao -to the 
conclusion that she was a Conmi|nist or holder of Communist views.

K/JUFli/dIN * s attention, was 'directed to- a. conversation he had mentioned 
having with STEVENSON concerning STEVENSON'S, arm political, views,- which 
KAUFJMTN at. first, indicated took place in Baltimore at tho tine of tho 
discussion concerning tho; effect of Soviot domination on. satellite 
literature. On second thought, ho was of tho opinion, that, this discussion" 
took place, in. Washington on anothor occasion, porhaps six’ months ’before ■ her 
arrest* During tho. discussion, the. details of which, wore rather vague in 
AAUFlI/NN ' s ro collect ion, STEVENSON referred to a. Corttuni st pr Communists 
characterizing STEVENSON as a "confused liboral." STEVENS® did not identify 
tho person or persons he w as referring to, but at tho" tino K/NFI5AHT thought 
ho was referring to JUDITH; COPLON. Despite tho fact, that ho thon thought, 
and still, thinks STEVENS® was referring to; COFL®*, ho cannot recall -what, prior 
discussion ho had -with. STEVENSON concorning the nature and character of 
COFL® *s views. 

It nay bo noted that, according to KAUFi'ANN, ho; not. her at the 
dinner at Hogatos,; visited her" apartment once, shortly thereafter,* and 1 had 
tho single telephone conversation asking" a date. Ho, thoreforo, knew 
nothing concorning C0FL®*s. activities or associates, nor did ho know what 
activities sho participated in with. STEVENS®, ' Further,, sinco :ho appeared 
convinced. of COPL® * s; being a Communist, ho must have learned it from 
STEVENS®. Hb was reasonably 'certain that, his opinion" was" not based on 
retrospect in; viow of hor arrest.: Hb casually mentioned that STEVENS® and 
COPL® nay . have gone to foreign movies together. 'He also thought that the 
courses; they took; togethor in Washington; were in the field of labor* 

STEVENSON on", some occasion informed K^FIM' that" ho was being 
-investigated by the FBI as early" as six months boforo COPL®*s arrest. 

STEVENS® regarded tho investigation as more than routine and suspected 
that sonoono in his place of omploynent night havo reported hits maliciously" 
becauso of his atti.tudo on racial discrimination or segregation. At that 
tine it never occurred to STEVENS®,- hb said,- that it might, be because of 
COPL®. ' 


KAUFIiftNN was askod about, othor associates of STEVENS®. KAUFMANN 

v'oluntoorod that BILL ,--who roomed. with STEVENS® for a short while 

was "definitely a follow travolor," He -described BILL as a school teacher 
in tho Montgomery County" School. System,. Maryland,- who. taught History: or' 
Social Scionoo. Ho played tho cello and gave, private lossons in music. ' 

Ho thought his. last. nemo, began with M S" and that, it, was. a ono-syllablb nano.' 


Ho was then asked if ho wore acquainted Tilth. FLOYD ALBERT J a 
roommate of STEVENSON. .KAUFH/NIJ said ho know hin but not well enough - to 
know what ho thought about, anything.: & doscribod hin. as unusually reticent 
on tho occasions when they wore together* 

^ noted that, practically all of tho information sot out in 

this, report was furnished in a free, flowing narrative by Mr.-- K/UFK/NN 'with 
. »'” C0d for ^ uostifnin S except for clarification. It was observed that 
than, trembled from head to foot during tho first hour or more of tho 
interview' . Ho was unable to control his; hands , or facial muscles. Although 
the room was. comfortably warm* he got. up during tho intorviow end put on a 
sweater because ho said ho was cold* 

^ stated that ho 'was unable to furnish any other pertinent, infornati 

but that, if ho lator thought of anything, he would inncdiatoly contact this' 
office. 


KAUFliAhu stated that ho had told a groat many friends and 
acquaintances of tho. fact that ho had nado a date with JUDY COPLON just, 
boforo sho was arrested out of a. feeling of prido in being associated 
with. 'Some notorioty. Hd also advised that just boforo the writer oallod 
* eK? a PPointncnt with: him on June 29,- 1949, ho had nailed a lotter 
to S* Eva SON asking hew his morale was and what was now in tho. COPLON caso.- 

K/dJFI^OT advised tho. writer by tolophono July!, 1949, that, ho 
folt. obligated to advise STEVENSON that ho had boon interviewed by the. FBI* 

He re-stated his loyalty to tho. United St.atos, his loyalty to his enployor, 
and his loyalty to his friends. Ho folt. that insofar as thoso loyalties. 

Ihconsistont,; ho would bo. bound to bo as. frank end honorable with 
STEVENSON as. ho had boon with tho agents. Ho said ho was convinced boyond 
doubt of the honesty: and loyalty of STEVENSON' and would oppose hin or put 
obstructions, in his path if he thought it. possible that ho Would bo disloyal.

At that tine Judge BJRuT set the trial 
date for October 17, 1949, 

The Bureau will recall that in Wa*hingten, PAIMSR was aliened te 
■cross-examine" Special Agents en tbs question ef the legality ef the arrest, 
before the Jury was brought in. This waa in connection with a notion filed 
by PAIMSR which was similar te the ones PAD* SR argued en July 11. On tbs last 
date, PA1M3R told Judge BuNDT that in connecti n with the notions, ht wanted 
to put Agents ef the FBI en the stand. Judge BOND? has this, as well as ether 
natters in connection with the notions under condide ration. 


Then tee, the Bureau will recall that during the course ef the trial, 
the Special Agents, particularly the H.I. Agents, were subjected to very 
lengthy cross-examination, much ef which dealt either directly or indirectly 
with Bureau investigative techniques and policy. Also, the Agents were 
questioned en a wide variety of natters about which they have ne way ef 
refreshing their recollection, other than from the transcript of the testintsy 
taken during tbs trial. While mast of this type of testiaoxy is wholly 
lrrevelant and unimportant, past experience has shown that PAI1IBR seises 
upon the nost uninporta nt natters in attempting te ehen discrepancies in 
Agents' testimony. Be realises, of course, that this is the only way he can 
attack the credibility ef an Agent ef the FBI. 


In view sf the above, and further, in view of the fact that the majority 
of the traneeript contains testimony of Hew Fork Agents, it is requested that 
the Bureau, if possible, arrange with the Department te have the traneeript 
of the Washington trial sent te R.7. in advance of the trial date. This will 
enable the Agents to review that testimony which is unrelated to the natters 
about which they would normally testify. It is realized that the Department 
must use this transcript in preparation for PAIMSR'S appeal, but as seen as 
it is available, it would be appreciated if the Bureau would give consideration 
to Hew York's request.

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AGGRAVATING CIRCUM3TANCK3 

Miss COPLONand VALENTINE ALEKSEEVICH OUBITCHEV, a Russian 
national attached to the United Rations Delegation of the USSR in New York 
were arrested together on March 4, 1949 by Special Agents of the FBI and 
were both indicted by a Federal Grand Jury in the Southern District of New 
fork on March 10, 1949 for violations of Section 371 in that they conspired 
to violate Sections 793, 794 and 2071 of Title 18, U.S. Code* 

Miss COPLON was also charged by the Grand Jury with violations 
of Section 793 and 794 of Title 18, U.S. Code. 

Both were arraigned before -Judge SIMON H* RIFKIN of the 
Federal District . Court, Southern District of New Turk, March 11, 1949 at 
which time COPLON pleaded not guilty to all counts affecting her. Bail was 
set at $20,000 which-was made and she was released on that date.

Miss COPLON' S ' and OUBITCHEV* s trial on the above charges is 
scheduled to commence in the United States District Court, Southern District 
of New York, October 17, 1949.

She 
attended Public School #197 from September, 1927 to June, 1931 and Public 
School #206 from June, 1931 to June, 1935, both elementary schools in Brooklyn, 
New York* She attended James Madison High School also in Brooklyn from 
September, 1935 to June, 1939* .From September, 1939 to June, 1943, she 
attended Barnard College, graduating cum laude with an AB degree, majoring in 
History. Since then, she has attended George V/*ahington Law School for 
seven nights, attended courses at American University, both Washington, D.C. 
and has completed all of the requirements for an MA degree with the exception 
of the writing of a thesis at the latter institution. 

Miss .COPLON' a father, SAMUEL M. COPLCN, deceased, was bom 
March 31, 1380 at Trey, New York. Her mother, REBECCA MCRAH COPLCN, was 
bom March 15, 1890 at Albany, New York and is preeently residing at 178 Ocean 
Barkway, Brooklyn, New York. She has a married brother, BERTRAMS, COPLON, 
presently operating the SAMUEL M. COPLON &. SON COMPANY, 1133 Broadway, New 
York City, he having taken over the business from his father after the latter's 
retirement several years ago. BERTRAM COPLON acts as a sales representative 
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tor toy manufacturers ana resides with his "wife, SHIRLST SKIDMAN COPLCN, 

152 East 89th Street, M.Y.Clty.

On June 15, 1943, Miss CQFLON was employed by the Economic 
Warfare Section, War Division, Department of Justice, 225 Broadway, Mew fork 
City as an expert, junior economist, 

CH December 20, 1.944, Miss COELOM was ordered transferred to 
the position of analyst in the Foreign Agents Registration Act Section of 
the Department of Justice, Washington, D.C., such transfer to be effective 
January 16, 1945. The transfer was actually effected on February 16, 1945 
and she continued in this employment at Washington, D.C. until the date of 
her arrest, March 4, 1949. in Washington, she last resided in a single 
room at Jefferson Hall, McLean Gardens Development, 3$85 38th Street, M. W. 
Prior to that time, she resided.at 2634 Tunlaw Road, N.W. and 321 Varnum 
Street, N.W. Miss COPLON is single and has never been married. She has no 
known previous criminal record. 

Concerning her reputation, on June 22, 1949, during her trial 
in Washington, D.C., Miss COPLON admitted sharing a room with one, HAROLD 
SHAPIRO, a Justice Department Attorney in a hotel in Baltimore, Maryland on 
the night of January 7, 1949 and again in a Philadelphia Hotel on, the night 
of January 8, 1949. The hotel registers of these two hotels were introduced 
into evidence at the trial and they reflected that Miss C0PL0H and Mr. 
SHAPIRO had been registered in both hotels as Mr. and Mrs. H.P. SHAPIRO. 
During her trial, she also admitted having spent Mew Tears Ere, December 31, 
1948 in the apartment of a jfriend in Washington, D.C. with Mr. SHAPIRO and 
that she later spent other nights in Mr. SHAPIRO* s apartment in Washington, 
D.C.

On May 31, 1949, the government ihtroduoed into evidence at 
Miss COPION’s trial, papers found in her purse on the night she was .arrested 
on March 4, 1949 in New fork City in the company of OUBITCH13F* One of the 
papers headed "LORRAINE ELKIN SINDERBRAND" which COPLON admitted typing 
said* 

"She remembers me as a communist and X think she is

Reference is made to Bureau letter of July 19, 19h9 'which 
changed the office of origin from Washington, D.C. to New York in the above

The Washington Field Office has reviewed its files and all 
pertinent information therein is in the possession of the New lork Office* 
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TAMES TUCK, telephone Trafalgar 3-663!*., who Identified 
himself 0 a free-lance writer, telephoned me today and advised 
that he is preparing an article on assassination, and inquired of 
me as to methods used in protecting prominent visitors to this 
country, .the Presidents firil ly, etc* I advised him that matters 
of this nature were handled by the Secret Service of the Treasury, 
Department, and suggested that he communicate with the Secret Service 
New York office for the information he desired* 


I also advised Mr* Tuck of the provisions of the Federal 
Extortion Statute insofar as interstate communications were con- 
cerned, pointing out that the guarding of' persons threatened with 
injury or death, or property damage, would be handled. by local 
police or possibly such persons might engage private detective 
agencies at their own expense to handle such work* 

Mr*. Tuck during the* conversation also suggested he might 
drop down to see me some time In connection with another' article 
he had been approached teyfarite, concerning the: Coplon case, advising 
that through a mutual acquaintance Archie Palmer had approached him 
to do a piece on Coplon* Mr* Tuck advised he. was unaware of what 
publication this would be intended for, advising that Palmer wanted 
the article prepared ,from the "frane-up” angle, which he. Tuck, 
felt impractical in view of the open trial and conviction and the 
amount of publicity afforded the trial* Tuck felt the only possible 
way to prepare the article was from the ” confessional" angle* I 
emphasized to 'him that neither I nor anyone else in the FBI would 
discuss any possible article -on the Coplon case, since there is 
another trial pending, and as long as the case is in a pending status 
any comment by this office would be impossible* Tuck said that 
in discussing this, with Palmer that Palmer had seemed to feel tha t

Palmer to be careful as there were PB I agents on the same floor. .According to 
Mr. Loewenthal, Mr. Palmer replied that "he hated them; ahd they hated him", and 
that 'the agents knew he was around. 

*t is suggested that inasmuch as Mr. Palmer is frequently on the 16th 
Ploor in connection with. bankruptcy cases and will be the defense attorney in 
Hew York trial this fall of the above captioned subject that agents on the 16th 
floor be warned to be particularly careful of their talk,, when in the public 
corridor of the 16th floor.

Judge -BONDY stated that he was not entirely satisfied that there 
was probable cause for the arrest .without a, warrant and further that .he 'was 
not entirely satisfied with the possibility: of COPLON'S escape at the: time of 
her’ arrest on March 4,, 1949..- Judge ‘BONDY-; added that .the FBI on March 4, 1949 
-cnew where COPLON. lived -and where'she would ^ probably go that, night -(to, her 
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parent *s home in Brooklyn}, and, therefore the element of possibility of escape 
necessary in connection with an arrest without a warrant was not. entirely 
clear* Judge BONDY stated that he would probably want to hear testimony on 
the circumstances leading to and surrounding the arrest* 

A tentative date was sot for the hearing on September 21, 1949, at 
which time agents might possibly bo called upon to testify. Mr.* TiHEARTY 
advised that it was not. certain whether Judge BONDY would hear testimony.

ONTACTS AND ASSOCIATES OP JUDITH COPLON 


On April 20, 1949, BIANCA RCESTI, who is now Mrs. THOMAS LORD,, was 
interviewed at her residence at 72 Barrow Street, New York City, by Special 
Agents WILLIAM A. KOLAR and THEODORE G. KIRSCHNER. It will be, recalled that 
RCESTI was employed' with COPLON in the* Economic Warfare Section of the Depart- 
ment of Justice from July, 1943 -to February, 1945. 1 


ROESTI advised that although she had been associated with COPLON 
in this section of the Justice Department for approximately two years, they 
had not worked in the same office and she had never associated extensively 
with COPLON. ROESTI stated that she had never associated with COPLON outside 
working hours, and merely had been with her outside of the office when girls 
from the office had lunch together on various occasions© R'CESTI advised that 
she had never noticed that COPLON was noticeably pro-Communist or pro-Soviet 
in her words or actions. Ini this connection RCESTI pointed out that at that 
time the United States was allied with Russia and that pro-Soviet talk was 
much more prevalent and less noticeable. RCESTI claimed, however, that- she 
had made it a point never to discuss politics with the people din the office, 
and that this included COPLON. 

RCESTI was unable te recall that COPLON had ever taken any files 
or other material to her home overnight. She was also unable* to recall any 
particulars concerning COPLON*S transfer from the EMS Section of the Justice 
Department in New York to the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the 
Department in Washington. RCESTI advised ‘that she herself had been among 
the first who were approached in connection with a proposed transfer to 
Washington, but she had refused because she desired to remain in Not York. 

She could not recall that COPLON had ever expressed any particular interest 
in getting into 'the Foreign Agents Registration or any other particular line 
of work. She did, however, recall that COPLON appealed extremely enthusiastic 
about her work.

RCESTI advised that except for herself, she believed that all of 
the other girls employed in the MS Office were graduates of Barnard College. 

She was questioned, as to the individuals whoa she recalled as boias the 
jelosest associates with COPLON* \SJie mentioned four women; namely, ®&3IEN SIEGEL, 
'ELSIE ' FREMUS^g HIRLEY AR0N0W, and^BEA WALFISH. She added, however, that WALFISH 
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had : left 'the '-EKS early and; probably, was not as close to COPLON as :.the other' 
i three girls* \kCESTI also laentibned'- that she recalled that COPLON had worked 
"oh- projects foxWfARD RE2NICK,9ffiaiAN: RITCHIN, , and- -a; Mr. SACHS, whose .first 
name she could, no^ remember* - RCESTI- . claimed that she did not re call" that any 
-of -.the *above mentioned* persons. .on any other .individuals -in. the "EWS were 
particularly pro-Russian in their viewpoint. She; stated that she could not 
say, 'that any of the employees were Ccmunists or, pro-Communist. She did 1 
recall, however, that on one occasion she, :RC£STI,-;had made the remark' in, the 
office that, as far as she wasxoncemed, the -Russians were as bad. as. the 
Nazis. When she made this remark, the. other employees in the office disagreed; 
strongly* with her . '■ ■ , * 



■ 'ROESTI, advised that' her -parents no longer maintain a. residence in 
Brookliney Massachusetts, and that her father and mother now i reside in Zurich, 
Switzerland, where her father is; employed'- by the -Bank/. of America* RCESTI 
further advised that in .early ; 1943, prior to entering employment with 1 , the ' 
Department of Justice, she had.boen employed selling music in Boston., She 
;had taken a vacation and come to. New .York, and had looked around in New York, 
for a job** A friend, of '.hors,, whoso name s he did 1 not *re call advis ed- her that 
■she .'might obtain a job with the Economic Warfare -.Section of the Department; of 
Justice, ’and that this section: was ‘interested-* in: obtaining- persons who : could’ 
handle the .German' language. On .this .basis .RCESTI applied -for the job, and was, 
interviewed by NCRMAN BURSLHR.. 'She added that she might also have been 'inter- 
viewed by;. ROBERT 7J0LHFGRTH, but could not - recall specifically. After she .was 
hired ty EWS, she was given. German .translating and .research work to do* 


RCESTI advised that -after her -.resignation; from tho-EEJS,. she .taught 
music for two < years at the Work and "Play School located at Nine West 82nd 
Street, New York-City. She ' then transferred- to her present position. Sho ■ is 
now employed as. a music teacher at ,tbe<Greenvale School, a private school for 
boys .and girls from the firs t^.to -the* ninth grades, located at Glenhead,, long 
Island* In' June of 1947; she married 1 THOMAS .-LORD, with whom she now resides, 
at the .'aboyo address . Mr. LORD is. not employed 'but is studying -commercial- art,

York State Department of. Labor, 80 Centre; Street, Manhattan, New York, where 
ho is employed as. a Junior Economist. Be was interviewed by Special Agents 
■ 'STEPHEN , A. 'MC GAHR and JOHN R. MURPHY, JR.'

ALBERT stated he had met JUDITH COPLON inUhe Fall of 1947 when' both 
were attending American University,. He advised that^LFRED STEVENSON intro- , 
duced him to COPLON. He stated he formerly lived witiASTEVENSON at 1635 North 
Woodstock Street, Arlington, Virginia and at 1428 R Street, Northwest, 
Washington. D. C.

ALBERT stated that after the introduction he saw COPLON a few times 
and had visited with other friends at COpLON 1 S home in Washington. Ho stated 
that, all these visits, were purely social; that at no time did they discuss, 
any politics and that he knows nothing. of COPLON’S' political views. He stated 
that at tho time 'he met COPLON he and- STEVENSON were employed in. the' Army 
Signal. Corps at Arlington^- Virginia, in the Army,. Security Division, as analysts. 
ALBERT would not state what his duties were while so employed, advising that 
the work was extremely confidential, and he did not knew whether he could tell 
the interviewing agents what he was employed at* He denied that he furnished 
, COPLON any information or -that at any time did she request any information. 

ALBERT reported that among the people with whom he was f rlcndly' and 
\ who knew COPLON were STEVE NS ON , %AT HY PEARCE, who is now married tcSERTHUR. 
VLETIS, both residing at 1220 North Quinn Street, Arlington, Virginia* and 
WOAN McKSNZIE. ALBERT stated that all of tho above persons had been , employed 
xn the Ar my Security' Division. ' 

ALBERT advised that he knew that COPLON was working on confidential 
information for the Department Of Justice,’ bit exactly what type he did not 
know. 

Regarding himself, ALBERT stated that ho resides at 1420 Avenue L, 
Brooklyn, New York, . and formerly resided at 1716 Irving Street, North : "Nos t, 
Washington, D. C. He graduated from Brooklyn. College in January, 1942 with 
a BA Degree and attended New York; University during 1942, taking courses in 
History. Bb stated he received his Master’s Degree in ‘Economics from the 
American University.: Hb is at .present, attending New York University, , taking, 
courses .in Public. Administration. 
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ALBERTstated he served in .the United States Amy. from June, 1943' 
vto ^rch, 1946, being discharged; with a T-4 rating. His Army Serial* Number 
'Was, 12142031. ,1 

ALBERT stated he is \ a member of the .AVC-and was formerly a member. 

•of the Southern Conference. For^Human Welfare.. He ‘is a registered American 
Labor Party voter and admits,; ho is “left. of center” politically. He denies 
being a member’ of the Communist Party.. He. resides with his mother at the 
^aforementioned address and is single.

on, July 11, 1948, and both - he and COPLCN shared a taxi cab from the station. 
PAVIA was driven to his hotel first, and then COPLCN continued on in the cab 
to her hotel. 

PAVIA stated that he has never seen JUDITH COPLON since that date 
but that she did, however, call him on the phone at his New York apartment in 
the fall of 1948 and, as a result, a dinner date was arranged. ' However, PAVIA 
sAid,. a few days later COPLCN called him again and cancelled the dinner engage- 
ment, stating that she would be unable to make it. PAVIA stated that he has 
not heard from or seen COPLON since that -time.

) During the period of this report the only tine that GUBITCHEV' 
vras actually surveilled was on July. 11, 1949, when he left the Soviet 
establishment at Glen Cove, Long Island, where he is presently living, in. 
order to attend a hearing in* connection with, the case. On this date te was 
driven to the Soviet. Delegation to the United Nations Building at 680 Park; 
i Avenue in. abus with about .thirty other individuals. After about an hour 
XpUBITCHBV was observed to enter the; U. S»; Court House in the company of 

TOLOKCNNIKOy of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C., and an unidenti- 
fied stenographer. After the; hearing GUBITCHEV returned to, 680 Park Avenuo, 
mb.ro he remained for awhile and then' returned to the Soviet establishment 
at Glen Cove.

Mr. SCB£EDSRER. was interviewed the writer, at which time Mr. 
SCHMIDERBR. stated that hi was employed by^AKRISCN' ABRAMOVITZ, Architects^ 
located, at 45 Rockefeller. Plaza, New' York, %?ew York. He stated, however, 
that he works at the United Nations Building, 405 East 42nd Street, New York, 
New York, in. connection, with, the building that is going on at this time. 

Mr. SCHMUJERER advised that ho had known GUBITCHEV . since about the 
middle of 1947, at which time the Headquarters Planning Office of U. N. was 
in. the RKO building' at Radio City. Mr. SCHMIDSRER. said that about August, 

;1947, the Planning Office of U.N.- was,, moved to its present location at 405 
•East, 42hd Street. >He said that he did not work; with. GUBITCHEV inasmuch as 
GUBITCHEV was an engineer and he, SCHJEEDERER, was a designer and they main- 
tained separate offices. Then, too, Mr. SCffiCDERER said that they; had 
different employers inasmuch as GUBITCHEV was employed by the United Nations 
Secretariat. 

Mr. SCHMIEERER said that he generally saw GUBITCHEV' every day, 
prior to the latter *s arrest, , of course,; but that, all during the time; he had 
known GUBITCHEV the latter had never engaged in. any political discussion or 
in. any way acted in a. manner which might cast suspicion upon him. Mr. 
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SCHMIDERER said that GUBITCHEV r.’as wall liked by the individuals working in 
tho Planning Office and that last July or last August (1948) to, SCHMIDERER, 
gave a party for ALBERT MANGCNES,- a citizen of Haiti who was employed by 
the U.N. and who was leaving the U.N.' for Haiti. Mr. SCHMIDERER said that 
ho invited GUBITCHEV to the party and asked him to bring his (GUBITCHEV’S) 
wife. Mr. SCHMIDERER said that he had to give GUBITCHEV directions on how 
to get to the SCKQ3DERER home by public conveyance. He said that GUBITCHEV 
did come to the party with his wife and that although they were very quiet 
they seemed to enjoy themselves and joined in. singing songs and engaging 
in. other forms of amusement at the party.; 

Mr. SCHrUDSRER. said that it was about this’ time of the year that 
GUBITCHEV indicated a desiro to go back; to Russia inasmuch as his daughter 
had been Sent back, there and made some ro marks to tho effect that ho was 
attempting to got permission, to return, to the Soviet Union. 

Mr. SCHMIDERER stated that the only time ho had ever boon out 
socially with. GUBITCHEV was when tho lattor came to the SCHMIDERER. homo for 
the perty. Mr. SCHMIDERER stated that he knew of no associates of GUBITCHEV 
outside of the United Nations or individuals who are employed by companies 
engaged in contract work at the U.N.; and who spend considerable time at the 
U.N. offices. 

Mr. SCHMIDERER stated that sometime ago he had gone to a Rogers 
Poet Clothing Store, which he described as one of the moire expensive men’s 
stores in New York City, and mot GU3ITCKEV there buying a suit. Mr. 
SCHMIDERER stated that this not only amused him but surprised him very 
much' to find a Russian purchasing a suit from one of tho more expensive 
places. 

Mr. SCHMIDERER stated that everyone at the United Nations office 
was genuinely surprised when GUBITCHEV was arrested on a charge of espionage 
but that there was no discussion, among the employees at the U.N., to his 
knowledge, as to whether GUBITCHEV was guilty.; 

Relative to •th^LBERT MANGCNES mentioned above, tho United 
Nations telephone directorVfcr June 1, 1948, ; lists ALBERT MANGCNES as an. 
employee of tho United Natiohs Secretariat at the Headquarters Planning 
Office,- Manhattan. Office of thbsDopartment of Administrative and Fiscal 
Services.; The February, 1949, telephone directory docs not list MANGCNES.

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CURRENT ACTIVITIES OF JUDITH COPLON 

VP until May 1, 1949, Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, 
was an individual who was clo^o to the COPLON family and was present at several 
conversations and discussionsVjUDITH COPLON had with members of her family and 
other individuals, princ ipalljM- CHIBALlSi PALMER, 'her attorney. 

The informant advised that between April 18 and May 1, 1949 COPLON 
■was in almost daily' contact vrith hei> attorney, ARCHIBALD PAIMER. 

It was ascertained b^L$,he informant that aside from PAIMER, Mrs. 

COPLON ’and the latter »s sister}A©IHA MCROH, would , accompany COPLON to Washington 
for the trial. They were to leave New York on April. 24, 1949 and would stay 
at the Ambassador Hotel. 

The informant also advised that the^GPLON family had decided not. 
to^ell PAIMER the exact amount of, money left by^AMUSL COPLON upon, his death, 
norVould they tell him the manner in. which, it. wasSLeft. The informant stated 
th^tjtho purpose of this was to not. let PALMER kncmim much money Mrs. COPLON 
and^SMRAM. COPLON had at, their disposal. 

April 19, 1949 the informant advised that BERT COPLON told /JRCHIBAID 
PAIMER thatNJjpY was getting ' very hysterical about the trial in Washington, 

BERT said, thav JUDY was absolutely incoherent, adding that she was running 
around screaming and that he had never seen her in a state like that in his 
life. BERT said’ that JUDY thought that she had not had sufficient, time to 
confer with PAIMER and that she -was going to trial the following Monday unpre- 
pared. PAIMER. told BERT that it was ridiculous as they had their case prepared. 

1 PAIMER. then told BERT that it was very difficult for him to talk 

with JUDY inasmuch as she would not talk to him in his office, would not even 
whisper, would, not talk to him in the street, and would . not even. talk, to him 
when PAIMER took; JUDY to his sister’s house or at his daughter’s house, PAIMER 
told BERT that JUDY did. not think; her mother would be; a good witness. 

PAIMER then explained to BERT that in a case of this type a lot of 
the preparation is done after court each day and they would have from 4:30 in. 
the afternoon until, midnight at night to work, each day on the case.

BERT told PALMER that there was no doubt but that JUDY'S hysterical 
condition was her feeling that PAII1ER was not at all prepared, did not have 
any briefs, had not done any research- and didn't have anything* 

Later on the same evening the informant advised that 1 PALMER. and BERT 
had an additional discussion about JUDY'S present hysterical condition* 

The informant stated that PAUHER told JUDY that from the way she 
had been talking to him recently about "motions and. stuff" he was of the. 
opinion that she had", been talking to some "silly lawyer.” JUDY said that she 
had not. The informant advised that much of the discussion, between PAIM3R and 
, JUDY, was concerned with. PAIMER trying to calm JUDY down. During this discussion. 
PAIMER made reference to. his inability to have JUDY'S confidence about certain, 
facts of the case, at. which time JUDY, told hinthat she knew PAIKBR'S position 
and that she knew it. was "like commuting with a medium or something." 

PAIMER told JUDY that he had '.never had a client, who he had given 
more time to than, he had to. JUDY* 

When JUDY started saying, that PAIMER was not prepared for the case, 
PAIMER told her that 90$ of all the cases of this kind- are prepared in the 
court room after hours, 

JUDY stated that her going down to PAIMER. 'S office and sitting there 
was a waste of time which made PAIMER quite, angry. He advised her that she 
was becoming acclimated to legal atmosphere* JUDY stated, "Legal atmosphere - 
baloney. Was anyone cross-examining someone else?” 

PALMER, asked JUDY if she knew what cross-examination was, at which 
time JUDY stated that it was merely asking questions and getting the answers. 
PAIMER. added, "If you know the truth in the story.” PAIMER then stated, "Then 
you know what you are going to answer", at which time JUDY indicated that she 
was not going to testify, PALMER, said that they night as well, not go to 
Washington if that were the ca3C* 

JUDY then stated that she. felt certain legal rights of hers were 
being violated, in connection, with the; handling of the case* She told PAIMER. 
when she was arrested she didn't even, know the first thing about an arraignment. 
PAIMER wanted to know what difference that made* ‘ JUDY then stated that she - 
knew nothing about law but that she had a feeling, "just a little feeling#" 
that there arc certain violations of rights involved. JUDY stated that , "they" 
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(evidently referring to the Government) originally planned to have her in 
court for a quick trial* JUDY then stabted talking about the bail that was 
set and stated that the Constitution guaranteed her that there would be no 
excessive bail* PAIWER. told her that she. was not under excessive bail inasmuch 
as she had nade it.; JUDY could not understand that,- telling PAXlffi R that if 
she had made $100,000 bail it would be excessive* PAliBR then called attention 
to the fact that in a local, wire tapping cale one' of the defendants who was a 
married man with children had his bail set at $32,500. 

During the conversation the informant formed the opinion that PALMER 
and/or JUDY had been going over the; terrain in- the Washington Heights Section 
of New York City. > 

The informant ascertained that JUDY and' PAI1ER- would stay at the 
Ambassador Hotel in Washington although JUDY did not like it because she 
, stated that it. had a bad reputation in the District of Columbia. 

The informant advised, that early on April 20, 1949, PAIMER saw Mrs. 
COPLON relative to the condition, of JUDY, the previous night, at which time 
the conversation was much along the same vein as the conversation between 
BERT COPLCN and PALMER the previous evening,' 

Confidential Infornant T-3, % known, reliability, advised that on 
July 12, 1949, JUDY was in contact withlETHEL COPLON who complained, that she 
had attempted to. telephone JUDY, but had difficulty in obtaining the number*. 

JUDY, replied that the, difficulty was due tk the fact that «it»s tapped.” The 
conversation continued to the effect that JUDY is looking -for a job but has 
been unsuccessful, to date. She also mentioned that some people, Unidentified, 
want to fora a committee to help her (presumably with finances). ARCHIBALD 
PAIMER, however, believes the committee would probably keep the funds collected, 
JUDY, then advised that her aunt, unidentified,- sent her some money. She. also 
received her "retirement pay from the Government,” amounting to $1,500.00, 

V On. this same, date JUDY ‘was in conversation with her mother, : at 'which 
tim\ the topic was the information, furnished by BERT CCPLON to the effect that 
oneMSARTIN TtEIDON of the Columbia.

JUDY»S attitude 
was that\PAIlER handles such things and that she wiil make no decision without 
his opinion. * JUDY then stated she received $100.00 from her aunt, unidentified.

JUDY is determined that- PAIijER will handle the appeal. 
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Later on the sane date PALMER, T/ELDON and JUDY again discussed thei 
radio program, and it was decided that “they should discuss it ^re.Nthoroughlyv 
later that afternoon. Informant was unable to furnish the ultimate ^decision \ 
regarding this matter. : '

On July 13, 1949,- informant Stated ho' • had ascertained that JUDY 
would probably spend the weekend of July l6th-17th with PAU1EK. 

On July 14, 1949, informant stated' that while ho was present, JUDY 
and, her mother discussed an incident which took place earlier the same, day* 

It appears that shortly after JUDY'S departure from home a neighbor's daughter 
advised Mrs* COPLCiJ that a policeman from a police car had asker her (ne ighb or's 
daughter) "where Judy went. 1 * JUDY asked her mother if this nan was in uniform- 
whereupon Mrs'. COPLON stated he was. JUDY asked PAIMER. about this, matter 
whereupon he stated that the police in that district were raising a fund for 
JUDY and that they had wanted to give her sene money. Mrs. COPLON indicated 
she was not. so gullible; however, PAIMER still attempted to allay her fears. 

On Several subsequent dates informant stated that JUDY has been 
writing cards to those individuals who 'have been sending her money. ■ On July 
14th in particular, one ANNA, believed to feHtaNA MCRCH. TJOLIN advised that . 
her cousin (TiOLIN'S) is in need of money to pu\ on a new show, and in. this 
connection had attended a meeting with persons wio might be interested* Among 
those present was oneUfaiARD FAST* Informant could not furnish ary additional 
information regarding t\p show mentioned above* 

Continuing, T-3 advised that on July 22, 1949, PAIMER informed JUDY 
that ho "got a call through to that attorney." The reason'he had not been, 
heard from previously was that the judge had put over the question of re- 
sentencing until July 29th, that he had made a new one which is awaiting appeal* 
"That's why wo haven't heard from Buckley." PAIMER further stated that the 
record on which the appeal is based will have to bo designated, and that this 
will have to be done by the 20th. PALMER'S next statement was concerned xvith , 
an article in "today's 'Compass'."

PAllffiR then advised JUDY, "let him give you a quick paragraph about the apparent 
three times they overlooked 'G' ." JUDY then repeated this whereupon P/JLMER 
advised, "Yes, .1 mean 42nd Street, boing; out of the tunnel ' and going to Elf ord 
Place when they started following from First Avenue at 4:00 or 5:00 o'clock," 

JUDY then brings up the matter of escape * and mentions she had read about it and 
then refers to MURPHY'S testimony that ho didn't try to board the bus, PALMER 
replied, "That's what 1 meant, in other words the wholo thing was so unnatural 
all the way down the line." JUDY then stated, "Yeah, Murphy '3 testimony and 
then Ward's not getting off the train.".. P AIMER then ended the discussion vdth, 
"Right, put that in sharp paragraphs so that Bendy will have that before him 
and can smell it to his nostrils," 

The TUCK referred to above is undoubtedly identical with the JAMES 
TUCK referred to elsewhere in this report. 

Later on the same date PALMER again had a conference with JUDY at 
which time he asked if she had seen the article in the W.T. (presumably 'World 
Telegram"). He added that now "they" know she is not going to speak, up against 
GUBITCHEV and that "they" are going to press the case against her with >' more 
ardor, JUDY then mentions that she has news for P AIMER and upon his request 
for more information, she replied, "I ain't saying," whereupon PALMER stated, 

"I follow you." JUDY then queries PAIMER about "their asking for more time.. , 
I'd like to know what they're going to dig up about my having $5, 000,000," 

PAIMER did not reply to this but stated he. would see her again later. 

On July 25, 1949, JUDY and PALMER had another conference. PALMER 
stated that CHUCK (ph-may be identical with Tuck; previously mentioned) called 
him. PALMER told JUDY he wants her to go over the facts and. experiences of 
March 4th with CHUCK, meaning the "survey of the 20 agents.” PALMER then states 
that she can obtain the "thing" at his hone and Ji-bat RALPH will contact her 
later* 
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Continuing, T-3 advised that on July 28, 1949, a, discussion took 
place between JUDY, SHIRLEY and BERT COPLON* The topic* of the discussion was . > 
President TRUIAN's appointment of 'TOM CLARK, /Attorney General, to -the Supreme 
Court. BERT commented, "You- can see what the country is • coming to, .".and; 
instructed SHIRLEY not ,to discuss it oyer the telephone, ‘/because his- boys would 
be listening. » .SHIRLEY* S retort was, "What a. little- boy. Truman- is, 'can* t* 
even, stand up for himself. 11 The conversation. then dealt with the lack. of a 
Catholic .on the Supreme ".Court. JUDY t^en* advised; the others that PALMER , had 
returned from Chicago and then referred to an article appearing* in the "New 
York Post" stating, > "the 'New, York Post* was supporting him." She is of the, 
opinion that the appointment (presumably f that of 'CLARK to the Supreme Court) 
will, not affect her case because he will*not be ablo,to preside a.t a triai 
i^vol^ing a - cas e in .which ho was the prosecutor. JUDY then mentioned the 
MAR2ANT case as*one in point* BERT * S only coment was that "she lost- a good 
liberal in Murphy." 

On August 1, .1949, a, conference took, place between. JUDY and:her 
attorney, . ARCHIE PAIMER. '.The latter stated, *We received a letter from 'Look* 
magazine, containing ^advance. proofs; of , 'TiJhy the Reds Von't Scare Us, » by 
Attorney General Tern Clark." This article is to. appear in the August 30th. 
issue of the magazine vJLook" and the latter .requested- PALMER'S conments and 
the letter F is signed. bJWuLLIAM HAUSS4AN, Editor. PALMER. suggested that JUDY 
read the article %nd gfet hold of her press «" JIDY stated; she* did not want 
"to got hold.'of him" and.Moesn't want to ,do anything about it. They .then dis- 
cuss edvthe; brief and JUDrs stated she could think of nothing more.,

Later on the same date PALMER again conferred with 'JUDY at '’which 
time he advised ho had; spoken to the manager of* "Look" re the article by TOM' 1 
CLARK. PAIMER feels.; that part of the article is libelous. and would like to 
further discuss the matter with, JUDY. 

Cn August 2, ,1949, the, informant was present when Mrs* ■ COPLON and; 

BERT discussed, financial matters. Mrs. COPLON advised* she had received two 
letters, one from the Chase, National- Bank containing ;a bank statement re- 
flecting a balance of $1,058.76, ;and the- other from .the Ifetional .Connercial 
Bank of Albany containing a form whfch- is to be executed regarding an. account 
closed on July 29, 1949.- ' ,

Continuing,. Confidential Informant T-3 advised that PAIMER conferred 
with Mrs* C0PI/3N, at which time he advised her that JUDITH appeared disconso- 
late and suggested that they leave town .for -a vacation* He also told Mrs* 
COPION that he wanted to see JUDITH. At this tine Jfrs, COPLON warned' PAIMER 
about conversing with her in view of the possible^fesence .of the. informant* 

later in the same day and subsequent to JUDITH* s return, PAIMER 
again appeared, at which 'time JUDITH sarcastically told him 'that she appre- 
ciated, all of the precautions he had taken and asked why. he had relied on 
BERMAN (phonetic) (possibly^® BERMAN, .a , boy friend of JUDITH), rather than 
the JBI. PAIMER had no comment to make* 

This incident apparently referred to an earlier argument between 
PAIMER and. JUDITH at the former *fc office, which resulted in JUDITH‘s angered 
departure* Later PAIMER apparently attempted to contact Mrs. COPLON, where- 
upon JtpITH told him if he attempted to speak with her mother, already in a 
hysterical condition, she, JUDITH, would murder him. 

JUDITH further informed .PAIMER that he is not to try to reach her 
during weekends. Ife attempted to make an appointment for Sunday evening, but 
JUDITH would not agree, saying she would not be home, "if I*n here at all", 
and, further, that she would only see him concerning the cose or when neces- 
sary to appear in court. 

Considered in the light of the above quotation, further information 
from the informant seems to indicate that JUDITH vtas possibly thinking about 
suicide. Jit might be stated that her condition was ono of hysteria. 

PAIMER again contacted JUDITH, at which time she said it was not 
his responsibility,, there is nothing PAIMER can do about it, and the more she 
thinks about it the more sensible it seems to her.* PAIMER'then attempted.:to 
have. JUDITH contact him on Monday, but JUDITH said, "Oh, no, I said Sunday 
evening." JUDITH then continued saying, "It makes no difference whether I 
wait till Monday, Tuesday or Wednesday, I*m going to do it — a vacation**' 
will not help." She told PAIMER to have a nice time and not to .have her on 
his conscience. 

On August 6, 1949> the informant, T-3, ascertained that SID BERMAN 
was to take JUDITH and her mother to Coney Island on the evening of August 
6, 1949*

VALENTINE ALEKSEEVICH GUBITCKEV 

No regular surveillance is being maintained on GUBITCKEV, who is 
residing at the Soviet establishment at Glen Cove, long Island, Now York, 
However, the U. S. Customs stops and Immigration and Naturalization lookout 
notices against GUBITCHSV*S departure from the United States continue. 

Also travel reservations for Soviet . personnel are covered by Bureau personnel 
at plane departures or ship embarkations. The departure of Soviet and. 
satellite vessels is covered by agents of the New York Office or by the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. In the event the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, is covering the Soviet satellite vessels on a 
twenty-four hour basis during their stay in port, agent personnel is utilized 
to cover embarkation of passongers and sailing only. The Alien Tax Division 
of the U. S. Treasury has again been requested to alert their personnel 
checking out passengers leaving the United States. Efforts are likewise 
being made to check passenger lists of all ships . departing for European , 

. ports, logical overseas airlines are keeping this office advised of reser- 
vations by Soviet establishments and these plane departures are being 
covered. 

In view of the fact that despite the above coverage GUBITCKEV 
could still cross the borders of Mexico or Canada unnoticed and from there 
embark for the USSR, the Bureau is requested ✓ to cpnsider the advisability 
of contacting Bureau sources in Canada and Mexico to determine their ability 
'in ascertaining the identity of passengers outward bound on Russian or 
satellite slops. § 

Confidential Informant T-4 advised that on July 4, 194^ L8CNID 
IGNATIEV, a RussoWemployee of the SCA, Atomic Energy Commission iGroup, -U.N., 
Lake Success, asked^IURI SERGEEVICH SOKOLOV, a member of the Soviet 
Delegation to U.N . , op find VALENTINE' GU3ITCH2V or the latter*s wife and ex- 
plain to SOKOLOV that 'GU3ITCHEV maybe found “on the first floor. 11 't IGNATIEV 
was advised that GUBITCHEVcould not be looked. 

i On July 11, 1949,. T-4 stated tte®£V TOLLOKCNNIKOV advised- 
SOKOLOV that the trial had been postponed until October 17th. • TOLLOKCNNIKOV 
statod that ,he. expected to return to Washington, D. C., on the instant 
evening. SOKOLOV wanted to know whetlxsr IOLLOKCNNIKOV did a personal favor 
for SOKOLOV, presumably about money. IOLLOKCNNIKOV said he forgot and ex- 
plained to SOKOLOV that the fellow to whom he was to speak was away. 

SOKOLOV wanted to know if VALENTINE (presumably GUBITCKEV) were there.. When

TOLLOKCNNIKOV said that ho was, SOKOLOV suggested that ho ask 'VALENTINE 
(presumably about the money) . 

T-4 also advised that on July 11, 1949jTCHARLES RECHT told 
TOLLOKCNNIKOV that he had tried- to get in touch &th TOILOKONNIKOV several 
times. RECHT said that he had received the. chock. Ha then said- that they 
had received a cable from M0RFL3T but that it . did] not come to him (RECHT) 
but came to AMTORG. RECHT said that ho wanted to’ discuss it with 
TOLLOKCINN IKOV . 



During the afternoon agonts from the New York Offico covered a 
meeting between CHARLES RECHT and. LEV TOLLOKCNNIKOV at the TJhalor Bar at 
38th Street and Haddison Avenue, New York City. Tho two were together, 'around 
thirty-eight minutes.- Only fragments of their conversation could be over- 
heard. Among thorn wore ‘’bond,* 1 "thousand dollars," "appeal," "highest ■ 
court in Canada," "it was tho other people who appealed it," and 'adjourn- 
ment." Later in the conversation the name "Palmer" .was clearly stated and 
it is tho belief of tho agent who heard tho conversation that RECHT spoke 
all of tho above quoted words. 


It should bo noted that tho Now York Times of that date carried 
an Assodigted Press dispatch date lino Winnipeg, Manitoba, July 11th, as 
follows :\C>Dimitry Leshchenko, thirty-six year old former Russian Array 
officer M self confessed Communist spy, will be deported from Canada. Tho 
Chief Justice of the Manitoba Court -dismissed Leshchenko's appeal against a 
deportatiomprder today." 

Theresas a possibility that the above information and circumstances 
indicate that tho conversation possibly concerned GUBITCHSV'S status and 
.the similar Canadian case. From RECHT *S conversation about tho cable from 
MORFLQT, which is the Russian Navy or Merchant Marino, *and RECHT'S wish to 
discuss it with TOLLOKCNNIKOV, it being inferred that these matters, are, re- 
lated. It should be noted that RECHT expected a but made, particular 
mention that it had come to AMTORG instead of to him. This may have been- 
done so the message could have been encoded.
